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Foreword 


This work includes a selection of some of my articles, presentations and conferences 
Between 1998 and 2013, together with some notes and summaries on different 
astrological sections within this period. It is a personal selection, representative, to a 
certain extent, of the astrology that I have been practicing to date, as well as my 
particular conception of this discipline. This book is a necessary complement, I 
believe, to my main monothematic works, edited by different publishers in the last 
ten years. Many of these writings are related to my numerous trips through Latin 
America, attending congresses, teaching courses or presenting some of my books 
over the last few years. I hope that these texts seem minimally interesting to the 
reader and that they are useful to enrich their own astrology. Finally, to say that at 
the moment in which I write these lines, the date on which my twenty-five years of 
astrological practice will be completed is close. It was in the first days of August 
1988 when my teacher in this discipline, Adolfo Roca, began to teach me the basics 
of astrology. This work is dedicated to his memory. 

Notes on Horary Astrology 


An hourly chart is a chart drawn for the moment of birth of an idea, a question, or an 
event. Although the so-called interrogations or hourly charts, calculated for the 
moment of one's own question or that of a consultant, are the best known part of 
hourly astrology, they are obviously not the only ones. In fact, the subject calculated 
for the moment of an event (a business or sentimental proposition, an accident or a 
telephone call, for example) whatever, is capable of being analyzed by itself, entering 
the chapter of hourly astrology. These charts are sensitive to transits, being fully 
operational at this level: when transiting planets touch radical house cusps 
something can happen, basically according to the transiting planet and the house 
cusp itself. You can even see the development of a trip by studying the letter of 
departure, which in my opinion must be drawn exactly at the time when the person 
leaves his house to undertake the trip. 


Personally, in the past I have experimented in depth with all kinds of event cards, as 
I call them: from the opening of a current account in a bank to the inauguration, so 
to speak, of a new refrigerator. As an anecdote, I remember having handled and 
explored a letter that I calculated for the first time I entered a music bar in the Plaza 
Real in Barcelona (Spain), curiously called Karma. It was there on January 2, 1991 
and that letter not only reflected well everything that happened to me there! during 
the three or four years in which I had fun! in the Barcelona dawn, but even my 
appearance at that time, for example, or the innumerable and intense relationships 
that I lived! with Spanish and foreign girls, like that! like the different stages that he 
went through in said entertainment venue, until he stopped going because he 
already had a steady girlfriend. It is important to point out that when a fact or event 
is not fortuitous but is chosen, astrologically selected, it no longer belongs to the 
field of hourly astrology, but is part of the so-called electional astrology. 


In practice, in relation to the hourly charts, the consulting astrologer can raise a 
chart for the moment in which he receives a visit from a client; exactly, by the time 


he walks through the door and takes a seat, starting the consultation. The time and 
day of the consultation should not have been chosen by the astrologer himself, but 
simply be the result of mutual convenience or for scheduling reasons. Some 
astrologers, such as Evangeline Adams or Joaquin Teixidor from Barcelona, have 
used this letter in an auxiliary way to guide themselves in the process of astrological 
advice; however, I am not in favor of this procedure. 


As for the hourly astrology related to interrogations, which we will see below, in my 
opinion it should be used with caution, since it is certainly limited and there are 
important theoretical gaps, with consequences in practice. Sometimes, they are 
useful letters to see the context of a certain reality, rather than to give conclusive 
answers, such as yes or no. I understand that it is a dubious resource. It's not smart 
to rely entirely on an hourly chart to give a definitive answer about something, 
especially if it's an important question. It is better to base yourself on the radical 
letters of the people, companies or countries involved and use transits, for example. 
After all, the same astrologers who practice this branch of astrology recognize that 
the reliability of an hourly response is not very high. Thus, if it is not effective in a 
high percentage, it is better not to use it as the main asset to give an answer about 
something relevant. On the other hand, the texts on hourly astrology that I have 
examined, which are many, have important inconsistencies. What gives an 
affirmative answer according to the method of ME Jones, offers a negative answer 
following the keys of O. Barclay. Sometimes, the answers are supported by elaborate 
arguments, elaborated after the fact. I remember a passage from a book by a British 
author, now deceased, who, in response to a question he himself put into the air 
regarding whether England and the European continent would ever be linked by a 
tunnel, gave the answer no. Years later, an underground tunnel united them, as we 
all know... Questions like “Will GW Bush win the presidential elections?, I think they 
cannot be answered. As the reader can see, although I also partially use hourly 
astrology that refers to interrogations, I do not stop being somewhat critical of it. 
And I am not the only reticent astrologer regarding this astrological section: they 
also distrusted Charles Carter, for example. Nor were astrologers of the level of 
Alexander Marr or Jean Baptiste Morin in favor of it. The latter left his opinion 
written for posterity, contrary to his practice, as can be seen in the prologue of book 
XXVI of his famous Gallic Astrology. 


About the Interrogations 


There are different ways to interpret a horary chart, although some rules seem to be 
the same for all astrologers (traditional rules): 


1. The letter must have "radicality", it must reflect the questioner and/or the question 
itself. For example: if the astrologer asks something about a friend and the 
Ascendant is Virgo, it is normal to find Mercury in the 11th house. The Ascendant 
and its ruler even physically describe the person asking the question, according to 
Lilly. 


2. The hourly chart, itself, explains the situation, issue or idea; by planets in houses, 
signs, aspects or others. 


3. The Regiomontanus house system (Lilly used this system) is often used in Horary 
Astrology (A. Louis uses Regiomontanus and Koch). However, some studies or 
evidence suggest that the System should be used here as well. 

molecentric. 


4. Questions that are not very specific, confusing, abstract, forced or that are not 
well founded or directly or indirectly related to the person asking, may not be valid 


to give an answer. For example: who will win the presidential elections? 
5. If the answer to a time chart is very difficult or intricate, it is better not to judge it. 


6. You don't have to ask the same thing two or more times. 


7. According to Anthony Louis, the maximum percentage of effectiveness that a good 
astrologer can achieve with Horary Astrology can be between 75 and 80%. 


8. The letter does not show the psychological state nor does it offer any moral 
judgment, it only shows the reality. 


9. In theory, Horary Astrology offers direct, clear and forceful answers (yes or no 
type) as natal charts cannot do by themselves or through planetary transits or other 
predictive techniques. 


10. The time to calculate the hourly chart is when the astrologer understands the 
question (by letter, phone, e-mail, or in person), not when the person asking the 
question thinks it over to themselves. The place to calculate the chart is where the 
astrologer is at the time the question is asked. 


11. The person who asks (even if it is the astrologer asking something for him) is 
always represented by the 1st house. 


12. Saturn in house VII: possible limitation, error or delay in the response or 
judgment of the astrologer. When the questioner is someone else, the astrologer is 
always represented by the VII house. An exception is if the person asks for his 
partner or for someone represented by the 7th house. 


13. With Saturn on the Ascendant, especially retrograde, something rarely comes to 
fruition, although the chart can be interpreted. 


14. The Ascendant at less than 3° can indicate a premature question or situation. It 
may be too soon for an answer. It can reflect a new situation. 


15. The Ascendant to more than 27° can indicate a late question or situation. At the 
time of the question, the situation may be changing, irreversible or inevitable. 


16. The simplest and most resounding answer in Horary Astrology is the one deduced 
from the positive angular relationship (major harmonic aspect of 60° or 120°) 
between the rulers of the two main houses related to the question. Generally, it is 
between the ruler of the Ascendant of the one who asks in relation to the ruler of the 
house or sector about which he asks (for example: for a short trip, the 3rd house). 
Obviously, it is not always that simple, as there are always other determining factors. 
Thus, if one of these rulers is retrograde or in a bad cosmic state, the affirmative 
answer will entail some problems or inconveniences in the development or result of 
what is being asked. Also, if the Moon performs some inharmonious aspect before 
changing its sign, it is a negative condition, even though the answer is affirmative as 
consideration prevails over the rulers of the houses involved. 


17. If the primary significators of the houses involved do not form aspects between 
them, generally nothing happens. It is necessary to assess its cosmic state and 
movement. 


18. Minor aspects are auxiliary aspects and are only used occasionally. 


19. How to analyze a specific area, according to Olivia Barclay: locate the house of 
the question (for example: the profession, the X house). If Sagittarius is on the cusp, 
see in which house Jupiter, its ruler, is in, examine its cosmic state and the planetary 
aspects it receives. 


20. It is essential to correctly identify the significators or rulers of the matter in 
question. An error can mean an erroneous opinion. For example: the questioner is 
always represented by the Ascendant, the ruler of the Ascendant and, secondarily, by 
the planets that are in the ist house (eventually, also by the Almuten of the 
Ascendant). Generally, it is also represented by the Moon, which usually shows what 
the person thinks or a matter that worries or motivates him. 


21. The person or matter asked is represented by the ruling planet of the house that 
belongs to the question. For example: if someone asks about his son, the ruling 
planet of the sign that is on the cusp of the V house represents his son. 


22. The VII house is, both for the astrologer who asks for himself and for a client who 
asks, "the other" about whom he asks, provided that another house or sector cannot 
be assigned to him (the neighbor in the III house, the son the V house or the friend 
the XI house). 


23. Derivative houses must be used. For example: if a mother asks about the health of 
her son, she is represented by the I house, her son by the V house and the health of 
the son by the X house (it is the VI house from the V house). 


24. You have to use the traditional rulers, but secondarily the modern rulers (Uranus, 
Neptune and Pluto) can be used. 

25. The natural ruler may be important. For example, Mercury: books, 
communications, brothers, children and others. 


26. Planets in houses are of secondary importance. If they are beneficial, it can mean 
a positive trend; and vice versa if they are malefic. Also the planetary accumulations 
in a sector or house are relevant. 


27. Angles in Cardinal, Fixed or Mutable signs: there is a difference. For example: in 
Mutable signs the situation can be unstable or changeable. 


28. It is important to consider retrograde planets. 


29. It is important to take into consideration the application or separation in 
interplanetary aspects. 


30. Sometimes the square and the opposition can be positive if they involve beneficial 
planets, planets in positive houses or sectors or that are in signs where they have 
dignity. 


31. The cosmic state of a significator or a planet is very important. 


32. Mutual Reception is also important. Between two significators it can lead to an 
affirmative answer (even without being in aspect) if there is no contradiction in the 
hourly chart, but only by "domitilio" because by "exaltation" it is not strong enough. 
It is also important to consider the set of planetary dignities. 


33. Dispositors are also used. 


34. It is important to consider settings such as Prohibition, Rephrasing and others. 
35. The Moon is always co-ruler in a horary theme. 


36. The Moon (for house) reflects the issue, directly or indirectly. 


37. The aspects that the Moon has made in the same sign before the question signify 
events that have led to asking the question or more or less recent past events, which 
have already occurred, related to the question or issue. The future aspects, before 
the Moon changes sign, are the events that will occur. Basically, the major aspects 
are considered. 


38. The final aspect of the Moon before changing signs will show the general 
conditions about how everything develops. Sometimes the last aspect of the Moon 
shows the outcome of the question or question. However, in truth it is the 
significators (rulers of the houses involved) that show the result or the development 
itself of what is raised or those that answer the question. 


39. The applicative Moon by sextile or trine to the Sun, if no malefic intervenes before 
the aspect is perfect or complete, promises success or a positive result. 


40. The Moon in Via Combusta (15° of Libra to 15° of Scorpio) can reflect an adverse 
condition or be related to illness, damage, danger, fear, death, and/or difficulty in 
responding. 


41. The Empty Course Moon is when the Moon does not make any major aspects 
before changing sign. Nothing will be given regarding the situation raised or asked. 
Nothing develops, things don't go forward, nothing happens. See if the signifiers of 
what was asked or raised if they make an aspect between them, because they could 
vary the result. 

42. When the Moon is in the last degrees of a sign (especially in Gemini, Scorpio or 
Capricorn), it is not advisable to judge an hourly chart or it is difficult to give an 
accurate answer. 


43. The New Moon is usually negative, especially if it is applicative. 
44, Fixed Stars must be used for conjunctions to planets or house cusps (orb of 1°). 


45. The Lunar Nodes are valid in the hourly charts. 


46. The Share of Fortune is totally valid. Some astrologers consider that if the Moon 
aspects (major aspect) to the Part of Fortune, it is not really Empty of Course. The 
rest of Arab Parts are also used. 


47. Midpoints are also valid. 
48. The Antiscians and Contra Antiscians must also be taken into account. 


49. Some astrologers take into consideration the "Planetary Hours". 


50. When you ask yourself something like: “which is the best place to go on 
vacation?, you can see where the main significators are (ruler of the Ascendant 
and/or the 9th house...) and locate them on the chart depending on whether they are 
in the North , South or Southeast. And when we ask about a lost object of ours, we 
locate it on the map by means of the location on the chart (North, West...) of the 
ruler of house II. 


51. Planetary transits are operative in the hourly charts. Some astrologers, like 
Anthony Louis, use them. However, there are other types of traditional techniques to 
locate the development or resolution of a time chart in the future. For example, 
transferring the degrees that mediate between two planets to days, years and similar 
solutions. 


52. ME Jones's theory, in relation to the affirmative or negative answer to a question 
depending on the aspect that is found between regents of the same domal axis, is not 
operative according to A. Louis. It is also my opinion. 


The measure of time in hourly astrology (orientative) 


Angular houses or cardinal signs: fast (minutes, hours, days). 
Succedent houses or mutable signs: slow (days, weeks, months). 


Cadent houses or fixed signs: very slow (weeks, months, years). 


The direction of the signs 


Aries: East, Libra: West, Cancer: North, Capricorn: South. 


The address of the houses 


House I: East, House VII: West, House IV: North, House X: South. 


The height, level or location of something by the Element 


Fire: medium height, heat or fire. 

Earth: below or at ground level, underground or in the ground. 
Air: high or at a height, near a window or up the stairs. 

Water: under or at ground level, in humid or wet areas. 
Questions: an example 


To illustrate this part of horary astrology, I prefer to use an example from Olivia 
Barclay, included in her work Horary astrology rediscovered. It is a very simple case: 
someone asks the astrologer if he could buy a house. 
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Figure 1. 
Will I get the house? 


The relevant houses are: the 1st house (in Cancer) and its ruler, the Moon, which 
represent the person asking the question, and the 4th house (in Virgo) and its ruler, 
Mercury, which represents the house itself, the goods estate. It seems that the rising 
sign represents well who asks the question: a woman, mother of small children, who 
is also a nurse. 


The answer is, in this case, affirmative: if he managed to buy the house. The 
Moon, ruler of the Ascendant, and general significator, is going to complete 
a tungone with Mercury, ruler of the 4th house. And it is the last aspect of 
the Moon before leaving the sign. In addition, the Moon has already entered 
the house II (buy). This positive response is also supported by the location of 
Jupiter on the Descendant, at 1° of an orb. Notes on Astrometeorology 


Astrometeorology is the branch of astrology that studies the influence of planets, 
signs, houses and other astrological elements on the Earth's climate, including 
meteorological phenomena such as rain, drought, tornadoes and others. 


First of all, it is important to assess the possible differences between the Northern 
Hemisphere and the Southern Hemisphere, since all the indications of the different 
astrometeorology treatises are intended for the Northern Hemisphere. Thus, the 
entry of the Sun into Cancer does not represent, for the Southern Hemisphere, the 
beginning of summer. Besides, many indications referring to the signs can be 
different. 


It is also essential to adapt any forecast to the area or region in question; This 
conditions the forecast, logically, because in an arid region, such as a desert area, 
even with signs of rain, it will hardly happen, with the same _ astrological 
configurations, which would happen in an Amazon area, where rain can be expected. 


Contrary to weather forecasts 
conventional, the astrometeorological forecast is not limited by time: forecasts can 
be made a hundred years ahead or more. 


In this system for forecasting the weather from astrology, periods of sunspots or 
other factors or configurations, apart from those mentioned here, which can also 
intervene and influence the climate on Earth, are not taken into account. 


The astrometeorological forecast is based, fundamentally, on two astrological charts: 

1. The letter for the Solar Income in the cardinal signs (Aries, Cancer, Libra and 

Capricorn), which marks the beginning of the four seasons (in the North H.: 
spring, summer, autumn and winter). 


2. The letter for the Lunar Phase (Moon 0°, 90°, 180° and 270° Sun or New 
Moon, Crescent Quarter, Full Moon and Waning Quarter). 


Both charts are calculated for the place (geographical coordinates) and period to be 
studied (prior to the day, week or month for which we want to make a forecast). 


In considering these two charts as basic forecasting tools, practically all the authors 
(CC Zain, George Dupeyron or KB Riske) agree. 


CC Zain uses a third card (the Air Movement Chart), calculated for the entry of the 
planet Mercury into the zodiacal signs. According to this author, this letter explains 
well everything related to the movements of the air. 


Obviously, the charts always have planetary positions per sign and identical 
interplanetary aspects for the entire planet. However, the location in the houses 
(with possible angular positions or not) of the different planets, as well as eventual 
planetary aspects to the angles, change according to the geographic coordinates for 
which the chart or charts are calculated; This is what makes reading differ 
enormously from one city or region to another, despite sharing certain background 
characteristics.

The Solar Income card is the most important. It is raised for the start of one of the 
four seasons and shows general weather trends for the next three months, for a 
specific location or area. Since this chart is calculated for the beginning of a certain 
season, it will show the trends of the season, with their possible variations. For 
example, in the entrance of the Sun in 0° of 
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Capricorn, can indicate a moderate winter or colder than normal, but always 
assuming that the forecast is for a certain season; in this case, the same winter, and 
generally no big surprises can be expected. In addition, the forecast from the Solar 
Income letter must be adjusted to the climate and general trends of the area, at the 
climatic level: usual temperature, statistics, normal conditions and others. 


The Lunar Phase chart , conditioned or subordinated to the previous chart (Solar 
Income), will show the weather trends for a shorter period of time (about seven 
days). It is calculated for the conjunction between the Moon and the Sun (New 
Moon) or for the squares (First Quarter and Last Quarter) or for the opposition (Full 
Moon). This card is raised to know the short-term weather, beyond the general 
trends of the three months, indicated by the Solar Income card. Thus, for the period 
covered by this letter (approximately one week), we will be able to see possible 
accentuations of the general trends or possible variations. 


It is important to consider the interaction between both charts to correctly forecast 
the weather. That is, the more homogeneous the indications (for example, clear 
configurations on both hot and dry weather charts) the easier the prediction will be. 
In this case, both the Solar Income chart and the Moon Phase chart should show 
unmistakable astrological configurations that point to those trends. In this way, the 
key to a correct prediction or interpretation of the cards will be knowing how to 
establish the corresponding balance when comparing both cards, keeping in mind 
that the Moon Phase chart shows, more clearly, the trends for a week 
(approximately). of time, but subjecting, in turn, its indications to the letter of Solar 
Income. 


-Orbs to consider for the study of planetary aspects (interplanetary and angles) of 
both charts (in ecliptic longitude): 6° of arc, approximately. 


-Orbs for Declination aspects: 1° of arc, approximately. 


Major and minor aspects will be used (the latter, very important in 
Astrometeorology) and by Declination (also of great value in this astrological 
branch). 


It should be noted that the planetary transits to the Solar Income and Lunar Phase 
charts are not only fully operational, but also show possible accentuations, changes 
or variations in the weather conditions of the period studied, established from the 
astrological configurations of said charts. The resulting effect will depend on the 
planet that it aspects, the type of aspect and the set of the card that receives the 
transit. 


-Orb for Transit aspects: 1st arc, 
approximately; maybe a degree and a few more orb minutes. On this point, KB Riske 
and CC Zain agree. 


For Transits, the major and minor aspects are also valid, as well as possible aspects 
by Declension. 


For obvious reasons (given the short period of time between the different charts to 
be studied), the transits of the Sun, Mercury, Venus and Mars will be particularly 
useful. 


The transits of the Moon are totally valid, showing changes (sudden or temporary) in 
the weather conditions. 


According to CC Zain the transits cannot, by themselves, cause an atmospheric 
change that is not indicated in the chart of the time in question. On the contrary, 


they indicate when the changes will manifest as shown in the corresponding weather 
cards. 


G. Dupeyron, for the short-term (daily) forecast, uses a type of daily chart, calculated 
for sunrise. 


Generalities regarding the study of the Solar Income or Lunar Phase charts: 


Regarding the astrological houses in the Solar Income or Lunar Phase chart, some 
authors, such as CC Zain or KB Riske, do not consider the twelve houses but only 
House IV and House I. Both, along with G. Dupeyron, agree on attribute to House IV 
(especially IC) the most important role at the level of astrological houses 
(secondarily, House I). 


Others, such as G. Dupeyron or J. Lippens, assign each of the houses a specific 
meaning (for example, for G. Dupeyron, house III represents the movement of clouds, 
their evolution and the wind). 


The signs of the zodiac play a more modest role, modulating the planetary influence 
in the sky or in the different charts, which is the most relevant effect. 


The interplanetary aspects are very important. 


According to KB Riske, when a planet is retrograde its influence can vary. With the 
exception of the slower planets (Jupiter, Saturn, Uranus, Neptune, and Pluto), which 
remain retrograde much of the time, Mercury, Venus, and Mars take on negative 
characteristics when retrograde. Thus, Mercury retrograde can cause serious 
storms, with possible electrical or communication problems. Venus retrograde 
increases the danger of precipitation and Mars retrograde can raise the 
temperature, cause storms or droughts. In a stationary state, the influence of the 
planets is generally negative, especially if they are in aspect to the angles. In any 
case, a Stationary planet or one that is going to change its direction exerts a notable 
influence. 


KB Riske also points out that the Declination of the planets also modifies their 
influence. When seven or more planets are in the Northern Declination, 
temperatures in the Northern Hemisphere rise. When seven or more planets are in 
the Southern Declination, temperatures drop in the Northern Hemisphere. The 
reverse occurs with respect to the Southern Hemisphere. 


KB Riske suggests that if the weather charts (Solar Income or Lunar Phase) are 
aspected by one or more Eclipses (if the Eclipse falls conjunct one of the angles of 
the chart), it generally indicates extraordinary or heightened weather conditions in 
some way. . 


CC Zain calls the Solar Income chart the “Temperature Chart”. According to this 
author, this letter determines the degree of heat or cold, in addition to giving an 
overview of the weather conditions during the three-month period that it lasts. In 
turn, he says, temperature is a fundamental factor in influencing rain and wind. 
However, Zain says that for a wind or rain event to occur, it will be determined only 
by the Air Movement or Humidity cards (Moon Phase card), respectively. 


Remember CC Zain that there are signs and planets of a hot nature, just as there are 
others of a cold nature. On the Temperature (Solar Income) charts, when the 
positions of hot signs and planets affect the weather, then a hotter than normal 
season can be expected. It also occurs in the signs and planets indicating wind or 
calm, with respect to the result that can be expected in this regard. 
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Georges Dupeyron also classifies the zodiac signs into hot and cold. Thus, according 
to this author, from a meteorological point of view the two main factors considered 
are anticyclones (warm air) and depressions (cold air). The masculine signs, he says, 
are anticyclonic, and the feminine ones are related to depressions. 


According to CC Zain, the degree of the Ascendant has enormous importance in the 
time cards. He points out that the Ascendant is the "polarizing point" of the 
atmospheric conditions of a locality. All the aspects that are formed daily with the 
Ascendant, including the Declination parallels, indicate some meteorological 
variation. 


In the study of a time chart for the three months of a certain season (Solar Income), 
an isolated configuration such as Jupiter 180° Uranus will contribute a certain tonic 
for the three months in question. In this case, colder, possible increase in 
precipitation (rain) and more wind. If the period to be studied is winter, it will mean 
a colder and rainier season than others. If it is the summer, it can indicate a cooler, 
less hot summer. All in all, we must examine the rest of the planetary aspects and the 
chart as a whole, but the influence of the inharmonious aspect between Jupiter and 
Uranus will be felt, to a greater or lesser extent. 


In this way, it is necessary to understand that the critical interplanetary aspects (for 
example, a T Square intervening malefic planets such as Saturn, Neptune and Pluto), 
also intervening slow planets, which can spend a long time in an orb in the sky, can 
signal, to All over the world, harsh weather conditions, which will be felt with more 
or less intensity depending on the area (if it is favorable to hurricanes or not, for 
example) and depending on the Solar Income of the period, which could be more or 
less critical. 


According to CC Zain, when the planets occupy signs related to their nature, such as 
the signs of their domicile and exaltation, and, in addition, they are favorably 
aspected, the Earth generally experiences a favorable time. But if the planets occupy 
discordant signs -such as those of their fall and exile- we can be sure that time will 
respond with unseasonable characters. In addition, when the planets form 
oppositions, squares, T-squares, and quasi-partile grand crosses, the intensity and 
violence of planetary energy will surely manifest itself in Earth's climate as well. 


In relation to extreme weather phenomena, such as tornadoes and hurricanes, for 
Zain, when the three weather charts coincide in demonstrating unusual violence for 
a chosen place and date, especially if the planets transit or aspect the Ascendant of 
the charts, we can be sure that that a storm or other destructive meteorological 
phenomenon will break out. When the reason for the destruction is extreme 
temperatures, we should mainly examine the Temperature card. If it is rain, hail, 
snow or fog, we will look at the Humidity chart (Moon Phase), which will indicate the 
day on which the precipitations will take place. But if the destruction is caused by 
the wind, we will especially examine the Ascendant aspects of the Air Movement 
chart to know the days of the event. However, when it comes to an important 
phenomenon, the Ascendants of the three time cards are usually aspected by the 
transits at the same time. 


CC Zain also points out that when the slow planets form squares and oppositions in 
the sky, we can be sure that their destructive power will manifest itself on Earth 
through climatic or atmospheric conditions. And when these bad aspects affect the 
Ascendant of a local chart, especially if tornadoes are common on that date of the 
year, then we can predict and fear their presence. 


For his part, G. Dupeyron points out that the aspects between Mercury-Neptune, 
Mars-Neptune and, occasionally, between Mercury-Mars, tend to cause storms. 


According to Dupeyron, all perigee in Full Moon entails a significant atmospheric 
disturbance, including storm risks. These risks are accentuated if in the sky we find 
aspects between Mars, Mercury and Neptune. 


Modus operandi in the study of the cards (Solar Income and/or Lunar Phase): 


It simply consists of noting all the interplanetary and angular aspects (orb of + 6° 
arc) (major and minor aspects in ecliptic longitude and by Declination), also noting 
the usual effect or influence of said combination. All of this, seen together, will give 
us a more or less homogeneous picture of what the weather will be like for the 
period in question (three months or a week). 


KB Riske proposes the following interpretation protocol: 


Select a date for the forecast. 

Calculate a card for the cardinal solar income prior to the date to be studied. 

Calculate a chart for the lunar phase prior to the date to be studied. 

Write down all the planetary aspects of the Solar Income chart, including those 

that aspect the AS and the IC. Write down the key words or meaning for each 

of these configurations, taking into account the station in question. After 
studying which planetary configurations affect the angles, use keywords to 
describe the overall, joint effect of weather conditions for the period. 

5. Do the same in relation to the Moon Phase card. 

6. List all planetary aspects between the Solar Income chart and the Moon Phase 
chart. Write down the key words that describe these configurations and 
consider the planetary contacts that can activate significant planetary 
configurations in these charts. 

7. For the date of the astrometeorological forecast, record all planetary transits 
that aspect the Solar Ingress and Lunar Phase charts, including aspects to the 
AS and IC. If the period to be studied is the one that corresponds to the days in 
which the Lunar Phase chart is in force, write down the transits in order of 
maturation. Write down the keywords for each of the transits, assessing the 
season of the year in question and the population or region in question. 

8. For the forecast date, also write down the aspects that are formed in the sky at 
that time, as they are also important. Write down the key words that describe 
its possible effect, also valuing the season and the place for which the forecast 
is made. 

9. Study all the information to formulate a forecast for the day or days that we 

are interested in considering.

As can be seen, this astrologer also compares the aspects between both time cards 
(Solar Income and Lunar Phase). 


In turn, CC Zain proposes to interpret the time cards (Solar Income and Lunar 
Phase) in this way: 


The IV house of any chart is the main factor to consider when interpreting time, 
although there are three other factors that are also important: 


a) The house IV. We have verified (says Zain) that half of the influences of a weather 
chart are determined by the 4th house. The first important factor is the presence of 
the planets, the signs they occupy and their aspects; the second is the ruling sign of 
the house; the third factor is the ruling planet of the house, the sign it occupies, and 
its aspects. 


b) The I house. We know (this author continues) that a quarter of the total influence 
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of a weather chart is given to us by the I house. The most important thing is the 
planets present in it and their aspects. The second factor is the sign of the 
Ascendant; finally, the ruling planet of the Ascendant, the sign it occupies and its 
aspects. 


c) The ruling planet of the chart. We have verified that one eighth of the 
meteorological influences are determined by the ruling planet of the weather chart. 
In the Temperature ( Solar Income) chart, the ruling planet is the Sun; the Sun is, 
then, the main planet of this chart. If it is present in Aries, its ruler, Mars, is also 
important (ie, the dispositor is important). 


In the Air Movement chart (says CC Zain), Mercury should be taken into greater 
consideration, as well as the ruler of the sign in which it is present. 


In the Humidity chart (Lunar Phase), the Moon is the main factor and if, for example, 
it is in the sign of Capricorn, the influence exerted by Saturn should be carefully 
studied, which will be one eighth. 


Planets in the angles. The last of the four basic factors to consider are the angular 
planets, with one eighth of the total influence. If in the Temperature (Solar Income) 
chart the angular planets are hot in nature, the weather tends to be hotter. On the 
Air Movement chart, if there are windy planets at the angles, the weather will be 
windy. On a Humidity (Moon Phase) chart, angular planets of a humid nature will 
indicate precipitation. These influences have an impact on one eighth of the total 
number of influences. 

In short, according to CC Zain, 50% of the importance of the judgment of a time 
chart is based on the IV house, 25% on the I house and the remaining 25% is divided 
between the ruling planet and the planets in which angles. 


Georges Dupeyron uses another system for the study of a weather chart. Thus, for 
the study of the Lunar Phase chart, it is based on the following points: 


-Sign of the Sun (indicates the trend of the season). 

-Sign of the Ascendant of the letter (if it is related to the anticyclone or depression). 
-Signs related to the anticyclone occupied by planets. 

-Signs related to the depression occupied by planets. 

-Houses related to the anticyclone occupied by planets. 

-Houses related to the depression occupied by planets. -Multiple combinations: 
planets, signs and houses (related to anticyclone or depression). 

-Sign of the 4th house (if it is related to the anticyclone or depression). -Sign and 
house where the ruler of the 4th house is located (if it is related to the anticyclone or 
depression). 


From the study, as a whole, of the predominance of one type or another of signs, 
planets or houses (related to the anticyclone or depression), this author determines 
the general trend of time. 


Since the analysis and synthesis for the astrometeorological forecast is complex, 
coming closer to art than to science, the experience and skill of the astrologer will 
depend on whether the judgment is more or less accurate. Astrometeorology is, in 
itself, a branch of astrology, so it requires in-depth study and continued practice. It is 
necessary to know how to ponder and compensate aspects or configurations that are 
often contradictory, synthesizing everything in a coherent, logical and unequivocal 
message in its pronouncement. 


Meteorological characteristics of the signs 


Aries: hot, dry and extreme. 

Taurus: cool, humid and moderate. Geminis: cold, dry and changeable; windy. 
Cancer: cold, wet and unstable. 

Leo: hot, dry and stable. 

Virgo: cold, dry and changeable; windy. 

Libra: cool, dry and soft; windy. Scorpio: cold, humid and extreme. Sagittarius: hot, 
dry and temperate. Capricorn: cold, humid and extreme. Aquarium: cold, dry and 
unstable. 

Pisces: cool, humid and moderate.

Sun: hot, dry and moderate. 

Moon: cold, wet and variable. 
Mercury: cold, dry and changeable. 
Venus: cool, humid and moderate.

Uranus: cold, dry and unstable. 
Neptune: cold, wet and changeable. 
Pluto: cold, wet and violent. 


Meteorological characteristics of planetary aspects 


The result of any interplanetary aspect or combination in 
astrometeorology will depend on the type of aspect that unites the planets, 
harmonious or inharmonious, and on the intervening planets themselves. 
For example, if the Sun and Mars are in harmonious aspect, it will favor 
heat and dryness, but if they are in inharmonious aspect, the effect will be 
violent, extreme and drastic, more accentuated in its characteristics. 
Mercury and Mars in harmonic aspect will promote a warm, dry and windy 
climate, in any season of the year. If both planets are united by an 
inharmonious aspect, this will produce not only wind, heat and dryness, 
but sudden changes in weather conditions. Venus and Jupiter will 
generate a warm, temperate and pleasant climate if these planets are in 
conjunction, sextile or trine. If they are joined by a square or an 
opposition, they will continue to favor a warm and temperate climate, but 
with possible clouds and precipitation. Mars and Saturn in harmonic 
aspect generate winds and clouds, generally. In an inharmonious aspect, 
strong winds and possible storms, as well as low temperatures. Saturn and 
Uranus in harmonious aspect can bring cool or cold temperatures. If they 
are in inharmonious aspect, colder and possible storms. Notes on 
Astrocartography and Local Space 


In this chapter I am going to develop one of the most interesting and surprising 
sections of astrology in recent decades: Astrocartography (ACG) and Local Space 
(LS). The first of them was developed by Jim Lewis in the seventies of the last 
century and the second was devised by Michael Erlewine in the last decades. There 
are already too many books on the subject, and most readers will already be familiar 
with these geographic projection techniques, so my claim will only be to provide 
some brushstrokes, some notes, and my vision on this type of astrology. It is a kind of 
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geographic astrology, which connects planetary energies with terrestrial geography. 
Both techniques, ACG and LS, are independent, although they can be used together. 


We are going to see the first of them, Astrocartography (ACG), which is nothing 
more than the graphic representation, on a local or world map, of the location of the 
planets and natal points, projected according to multiple variables, always referring 
to the time. native. In other words: where would a planet or radical factor be if the 
person had been born, at the same moment, in a different place on Earth. 


In the following image, we have a typical worldwide Astrocartography map, where 
the natal chart is projected along a world map. Note the vertical lines, which 
correspond to the planets located on the MC-IC axis and the horizontal lines, 
projected in a curved way for obvious astronomical reasons, which correspond to the 
planets found on the AS-DS axis of all natal charts. . At a visual level we can already 
locate, for a specific geographical point, where we would find a planet or a specific 
radical factor on the MC-IC or AS-DS axis. 


Next I will show my own example, with the ACG map 


39covering practically the entire earth's surface: 
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Figure 4. 
ACG world map. 


We can delimit the geographical distance, limiting the representation of the planets 
and radical factors projected only for South America, also in my own example. Thus, 
we will see in detail which planets and radical factors are located at the four points 
of the chart, on the AS-DS and MC-DS axes. This will allow us to see, visually, easily 
and quickly, what radical factors we would find in said points in the event that we 
make a relocation of the natal chart for said geographic coordinates. Relocating a 
natal chart or raising it to a place other than the natal one is a technique that has 
become enormously popular in recent times, since it allows the interests or 
objectives of the person to be adapted to the most favorable astrological conditions, 
which will allow or facilitate said objective. For example, if we want to find a place in 
the world where we can have more luck, projection or success at a professional level, 
we must locate on a world astrocartographic map where the line of Jupiter is located 
for the MC of said map, which is equivalent to having said beneficial planet in the 
Midheaven of a natal chart calculated for the geographic coordinates of said 
location. And so with all the planets, according to what we look for. It is a simple 
example, which will suffice to understand how this technique works. 


Next, I show you my ACG map for South America: 
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Figure 5. 

ACG map for South America. 

As can be seen, the Moon is right in the MC for the geographical area that includes 
the cities of Montevideo and Buenos Aires. And if we draw up a natal chart for 
Buenos Aires (Argentina), for example, for the same moment of my birth and for the 
same date, we can see how the Moon is in the Midheaven: 
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Figure 6. 
Natal chart for Buenos Aires (Argentina). 


Observe how the Moon is right in the MC, as the astrocartographic map suggests. 
Well, in my own case I have been experiencing the effect of having, for the 
geographic area of Buenos Aires, the Moon in the Midheaven, although it can be 
extended to part of Argentina and Uruguay. Obviously, with a (relocated) location 
like this, an effect similar to the Moon can be expected. In my particular case, for 
this geographical enclave I have always seen myself surrounded by people (Luna), 
from my participation in various congresses, courses, conferences and book 
presentations in the Argentine capital. In addition, my personal image, within the 
strictly professional sphere, has been projected with greater force than in other 
areas of the world, as was to be expected. I have been interviewed for different 
media throughout my trips to Argentina in recent years. I have even participated, as 
a guest, in far-reaching Argentine radio programs, being interviewed by renowned 
journalists such as Chiche Gelblung or Sebastian Basalo. 


It is important to point out that an ACG map is used to locate the planets in the four 
angles (AS, DS, MC, IC) but it does not allow seeing very important aspects, such as 
a planet on the cusp of an intermediate house. For this reason, it is also necessary to 
resort to the direct calculation of the charts for the different geographical locations 
in which, foreseeably, we could find a certain configuration. 


Sometimes, we find two ACG lines that intersect, forming what is called a Paran. 
Here, an ascending planet intersects with another culminating, for example, for a 
certain location. This amplifies the importance of said geographical enclave. If we 
raised an astral chart for that place, we would find two angular planets, which in 
itself adds a lot of strength to the chart in question. 


Transits to relocated cards may be effective, but not always. Moreover, this is a point 
that needs to be checked in astrology. For example, in my chart relocated to 
Montevideo (Uruguay), transiting Uranus was located exactly on the Ascendant of 
the chart at the time my friendship with the astrologer Boris Cristoff began, back in 
September 1996, during his visit to Barcelona. This astrologer was based in 
Montevideo, which put me in direct contact with that city. Curiously, for my first trip 
to Montevideo, in June 2006, when I visited my friend Boris Cristoff, Uranus in 
transit was near the cusp of the 3rd house of the relocated chart. By the way, in my 
letter relocated to Montevideo the planet 

Neptune is right on the cusp of the 11th house, which may suggest Neptunian 
friendships (11th house), which is true, as Cristoff is a clearly Neptunian, sensitive, 
intuitive or unorthodox astrologer. 


To show how the relocated cards work, I can comment on some of my own 
combinations with different cities and countries. For example, in relation to 
Montevideo, which is a relocated chart almost identical to Buenos Aires, the Sun is in 
the III house, which shows communication with said city (phone calls, letters, e- 
mails) and the fact that write with Cristoff several books. In Buenos Aires, it can be 
related to my role as a lecturer or speaker, with the presentation of some of my 
books and with my appearance in different media. 


Another important example for me is the relocation to the city of Arequipa (Peru). In 
this chart the Sun is right in the IC and, certainly, in my trips to that city, due to my 
participation in astrological congresses, my stay has always been very pleasant, 
feeling at home. In this chart, Jupiter is in the 7th house and Venus is just on the 
cusp of the 5th house. This last configuration can be related, in one of its possible 
effects, to obtaining an astrological research award. At the time I won it, in 2008, 
Jupiter was right at the cusp of my relocated ascendant. In addition, Venus on the 
cusp of the V house in a relocated chart is, without a doubt, a combination that 
allows you to have fun and have an entertaining stay in the place in question. 


Some more examples, with my own case: just as the relationship with others in the 
cities where I had Jupiter relocated in my VII house in my chart were fluid, positive 
and profitable, as in Arequipa (Peru) or La Paz (Bolivia). ), in cities like Athens 
(Greece), no. In this city I have Mars in the 7th house (relocated) and the type of 
energy that I find at the 7th house level is totally different. In addition, in said 
relocated letter my Sun-Saturn conjunction is located in the 12th house, so it is not 
one of my most favored destinations, astrologically. Even so, my stay for several days 
in Greece was profitable: Venus is also in the relocated I house. Another city in which 
I have had an important and sustained relationship over time has been Guayaquil 
(Ecuador). There I have had several clients as an astrologer and, clearly, the 
relocated chart is spectacular: Uranus on the MC, with Jupiter and Neptune in 
sextile at that point. Actually, the relocated MC is the focal point, so to speak, of the 
“comet head" that I have in my natal chart, which favors and enhances astrological 
activity there. 


More examples, but in known cases: Aristoteles Onassis, who lived for long periods 
in Paris (France), had Jupiter in the IC for said city. And for the city of Buenos Aires 
(Argentina), where he emigrated and also lived, and where he did his first business 
importing tobacco, he had Mercury on the Ascendant, also in the ACG chart. Picasso 
had the Sun in the IC in the ACG chart for Paris (France) and Barcelona (Spain), 
cities where he lived. In US President Barack Obama the Moon is in the Ascendant 
for the city of Washington, seat of the federal government. And finally, the actor 
Antonio Banderas has the Sun in the MC for the area of Hollywood and Los Angeles 
(USA), where his film career took off. Exactly the same setup as Charles Chaplin. 


And in relation to Local Space (LS), say that it is based on the horizontal coordinate 
system, which have the horizon of the observer and the vertical of the place of birth 
as references. These local coordinates use the Height and Azimuth to fix the position 
of a celestial body. Thus, for the position of the observer, which in this case is the 
place and time of birth, every planet will seem to head towards a certain direction, 
starting from the same point of the observer. And from the geographical projection of 
said star, in that direction, a planetary line will be established that will 
circumambulate the terrestrial globe, each planet crossing certain areas or 
populations. These will be influenced, in some way, by the symbolism of the planet in 
question. As simple as that. In the words of the creator of this technique, Michael 
Erlewine, Local Space "... shows a real, measurable relationship between the 
individual and a place." Obviously, the planet will be decisive in knowing what type 
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of relationship or effect occurs. Somehow, where a planet crosses or projects its 
influence, something happens in relation to it, or we notice a specific type of effect, 
related to the nature of the planet itself. 


In my opinion, the GCA seems a more solid technique, more physical and real. Its 
effect is more obvious, more noticeable to anyone who compares the effect of both 
techniques in his own life. All in all, the effect of LS in practice is by no means 
negligible and it is important to count on it, without a doubt. 


Below I will show, for my own example, the LS map for practically the entire earth's 
surface:

To show how this technique works, it is best to present different examples, which will 
show the relationship established between a planet that crosses a city and the reality 
of the individual with respect to that geographical area. For example, in my case, I 
can give a very clear example: Mercury's line crosses the geographical area of Tel 
Aviv (Israel), where my friend, the Israeli astrologer Isaac Starkman, lives. For more 
than fifteen years I have maintained an uninterrupted astrological communication, in 
the form of e-mails, astrological studies or exchanges of information. I even visited 
him personally in 2012, traveling to Israel. Here, the line of Mercury is noted; 
planetary symbolism is unequivocal, as this planet is related to contacts, information, 
studies and even friendship itself, forcing the symbol minimally. 


In the following image we can see an LS map for said geographical area, with the 
Mercury line crossing the Tel Aviv area in a circle:

Another personal example: the line of Venus and the North Node cross for me a strip 
of the East coast of South America where I have been in close contact with people 
and groups. There, in cities like Rio de Janeiro, Montevideo or Buenos Aires, I have 
participated in congresses, taught courses, offered conferences or presented books. 


More examples of well-known characters: Pluton's line crosses the city of Dallas 
(Texas, USA) for Jacqueline Kennedy, and her first husband was assassinated there. 
Pluto is associated with death. Another Pluto line, this time that of Queen Elizabeth II 
of England, heads towards Northern Ireland, a geographical area where a bloody 
confrontation for independence reasons took place for years. For Fidel Castro, the 
line of Saturn is projected near Washington (USA). Musician Barry Gibb has Venus 
crossing the Miami area (Florida, USA), where he has lived for many years. The Sun- 
Venus conjunction of Marie Antoinette's chart crossed Versailles (France), a place 
where she had power (Sun), and parties or entertainment (Venus). The line of Venus 
is directed, for Pablo Picasso, towards France, where he developed his artistic career 
and where he was married several times. Steven Spielberg has Venus-Jupiter 
crossing California (USA), where he has developed his professional career in cinema. 
Adolf Hitler had the Neptune line crossing Munich (Germany), from where he 
attempted a coup, the famous Munich putsch . The Neptunian effect is noticeable 
here, in the form of chaos, confusion, or failure. Diana Princess of Wales also had 
Neptune crossing a capital city in her biography: Paris. There he died in a car 
accident, surrounded by a certain mystery. And, finally, mention the case of Charles 
Lidbergh, whose Mars line crosses the Atlantic and goes precisely towards Paris, 
following the route of his pioneering trip. Undoubtedly, an aeronautical feat that can 
be related to Mars, the planet that best represents audacity. 


Some astrologers hold that anyone who moves to a geographic location other than 
their hometown should project their LS lines from their new city of residence, not 
from their hometown. It is a theory that should be studied in depth, without a doubt. 


It is important to note that both techniques, ACG and LS, can be used together. In 
fact, we can select, in the computer program that we use, the option that allows the 
ACG and LS lines to be represented simultaneously in the same image. In this way, 
we will discover if there is any Paran between both techniques. We have already 
seen that it is a Paran : two intersecting planetary lines. In this case it is not a real 
Paran , but symbolic, of course. And here, combining ACG and LS, if this singular 
configuration exists, we will find ourselves before an important geographical area for 
the person, in one sense or another.

Inside the circle we can see the intersection of the line of the Moon/MC (ACG) and 
Venus-Node for the area of Montevideo (Uruguay). In my particular case, my 
friendship with Boris Cristoff, together with the books written together and different 
activities that we have shared, from congresses to book presentations, justify the 
astrological relevance of this enclave, where my Uruguayan friend and colleague 
resides. 
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The margin of influence of the planetary lines of ACG and LS is, according to some 
authors, about 250 kilometers for the ACG and about 50 kilometers for the LS, on 
both sides of the line. Some astrologers use a larger orb, but in my opinion the 
margin of influence should be further limited so that the influence is clear and 
evident. 


Both for the ACG and for the LS I am not in favor of supplying prefabricated recipes 
or combinations. I think it is better to resort to pure planetary symbolism, combining 
it with the house or sector in question, for example. As we have seen in the examples 
of both techniques, the result or effect derived from having the Sun in the MC over a 
city in ACG or the line of Venus passing over another population in LS, is so simple, 
clear and easy to explain that no general combinations are needed. In addition, like 
everything in astrology, it is necessary to contextualize the configuration itself, since 
the effect will depend on the radix itself, if there are other configurations interacting 
with it and other considerations that can vary a certain reading. 


Sometimes the results are disappointing. For example, the swimmer Mark Spitz, the 
winner of the 1972 Olympics, has no planet crossing Munich (Germany), the scene of 
his Olympic glory; neither in ACG nor in LS. Neither did John Lennon for the city of 
New York (USA), where he lived and was assassinated. Nor does the bodybuilder, 
actor and governor Arnold Schwarzenegger have a clear relationship with the Los 
Angeles area (California, USA) from the ACG and LS, something that belies reality. 


It does not seem useful to me to use Astrocartography or Local Space in the Solar 
Revolution. In the cases that I have studied, there are no clear indications that justify 
its use. Whether it is really operative or not in the annual letters, I do not believe 
that it can be used systematically to find out or recommend future trips to certain 
geographical enclaves. 

These techniques, both the ACG and the LS, can be used in World Astrology and 
even in Business Astrology. As an example of mundane application, I can mention the 
case of the national horoscope of Peru, whose line from Mars crosses the north of 
Chile, an area where in the past there was war between the two countries. 


There are other spatial applications, so to speak, within the astrology that concerns 
us in this section. One of them is what we can call the local horizon chart , which 
we see below:

In itself, it is nothing more than a letter with the four cardinal points (N, S, E, O), 
representing a complete circle on the local horizon. In it are located the imaginary 
lines of the planets (Azimuth lines), in the direction in which they seem to go from 
the point of observation, the center of the chart. In this letter, every planet that is in 
one of the four cardinal points seems to contribute its symbolic charge to the whole 
of the letter. For example, in figure 10, my own case, Uranus is over the West point. I 
will show different cases of well-known characters: in Madonna, Uranus is exactly at 
the East point, as in Simone de Beauvoir. The reading to make could be that it adds 
independence and eccentricity, for example. In Prince William of England, Jupiter is 
in the South, as in the natal chart it is in conjunction with the MC, obviously. Queen 
Elizabeth II has Saturn in the South, as in her natal chart, in which it is in the MC. 
But in the case of Adolf Hitler we found a double planetary location that we did not 
find in the radix: Mars and Neptune are on the West point of the chart, which is 
extremely interesting. In John F. Kennedy, Jupiter is just over the West point, while 
in his natal chart this beneficent planet is far from the Descendant. 


The use of the local horizon chart is not limited to the type of simple -albeit forceful- 
interpretation that we have seen in the previous paragraph. We can use the same 
letter, properly oriented with the help of a compass, superimposing it on the plane of 
our house, or on the map of our city or country. And we can use it to synchronize or 
harmonize the planetary energies of the letter with the reality of our home. For 
example, we can take advantage of the Mercury line to locate the room in our house 
for study or for communications or meetings, if that were the case. It can be a kind of 
purely astrological Feng Shui , harmonizing planetary energies with our own 
existence. And the same with respect to relocating our home or our professional 
office in our city or country, in accordance with the chart of the local horizon. 

In relation to this type of application of astrology for homes, there are other types of 
astrological uses related to the orientation or location of the rooms, uses or 
household objects. For example, some astrologers take the chart calculated exactly 
for the house purchase signature and, orienting it according to the cardinal points, 
superimpose the Ascendant of the chart to the East and the Midheaven to the South. 
And on a plane of the house, they draw the planets and nodes in it. It seems that 
there will be a natural correspondence with respect to how the owner or tenant (if 
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the signing of the contract is for rent) arranges the rooms, uses, objects or 
decoration of the property, including colors, shapes and other decorative elements. 
For example, wherever Uranus is, a computer may be located. Or the Moon usually 
coincides with the bathroom of the house. The position of the Sun could indicate the 
entrance of light or a large, bright window to the outside. And so with everything. 
Personally, I experimented with this astrological application in the past, based on a 
chart calculated for the moment I bought a house, back in 1997, on Circunvalacion 
street, in the Sarria neighborhood, in Barcelona (Spain). And it worked perfectly. 
However, it goes without saying that this is also a field that requires further 
investigation, before taking certain principles for granted. 


Returning to the main techniques, Astrocartography and Local Space, today, more 
than ever, with the possibility of traveling, moving and settling in a globalized world, 
the utility of these techniques (ACG and LS) gains many integers in our discipline. 
Increasingly, the consulting astrologer must keep this astrological aspect in mind, in 
order to be able to live up to the demands of their clients, who will require the 
possibility of doing business, finding a partner, settling down or, ultimately, seeking 
success and happiness. in all fields where it is easier or where it is possible, simply. 


Notes on Relationships in Astrology 


In this section, I am going to expose some of the main elements of an important 
astrological chapter that we could call "Relations in Astro*~a". Generally, and 
mistakenly, a good number of astrologers refer to it as Synastry, but this is just one 
more technique in this astrological section. It is, perhaps, the most important part, 


but not the only one, as we will see below. 


Within this astrological chapter, which studies everything that has to do with 
personal, professional or other forms of relationship between people, groups or 
various entities, we have the same Synastry as a fundamental part to judge all 
relationships. However, we also have different forms of Composite Charts and 
different "accessory" horoscopes, more or less important, such as the wedding card, 
a partnership card or the card for a first meeting. 


It goes without saying that all these applications, all these techniques, are not 
limited to birth or personal astrology, but can be used in the business or world 
environment, for example. However, its use is more frequent within natal astrology, 
so here we will start from this to expose and show how these techniques are applied 
in astrological practice. 


If we limit ourselves to studying the potential of a particular relationship, the first 
thing we should study is, separately, the letters of the two people who form or would 
form the couple. For example: planets in hemispheres, in the VII house, aspects to 
the cusp of the VII house, planets in the V house and aspects to its cusp, planets in 
Libra and other minor astrological configurations, such as the Marriage Party. 
Obviously, with respect to the couple, it is not the same to have the majority of 
planets in the Eastern Hemisphere than in the Western. In the first case, the person 
can be excessively independent and autonomous and that can seriously affect the 
relationship itself. Nor is it the same to have Saturn or Uranus in VII than to have the 
Sun or Jupiter in the same house. And someone with four planets in Aries will be 
different, as a couple, from someone with four planets in Libra. In the latter case, the 
need to share or pair up will be much greater, of course. Or having in the natal chart 
an aspect like Venus in an inharmonious aspect with Uranus, which strongly 
conditions eventual affective relationships. And so with everything. Even in the 
individual theme, the other, the couple, can be seen indirectly. For example, a 
woman's chart with the Sun square Saturn may indicate a limited husband or 
partner, or simply someone cold and selfish. However, this is not always the case, so 
one must be cautious when evaluating this type of indirect astrological information. 
Besides, the cusp of the VII house can show us, to a certain extent, what we seek or 
find in others. Thus, each card, separately, already tells us about a certain 
predisposition, tendencies and a different potential for each case, regardless of the 
relationship established between two cards, at the level of synastry or other 
techniques. That is, even with a perfect and highly promising synastry, if someone 
has different configurations in their chart that tend to make them non-committal as a 
couple, it is unlikely that such a relationship will ever be established or work. 


The Synastry is, as we know, the comparison of two natal themes at different levels: 
by Elements, by Hemispheres or by the type of aspects that predominates. Study the 
aspects that are formed between the letter of "A" with respect to the letter of "B" or 
in which sector of the letter of "A" the radical factors of the letter of "B" are located, 
for example, and vice versa. The word synastry seems to come from the Greek syn 
(with, together, at the same time) and astron (star). 


Within the same synastry, the most important element is precisely the aspect that is 
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formed between a natal factor of a letter with another radical factor of a different 
letter. Especially if it is about personal factors, such as the Ascendant, the Sun, the 
Moon, Mercury, Venus or Mars. And in relation to the scope of the couple, the most 
relevant planetary pairs are, obviously, the Sun-Moon and Venus-Mars couples. Thus, 
if Mars of "A" is in conjunction, in sextile or in trine with Venus of "B", there will be a 
certain physical attraction between them, provided that age, sex or other 
conditioning, be it family or social, for example , do not impede or neutralize it. I am 
not in favor of resorting to recipes or pre-made combinations here either. It is better 
to rely on the combined pure planetary symbolism. And it is not difficult to obtain the 
product of two planets of two charts different in aspect to each other. For example, if 
the planet Mars of "A" receives a trine from the planet Saturn of "B", it is possible 
that the latter slows down, directs or channels the energy of the former, in a 
harmonious and rhythmic way, avoiding excessive manifestations of all kinds of Mars 
of "A". The orb that I recommend in synastry, in its different applications, is a 
maximum of 6° of arc, in principle, although the reduced orbs are the ones that 
produce the strongest or most noticeable effects. 


As I have said, the most important contacts between the two cards are those that are 
born from the planets or more personal factors, so to speak. In this way, the aspects 
between the Sun of "A" and the Sun of "B" show a certain basic, essential harmony or 
disharmony between both cards. A harmonious aspect can indicate affinity and 
harmony between both people. And the inharmonious aspects, the opposite. The Sun- 
Moon aspects are especially important in an eventual relationship. The conjunction, 
the sextile or the trine indicate a good harmony on a personal (character) and 
emotional level. It is one of the ideal aspects for any relationship, for representing 
and evidencing the masculine and feminine role in general, especially on a personal 
and social level. As with the Venus-Mars planetary pair, this aspect or synastric bond 
is greatly enhanced if the Sun or Mars is the man's and the Moon or Venus is the 
woman's planets that are in aspect. The Sun-Venus aspects are also important in a 
couple, as they highlight the affective part of the relationship. The same as the Sun- 
Mars aspects, which highlight the more physical and external side, stimulating desire 
in the couple. And no less important are the harmonic Venus-Venus aspects, since 
they put affections, love and everything beautiful or pleasant in existence directly in 
contact from the prism of those who have contact with this planet. Another classic 
aspect in synastry is the Venus-Mars relationship, which highlights the more physical 
side of any relationship between people of different sex (preferably) and of similar 
age. There will be, in the case of the conjunction and the harmonic aspects, a healthy 
but intense physical attraction, even the need for a sexual exchange, for example. It 
is an aspect of sensuality, passion and sex. It is more indicative of occasional lovers 
than of a stable marital relationship. The inharmonious aspects -and to a certain 
extent, the conjunction- do not prevent this attraction, as is well known, but can even 
accentuate it or turn it into pure passion, excitement and physical challenge, 
although they always involve some kind of abruptness, difficulty or inharmony. in the 
relationship. In other cases, if there is a large difference in age, because they are 
people of the same sex or in the case of friends and family, appearance can simply 
encourage fun, games. 


At the couple level, other important planetary relationships can be: Moon-Moon, 
Moon-Venus, Moon-Mars or Mars-Mars aspects. In this last combination, the 
harmonic aspects can also show a certain physical attraction, in the same way that 
working side by side, working as a team, is facilitated. The inharmonious aspects can 
be really conflicting, typical of people who argue frequently or even of rivals and 
enemies. Also difficult inter-chart aspects are inharmonious aspects between Mars- 
Saturn, Mars-Uranus or Mars-Pluto, as well as those of Sun-Mars. On a general level, 
for all types of relationships, harmonic aspects such as those of Venus-Jupiter or 


Mercury-Venus are particularly favorable. And aspects like Mercury-Mercury, if they 
are harmonious, can facilitate communication and intellectual exchange between two 
people, being extremely stimulating. Here, both will seem to be on the same page on 
a mental level; Ideas will flow both ways and they will be able to work and create as 
a team. As the reader can see, it is not difficult to establish the meaning of two 
planets that are in contact between two different charts. It will suffice to combine 
them appropriately, according to the planetary symbolism and according to the type 
of aspect, harmonious or inharmonic, that unites them. Aspects between slow planets 
are certainly not important in a relationship; and even less determinants, although 
they can be an addend, so to speak, nothing insignificant. 


One of the most important principles in synastry is to assess whether harmonic or 
inharmonic aspects (crossed between the two cards) predominate between the letter 
"A" and the letter "B". That is to say, a purely quantitative assessment, which must 
be followed by a qualitative assessment, obviously. And this is so because if the Mars 
of "A" is in square with the Mars of "B", it is possible that between them, although 
the harmonic aspects between the two cards predominate, there is a certain rivalry 
or animosity. 


You also have to compare the cards by Hemispheres or Elements, and even by 
dominant themes, at the level of harmonious or inharmonious aspects in one card 
and in the other; all information is useful. Thus, someone without planets in Fire 
signs might find interesting someone with this Element highlighted in their chart. 
The classic harmony or inharmony derived from considering the Elements at the 
level of the sun sign should not be underestimated. Aries, a priori, relates well to 
Sagittarius (both are Fire signs) or to Gemini (Fire-Air), but not so well to Cancer 
(Fire-Water) or Capricorn (Fire-Earth). It is a very basic assessment, but it is 
important. 

There is no perfect synastry. And, if it existed, it would perhaps be too boring. Do not 
forget that it is always better to complement than repeat, so to speak. Two suns in 
Aries conjunct may not be most desirable, despite the undeniable basic affinity. A 
trigon between the two is better, because the relationship will be richer and more 
interesting, don't you think? The astrologer must warn his client not only of the 
strong points of a relationship, but also of the weak points, in order to work and 
polish that eventual relationship and improve it, whether on a personal or couple 
level, friendship or professional. But when there are no important aspects or 
relationships between two natal charts, that void can only announce that nothing will 
happen between those people. In fact, the synastry confirms what reality suggests to 
us, no matter how insensitive we may be: attraction, repulsion or indifference 
towards someone; or interest or lack of interest with respect to something, if it is a 
club, a company or a country, for example. 


The synastry is, as we know, operative on many levels. It is possible that one, without 
knowing it, has his current account in a bank for which he feels more sympathy. Or 
that one moves to a city where one feels comfortable, at home. In both cases there 
will probably be a favorable synastry. In one of my books I mention the curious and 
fatal synastry between John F. Kennedy's natal chart and that of the city of Dallas 
(Texas, USA), where he was assassinated. And there are other even more curious 
synasties; In my particular case, on a visit to Caracas (Venezuela), in March 2007, on 
the occasion of carrying out an astrological seminar in a hotel in the city, I found that 
with the hotel in question, the Coliseo Hotel (founded on 02-25 -1975), I had an 
interesting synastry: the Sun of the hotel in conjunction with my natal Ascendant and 
Mercury, the planet Venus of said establishment in conjunction (exact) with my natal 
Saturn, Jupiter of the hotel in trine (exact) to my natal Jupiter and Uranus of the 
hotel in conjunction, also exact, to my native Mars. In said hotel I stayed several 
days, ate, met with astrologers and gave an astrology seminar. A mere coincidence? 
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Less significant, less important, although also in my particular case, is the attraction 
that I always felt for a simple poster by the French painter H. Toulouse-Lautrec: a 
very famous lithograph by this French painter, called Jane Avril au Jardin de Paris, 
from the year 1893. In the Legal Deposit it appears as a poster registered exactly on 
May 8, 1893, in Paris. A single synastric aspect can explain this attraction: Jupiter of 
the sign in conjunction with my natal Venus. In some way, Jupiter expands, amplifies 
what Venus can represent, among other things, in a natal chart: art, aesthetics and 
the sense of beauty, in any form or manifestation. And if the reader, man or woman, 
feels inexplicably attracted to that actress or actor, find out the date of birth of said 
public figure and, probably, find an interesting synastna between the two... 


In short: we will find consistent synastics between employees and companies, 
between bosses and the letters of the companies they run, between co-workers who 
work side by side, between admirers or fans and their idols, between spouses or 
lovers, between friends, between neighbors. fought and between anyone who, 
directly or indirectly, has been in contact with another person, establishing a link, 
harmonious or inharmonic, between them. And in the middle, of course, the 
synasthna: what type of aspect unites them, what planets or radical factors are 
involved and other considerations that will explain the result of the relationship 
itself. We will always find interesting synasries, such as the one that united the 
famous Spanish writer Juan Ramon Jimenez with the sculptress Marga Gil Roesset 
(n. 3-03 1908). The latter's planet Mars was in conjunction with the Spanish author's 
Saturn, among other aspects; but it was this synastric bond that perhaps justifies the 
harshness of an event that affected both, directly or indirectly: the sculptress's 
suicide when she felt rejected by JR Jimenez. It is a hard, rough, very strong aspect 
that depends on the network of other aspects to be channeled in one direction or 
another. In this case, with a tragic result, due to the disappointment in love and the 
suicide that followed. Another interesting synastry is the one that unites not two 
people, but two Spanish soccer clubs: FC Barcelona (n. 11-29-1899) and Real Madrid 
(6 03-1902). I will only show the two synastric aspects or ties that best justify the 
rivalry and even mutual antipathy that are professed at a sporting level and even 
beyond: the planet Mars of FC Barcelona is square to the Mars of Real Madrid (orb 
of 1°) . And also, the planet Mars of Real Madrid is square to the planet Saturn of FC 
Barcelona, which more than justifies what happens on the pitch and off it. 


Another important application of the synastry is, as we have said, the superposition 
of two horoscopes or natal charts at the level of ecliptic longitude. In this way, we 
will consider in which house or sector of "A" the planets and other radical factors of 
"B" fall, and vice versa. Especially important will be the overlapping of planets or 
angles on the cusps of houses, between one chart and another. For example, if Mars 
of "A" is at 6° Libra and the cusp of the VI house of "B" is at 6° of the same sign, 
Libra, there will be an interaction between what Mars implies or symbolizes and 
between the meaning of the house VI. In this way, it is possible for "A" to collaborate 
closely with "B" at a professional level, for example, although due to the nature of 
this combination, tensions or disputes can easily arise, especially at a work level. If 
Mars of "A" were to be at 20° of Libra, that is, within the VI house of "B" but not 
exactly on its cusp, it is possible that there is also a clear interaction at a 
professional level, but much less pronounced and important, if it comes to pass. It 
should be noted that I recommend using the orb of +- 6°, as in the previous 
application mentioned within the synastry, as well as domination by the Topocentric 
System or by Placidus. 


For any combination, without resorting here either to prefabricated recipes, it is 
necessary to place in the context of the relationship every aspect that arises. We 
must consider the difference in age, if there are family or friendship ties, if the link is 
personal or professional, and other considerations. This type of differentiation is 


essential if we want to establish an accurate influence, adjusted to reality. Note that 
if Mars of "A" falls in the VIII house of "B" this can generate multiple results, which 
will depend precisely on the factors that frame said aspect, in the form of a real 
context, of the very reality of the relationship. Thus, it is possible that "A" is the 
banker, financial adviser or administrator of "B", in the same way that, if they are 
young or middle-aged people, of different sex, they could be perfectly lovers, among 
other possibilities. We are going to develop a possible combination: the Sun of "A" in 
the house I of "B". Here, "A" illuminates, gives heat with its Sun to "B", at a general 
level. "B" will feel stimulated, protected, driven by "A", and this will have a certain 
influence on "B". More examples: if the planet Venus of "A" is in the middle of the V 
house of "B", "A" can bring fun, pleasures or creativity to "B", for different reasons 
and ways. If age allows it, if you are a man and a woman, there could be a romance, 
an affective relationship between the two, generated or fostered by this aspect. If 
Jupiter of "A" is in house X of "B", it is possible that the former stimulates, supports 
or favors, in some way, the professional career of the latter. And so with any 
combination that exists between the letter of two people. 


I will show one last example, involving the aspects between the radical factors of two 
charts and the interaction resulting from placing one person's planets on another's 
chart. In this case, taking the natal chart of Marie Antoinette (n. 11-2-1718, with an 
Ascendant around 25° Gemini), if we compare her with HA Von Fersen, her lover, we 
can see that the planet Mars of He is in trigon to her Venus (orb of 1°), just as his 
Moon is in sextile to her Venus, and his Venus in conjunction to her Jupiter, in 
addition to finding a sextile between both suns. If we superimpose Von Fersen's 
planets on Marie Antoinette's chart, we will find his Mars on her Ascendant, his 
Jupiter on the cusp of her V house and, also, his North Node on the same cusp of the 
V house of the French queen (very important aspects for the type of relationship that 
united them). Do you believe or not that they were lovers in the Versailles of the 
time, as they say? I think so... 


Without leaving synastry aside, we can point out that it plays an important role in 
what we could call heredity astrologies. It is known that children are not born at any 
time, but there is a clear tendency for their radical factors to have a strong synastric 
bond with that of their parents. The most frequent, perhaps, is that the Ascendant of 
the son is in the same zodiac sign as the Sun of the father or mother. It has also been 
found that the child's Sun sign is the same as that of the father or mother, as well as 
the child's Ascendant is in the same zodiac sign as the Ascendant of one of the 
parents. Or the Sun of the son in the same sign as the Ascendant of one of the 
parents. And also that the Moons of parents and children are in the same sign. Or 
that the Sun and Moon, of parents and children, exchange their positions at the 
zodiacal level, among other combinations between the main factors of the letter: 
Ascendant, Sun and Moon. In my case, for example, that I have two sons, the Moon 
of both is in Pisces, my Ascendant sign. 


The Composite Card is an individual card calculated from two or more person 
cards, although it is also possible to take cards from clubs, companies or countries. 
The calculated card, created from other real cards, symbolizes a fusion of the energy 
contained in the latter, being able to interpret it and obtain information that will be 
useful to judge a personal or professional relationship, for example. Contrary to what 
happens with the synastry, it is not a harmony or collision between different 
principles or parts of two or more charts, through the planets or factors in aspect or 
well located in one sector or another. The composite chart shows the "product" of 
what can be 

occur between two people, at any level, as opposed to synastry, which is a mere 
comparison or confrontation of energies, harmonic or inharmonic. All in all, it is true 
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that the synastry surpasses it on an immediate level, of external instantaneous 
analysis, for example. In any case, the synastry and the composite letter are 
complementary techniques. The composite card, then, is a third card that reflects 
what the sum of the two or more considered produces; Let's not forget that it can 
include more than two people. In addition, it is operative in different areas: family, 
couple or work. However, it should be pointed out that it is convenient to relativize 
the study of this letter somewhat, as it is the sum of two individualities and not an 
individual theme. This technique has already existed for several decades, with John 
Townley being the astrologer and author who introduced it, although other authors, 
such as Robert Hand, are better known for their contributions, in the form of books, 
for example. 


The calculation of the traditional composite chart is very simple: it is about finding 
the midpoints between the same planets of two charts. For example, if A's Sun is 15° 
Libra and B's is 15° Sagittarius, in the composite chart the Sun will be exactly 15° 
Scorpio. The smallest arc is always taken, but in the case of an exact opposition 
between the radical factors of A and B, two points in the zodiac can be considered: to 
the right and left. In this case, if Mercury intervenes, we will place it in the part 
where the Sun is, for obvious reasons, avoiding impossible aspects such as Sun 
opposition Mercury. However, aspects that do not occur in a natal chart, such as 
Mercury in opposition to Venus, can be found in a composite chart. The angles of the 
chart are calculated in the same way. For the intermediate cusps, you can start from 
the common Ascendant and, from here, generate the houses for a given locality, for 
example. 


To interpret the composite card, it is important to always compare it with each of the 
two individualities, separately, to assess the effect it produces on said cards. And 
from here, the useful indications in the study of an individual chart are valid: 
hemispheric emphasis, preponderances or deficiencies by Elements, planets in 
Cardinal, Fixed or Common signs, in what sign are the Sun, the Moon and the 
Ascendant, as well like personal planets, for example. The houses and the signs have 
a similar reading to the natal theme; Thus, economic issues will be reflected in axis 
II-VIII. The Ascendant of the chart is the most external and superficial character of 
the couple, as well as its general appearance, in block or together; the air given off 
by that couple, those friends or associates. Thus, an Aquarius Ascendant will show a 
liberal, modern, democratic relationship, which demonstrates an open, positive and 
brotherly spirit. The Sun will be the internal character, the true personality of the 
couple. Thus, in Aries they will show themselves, at a domestic and social level, 
active, aggressive, with a point of ambition and a pioneering character. The Moon 
will reflect the emotional aspect, while Mercury will do so on a mental level and 
Venus on an affective level. Mars will represent the degree or form of energy, the 
activity that they will display together. Jupiter will be the principle of expansion and 
Saturn that of limitation, at a general level. The slower planets are clearly less 
important. 


The regents and dispositors can also be studied, but without forgetting that we are 
not studying a natal chart. As for a more specific reading of a certain configuration, 
such as Mercury in the 1st house (in Taurus) square Saturn (in Leo) in the 4th house, 
we can interpret it like this: a communicative couple (Mercury in I), although not in 
excess, rational, cautious (Mercury in Taurus), who does not have much 
communication at home (Mercury in I square Saturn in IV). On the other hand, 
wherever Jupiter is (by house, sign and aspects) it will be the easiest place to "grow", 
expand and develop, at the level of a couple, friends or associates. Obviously, and as 
I have pointed out before, house II will reflect the economy of both in this letter. 

To influence the analysis of any composite letter, we are going to see some more 
combinations. For example, the Sun in the 12th house could indicate a rather hidden 


or secret relationship, or at least, discreet, dedicated and focused on everything that 
has to do with the 12th house. The Sun in the V house of a composite letter can 
indicate a relationship based or interested in love, pleasures or entertainment. 
Favorable for any couple relationship, because it helps them have fun, so to speak. 
You can also show a strong bond with your children or that they are very important 
in your relationship. This is the case of Prince Charles and Diana of Wales: it possibly 
indicates the importance of their children, as heirs to the British crown, to a greater 
or lesser degree. If the Sun and the Moon are in a harmonious aspect, it is very 
favorable at the couple level, since it brings harmony and balance between 
personality and emotions. In a chart composed of a couple, if Venus and Mars are in 
good aspect it could suggest a more than acceptable compatibility and sexual 
harmony. But if Venus and Saturn are in square, it is obviously unfavorable in a 
relationship, because at an affective level it limits, it stops all spontaneity and the 
affection between the couple is more rigid, of less intensity or quality, if I may use 
the expression. In short, studying the composite chart is not difficult, since many 
indications that we usually take in individual charts are shared and used. 


There are different composite cards, but the one we have described above is the 
most conventional form. A fairly well-known variant is the Davison Relationship 
chart, which is calculated by obtaining the midpoint for the birth of two people, both 
at the level of dates and natal coordinates. That is, it is a temporal midpoint, at the 
level of time, as well as natal coordinates. I think it has a certain validity and can be 
applied, but I don't usually use it. I prefer the conventional composite chart, which is 
simply based on the midpoints of all natal factors. It seems to me that it describes 
reality better than the others. There are other variants of the traditional composite 
chart, from a technical point of view, such as the one that takes the angles of the 
chart that arise from it and generates the cusps of intermediate houses from these 
common angles. Generally, for this, the natal coordinates of both are taken, if they 
share them, or of the place where they reside. This variant prevents unrealistic 
(composite) house cusps from arising, as they do when the midpoints of intermediate 
house cusps are used directly to find the domification of the composite chart. 
Remember that it is also possible to obtain letters composed for three or more 
people; This is what we call a group composite chart. There is also the so-called 
coalescing chart, which, although it is based on the same principles as the composite 
chart, differs by calculating and contemplating the chart from the point of view of the 
Harmonics. Fortunately, both for this variant and for all the others we can count, 
today, with astrology computer programs that automatically calculate this type of 
chart, avoiding having to resort to manual calculations, which apart from being 
cumbersome, Can cause errors. 


Some astrologers have proposed, within what are composite charts, applications as 
unusual as progressions or compound directions, also composite solar and lunar 
revolutions, or composite charts between people and countries, for example. More 
studies are needed to be able to validate these proposals, although in my opinion 
they will always contain secondary or unimportant information, if they are really 
valid. Other applications, such as composite chart transits, do have greater support 
within the astrological community, being a more logical and possibly effective type of 
application. 


Next, entering into a purely practical application within this section, we will study 
different composite letters, in their most conventional version, to demonstrate the 
effectiveness of this technique. The first and main case study is that of a royal 
couple: Prince Charles and Diana of Wales. The birth data of both are well known, so 
it is not necessary to write them down. This is his composite letter: 
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Princess Diana - Natal 
Prince Charles — Natal 
Composile - Midpoinis

We can approach the study of this letter in many ways, but some configurations 
immediately call our attention: Jupiter, at the top, in conjunction with the MC, 
evidences the "real" nature of the relationship. Royalty, protocol, pomp and 
ceremonies typical of the liturgy of the British Royal House (Jupiter), are the main 
professional task of the couple (MC). In addition, the Sun is in trigon to Jupiter and 
to the Midheaven. As I said elsewhere in this section, the Sun in the V house shows 
the importance of children in this association-personal relationship. Emotional life 
(Moon), locked in the 12th house, is not a promising configuration for the couple. 
Venus (affections) is in Leo, but without planetary aspects to other planets, which 
seriously limits this fundamental section of the couple. The ruler of the Ascendant 
(Mars), in exact conjunction with Neptune, in the VII house, tells us about their 
confusing and strange personal relationship. Saturn in VIII, in Scorpio, is not a 
favorable location for intimate happiness. The reader will surely be able to find out 
more details of the relationship by studying this curious letter composed of a 
certainly famous couple. As for whether this chart is operational at a dynamic level, 
we can study the planetary transits for some important events: thus, when they made 
a public commitment on 02/24/1981, Jupiter was in conjunction with the natal DS 
(orb -3°). And when they got married, on 07/29/1981, we found the same transit, but 
with a larger orb: -6°. By the date they separated, 12/9/1992, Neptune was just 
above the MC (-1°), reflecting, perhaps, the confusion and scandal that reached the 
British royal family. Although these transits are clearly indicative, more studies are 
necessary to be able to recommend contemplating a composite chart from a dynamic 
perspective, beyond the purely static one. 


More commented examples: another widely used and famous composite letter is that 
of the Dukes of Windsor, a peculiar royal couple from the middle of the 20th century. 
As a disadvantage for its study, for being confused with the respective natal themes, 
there is the one that both Eduardo (who was once king and abdicated) and Wallis 
Simpson share the same Ascendant: Aquarius. This causes there to be too many 
domal similarities with the composite card itself. All in all, the Aquarius Ascendant of 
the composite chart makes itself felt: a modern, original, different and even eccentric 
couple. Mars in the 2nd house shows the expense and waste of resources, from 
unnecessary luxuries to exotic trips or prolonged stays abroad. the sun (and 


Mercury) are in the V house, and although they did not have children, the energy of 
said combination was channeled into other paths: pleasures, entertainment and a 
comfortable life (Sun in Cancer), which although familiar and rather domestic, was 
not exempt of all kinds of refinements and luxuries. The Moon, in Sagittarius, in the 
11th house, seems to indicate his numerous relationships and friendships, as well as 
his intense social life. Uranus is in the 9th house, which can be related to his 
innumerable trips abroad. 


Another interesting example is the letter composed between John Lennon and his 
murderer, Mark David Chapman. In this chart, Saturn in I is in opposition to Mars, 
being practically on the Descendant, amplifying the negative aspect of this 
configuration. From this, the degree of animosity and fatal violence between the two 
emerges, with the result that we all know. In the letter composed between Prince 
Charles and his current wife, Camilla Parker-Bowles, we find Neptune on the IC, in 
opposition to the MC, which gives the relationship, externally and in its public image, 
an air of mystery and confusion. I do not want to stop showing a personal example, 
as has become the custom in this work: the letter composed between my friend the 
astrologer Boris Cristoff and me, has Capricorn as Ascendant. Also, Saturn is in the 
same I house, in the same sign. This makes the relationship not only serious and 
honest, but also durable and resistant. The Sun (and Uranus) of the chart are in the 
6th house, which may reflect the work we both share in the form of books, as co- 
authors. The Sun is in trigon to the Moon in the X house (in Scorpio, very esoteric, of 
course), evidencing the public dimension of the joint work of both, in the form of 
published books, promotions in congresses, interviews and other public appearances. 
. Jupiter, Mars and Neptune are in the 9th house, another important sector. Mercury 
is also relevant in Sagittarius, in the 11th house, in aspect to planets located in the 
9th and 7th houses. 

There are other techniques to study a relationship astrologically. One of them is the 
one introduced by the German astrologer Alexander Marr in his work Prediction III, 
called The New Partner Horoscope. The way to interpret this letter is similar to the 
one we have seen with the composite letter, although its calculation is completely 
different. Lovers of this type of technique, within the section of relationships in 
astrology, are obliged to study it. 


And before moving on to another section, it is important to point out two things: first, 
that the astrologer must be very cautious before ruling on the viability of a 
relationship, be it personal or professional; I have seen so many seemingly poor 
synasties between the natal charts of happily married couples that it forces me to 
reflect on the degree of affinity and astrological compensation that we should look 
for in any possible relationship. Sometimes there are effective complements, such as 
those referring to the Hemispheres or Elements, which are not as brilliant or 
spectacular as some of the classic crossed aspects that we have already seen, but 
they work and sustain a relationship. The second question is in relation to the series 
of Composite Letters that we have seen in the previous section: my opinion is that 
they should not be given excessive weight in any comparative study or in any 
exploration of the relationship between two or more people. This type of letters 
should rather be used as an additional complement to the more orthodox study, 
which includes the Synastry itself, since it contains a highly speculative component. 


The Wedding Letter is the letter drawn up for the exact moment in which a 
marriage begins to have legal validity. In the case of a religious wedding, when the 
priest declares them husband and wife. And in the case of a civil wedding, when the 
person officiating the act verbally states that the spouses are already a legal couple. 
This letter is not only valid, astrologically, to be able to be interpreted, deducing 
from its particular configurations the type of relationship that will exist, but it is also 
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operative at a predictive level; planetary transits usually reflect some changes that 
occur within the couple. Obviously, it is recommended that the astrologer select the 
most favorable moment for the wedding celebration. The Author has participated in 
several of these selections. However, not even selecting the best possible moment 
astrologically can fix what a poor synastry promises: nothing in common, a short- 
term or unsatisfactory relationship. 


On a general level, and among other issues, a favorable lunar phase or an adequate 
anchoring of the wedding letter with the letters of the respective spouses will be 
highly favorable. It will also be necessary to compensate for some deficiencies, 
enhance some factors and make it easier for the energy of the letter to flow 
harmoniously in the desired sections, avoiding blockages or problems in others. Note 
that if the 2nd house of the marriage chart contains a badly aspected malefic planet, 
it is possible that the couple will suffer financial problems. The luminaries (Sun and 
Moon) in good aspect with Venus and Jupiter or these last two planets in good aspect 
between them is something to consider. Enhance the signs of Libra (couple) or 
Cancer (family), too. Or prevent Venus, for example, from being in a sign where it is 
not comfortable, such as Aries or Capricorn. And of course, especially take into 
account the rulers of houses I and VII, as well as avoiding difficult aspects for the 
wedding day in heaven, such as a conjunction or inharmonious aspect between Mars 
and Saturn. According to some astrologers, an angular Uranus tends to divorce or 
break up the couple. And so with the rest of the signs, planets or aspects, trying not 
to neglect any important astrological question. To some extent, it is a job similar to 
finding the right time to found a company, saving the differences. 


It is more than likely that the Ascendant of the chart shows the joint character of the 
couple; that is to say: how they are shown and how they appear to others, as a whole, 
not separately. Or the image they project a priori. The Sun and the Moon in the signs 
and houses could show the personality, the essence of the person within the same 
couple. In the case of the husband, it is the Sun that represents him, and in the case 
of the wife, it is the Moon, obviously. For example, a Sun in Taurus would show a 
calm, stable and peaceful husband (Sun) (Taurus). And the same in relation to the 
houses: a Sun in the 9th house can reflect a husband related to or interested in 
intellectual, cultural or foreign issues, both professionally and personally. The 
planetary aspects that the planet receives can also add a nuance to what is indicated 
by sign and house.

It is possible that the wedding letter is especially effective in the case of couples who 


start living together right after the marriage. And it is likely that in the event that a 
couple begins their life together before the wedding takes place, this letter loses part 
of its effectiveness, although not all, of course. 


The letter inserted on the previous page is that of a real example, known to all: the 
wedding between Prince Rainier of Monaco and Grace Kelly. It is not the letter of the 
religious wedding that filled the front pages of newspapers and magazines, but the 
one that corresponds to the civil ceremony, which took place the day before, and the 
one that, astrologically, has the greatest validity. If the time is correct, the Sun in 
Aries in the X house reflects well the role of Prince Rainier within the marriage: 
leadership, responsibility and social brilliance. The Moon in Leo, in the 1st house, 
also seems to be a good fit for the role that Grace Kelly played in Monaco: popularity, 
charisma, warmth and personal brilliance. The conjunction between the Moon and 
Uranus, in the 1st house, is also a relevant configuration in the wedding chart. 


Also here I will show a strictly personal case: the letter from my own wedding. 

ithin the time limits to which I was subjected, I myself astrologically selected the 
moment of my wedding, both the day and the hour. The details of the wedding letter 
are: December 2, 1998, at 12:43 noon (solar time), with geographic coordinates of 
41° 25' N and 1° 55' E; the Ascendant, at 19° Pisces. Jupiter is exactly on the 
Ascendant, while Venus is very close to the Midheaven, 6° away. In this letter, the 
Sun is in Sagittarius, in the 9th house, which fits well with reality. In contrast, the 
Moon is in Taurus in the 2nd house; In both cases, the role of husband and wife fits 
perfectly with the day-to-day life of the marriage, despite the fact that my partner 
and I already lived together for quite some time before the wedding. The astrological 
selection I think, objectively, was totally correct; At least for the first fifteen years... 

Notes on Astroeconomics 


Through this work, a first approximation to a sub branch of mundane astrology is 
exposed, which we can call Astroeconomics. Borrowing from that its structure and 
basic pillars, with its own particularities and with a different interpretation or 
approach, in an economic and financial key, it is possible, then, to understand the 
past, present and future of the world economy. From this exposition, using the 
configurations and techniques typical of this astrological section, we analyze the 
current economic crisis (started in 2007-2008) from its origins, at the same time that 
we delve into, by way of projection and astrological forecast , the future that awaits 
us in the coming years, from an economic point of view. 


We can start by asking ourselves: is there a relationship between astrology and 
economics? The answer is yes. Next, we will see to what extent certain astrological 
configurations and techniques condition or are related to the state of the economy. 
The reader should be warned that this work, written expressly in the form of an 
article in June 2010 for the Argentine astrological magazine Medium Coeli, is a small 
approximation to a highly complex section that, to address it in depth, would need an 
extension that exceeds, in a lot, the space that I have; even more: a monographic 
work would require more than one volume to contain everything that has to do with 
the economy, from an astrological point of view. I also want to warn that these 
astroeconomics notes are intended to justify, in some way, what the world has 
experienced since the end of 2007: an unprecedented economic crisis. 


It is convenient to look back to situate ourselves in September 2007, when it all 
started. Do you remember what happened then? After a relatively long period of 
economic growth, we began to read in the newspapers, hear on the radio, or see on 
television that something was wrong with the economy. However, it was not an 
economic crisis. According to the definition of the economists, to find ourselves in a 
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crisis or in a period of economic contraction, two or three quarters must follow one 
another with a negative GDP (Gross Domestic Product). And that did not happen, at 
that time, in the vast majority of Western countries because the world economy was 
growing at a good pace. What was happening worldwide then? We were facing a 
financial crisis, not an economic one. That is, most of the Western countries and 
many non-Western ones were growing, economically speaking. But the international 
financial and banking system found itself in a situation of lack of liquidity; money was 
beginning to be scarce, it was slowed down. There were problems in short-term loans 
between entities and in other macro-financial realities. In large part, this was a 
consequence of the famous American sub prime mortgages . Taken together, the 
excessive credit facility, the money that entities happily granted to individuals and 
companies, the years of cheap money, with low interest rates, led the OECD 
countries, mainly, to a dead end. Real estate, in Miami or Madrid, was overvalued by 
a high percentage. In the United States, some homeowners were already beginning 
to default on their mortgage payments; The first to do so, obviously, were those who 
did not have goods with which to respond; the majority, with precarious jobs. 


Well, that's where everything started to go wrong. Slowly, little by little, until a few 
months later, the following year (2008) and the next (2009), what was a financial 
crisis became a true economic crisis. And the reader will wonder: what configuration 
was there in the sky when it all started, back in September 2007? What justified, 
astrologically, the start of that financial crisis? The answer is very simple: Jupiter 
(banking, finance, money) square Uranus (rupture, ups and downs, volatility). Both 
planets, both principles, of course, united by an inharmonious aspect (square: 90°), 
which materialized in a rupture of the flow, of the monetary mass, in ups and downs 
in finance, in instability (Uranus) in banking (Jupiter), in money volatility, in short. 
Yes, with this configuration and on these dates, everything started. But the effect 
could have stayed there. It could have been a one-off financial crisis, lasting one or a 
few months, then ending and returning to the path of economic growth. But it was 
not like that, because the financial crisis was prolonged and continues at the time I 
write these lines, and it was linked to a far-reaching economic crisis. “What is the 
reason? Well, for several compelling reasons, at an astrological level: 


1. Coinciding with the downward phase of the Cyclic Index (strong drop in 2007- 
2010). 


2. Overlap or continuation with other economically sensitive cycles, such as the 
Saturn-Uranus cycle (in harmonic phase in 2008) or the Saturn-Pluto cycle (in 
harmonic phase in 2009-2010). 


3. Entry of Pluto in Capricorn (in January 2008). 


All these elements act synergistically, resulting in a multiplier effect, beyond a 
simple negative effect as an addend. 


We will return to these points and others later, but first, I want to write down all the 
procedures, techniques and astrological configurations that are related to the 
economy: 


-You were astrological. 

-Cyclic Index. 

-Planetary cycles (major and minor). 

-Multiple interplanetary configurations (for example: Sun-Pluto or Mars-Saturn). 
-Planets in the signs (especially the slowest ones). -Planets in the elements. 
-Planetary concentrations in the signs, elements or quadruplicities. 

-The so-called “natural horoscope of the world”. 

-The horoscope for the beginning of the planetary cycle. 


-The horoscope for the entrance of a planet in a sign. -Predominance, for a given 

stage, of harmonic or inharmonic interplanetary relations. 

-Mundane horoscopes: countries, economic treaties, currencies and others, such as 
the Federal Reserve or the ECB. 

-Solar income. 

-Lunations. 

-Eclipses. 

- Lunar nodes. 

-Direction and speed of the different planets. -Declinations, degrees, fixed stars, 

apogee-perigee, occultations, planetary framing, midpoints and other small 

astrological realities. 

-Even other less orthodox configurations, such as heliocentric positions or the 
sunspots themselves. 


All these elements affect, to a greater or lesser extent, the economy. Of course, the 
key is to know how to weigh, to give the weight that corresponds to each 
configuration for the specific period that we want to study. 


Thus, something so large, covering a period of time as extensive as the astrological 
Age, has only a background decoration function; its effect is very light, light, almost 
imperceptible, but it tints with its color the more than 2000 years it covers. For 
example, with the entry into the Age of Aquarius, the world (at a socioeconomic 
level) will become more supportive, more participatory, more equitable and just. The 
political and economic system to which we are heading is towards a model similar to 
the one that predominates in Northern Europe, in Scandinavia: the Nordic model; 
close to what we understand as social democracy. It is a kind of compassionate 
capitalism, halfway between the pure and simple capitalism of the United States and 
the economy more or less directed by the state. It is the third way, a utopia that is 
applicable, as has been demonstrated in Sweden, Norway, Denmark and other 
countries. Thus, the state corrects some defects of savage capitalism: with higher 
taxes on the privileged classes and companies, it finances free healthcare for all the 
people, subsidized or free education as well, as well as decent retirement pensions. 
The idea of the welfare state is incorporated. The state helps those who do not have 
a job, so that they do not enter into a socially dangerous vicious circle and so that 
they do not fall into crime. A model where the rich, although there are some, are not 
so rich, and where the poor are not so poor, because they can eat, are treated by 
doctors at no cost and their children can go to school without having to pay anything. 
This is, in short, the (Aquarian) idea of the economic society that will be imposed, 
slowly. His influence will be more and more noticeable. And as you can see, such a 
"macro" aspect, so apparently irrelevant or that escapes all a priori analysis, exists 
and will exist, in a patent way, more and more and it is due to the entry into a new 
Era, the Era of Aquarius, a process that is currently being experienced as an overlap 
between two Eras. 


Other configurations, such as the Cyclic Index or certain planetary cycles, are very 
important and deserve a separate study, so we will analyze them in a moment, but it 
is important to note that, as we have seen with the Eras, there are many other 
configurations. astrological that affect, to a greater or lesser extent, the economy of 
the moment: the stay of a slow planet in a sign of Earth or Air, can have a specific 
effect; or the horoscope of a country like the United States or before that of England, 
which at certain times have acted as a locomotive of the economy, if it is affected by 
hard transits, this can indirectly affect the world economy. Or the horoscope of an 
organism like the Federal Reserve USA is also relevant. It is even known that a 
higher than average number of annual eclipses can cause the economy to vary in one 
direction or another. And so, with each of the points listed above: some are of capital 
importance and others are small fringes, which only add a nuance to the economic 
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reality of the moment. 


Before addressing the most important configurations, those that determine the 
course of the international economy, we can open a parenthesis and think that we 
should consider when we talk about the economy. Basically, we are interested in the 
economic cycle, with its boom or crisis phases, since this determines, directly or 
indirectly, the economic growth itself (the Gross Domestic Product or GDP), the 
employment and unemployment rate, inflation and a possible deflation, the national 
debt (deficit vs. surplus) and all this determines aspects such as fiscal pressure, more 
or less strong depending on the period, as a resource to reactivate the economy and, 
on another level, the main tool of any bank national (in Europe, the European Central 
Bank and in the USA, the Federal Reserve): the rise or fall of Interest Rates, the 
price of money, in short, which tend to rise when the economy overheats or when 
inflation overflows or that are usually lowered, by decree of the national banks, when 
the economy is weak, to favor consumption, investment or to facilitate the financing 
of companies. 


These are some aspects of economic reality, in any small country or on a global 
scale, in the global economic village in which we already live. As we will see, the 
most important thing is whether the economy grows or decreases, since this 
determines whether employment is generated or destroyed in a country, whether a 
country saves or becomes indebted by paying unemployment benefits and by paying 
less direct and indirect taxes, among Other no less important issues. 


Well, to determine the state of the economy, to analyze whether we are in a phase of 
growth or economic crisis, we have some astrological tools that, with greater or 
lesser reliability, do not help us to approach the reality of the present moment. Or 
from a more or less distant future. 


The main “macro” indicator is the so-called Cyclical Index . Its discoverer was the 
French astrologer Gouchon, in the middle of the previous 20th century. The principle 
on which this technique is based is very simple: when the planets, especially the 
slowest ones, are grouped in a sector of the zodiacal band, the world experiences 
difficult moments. In contrast, the world lives in easy times, so to speak, when the 
planets are evenly distributed throughout the zodiac. This reality must be transferred 
to a diagram, to see the curves of social and economic destiny. Thus, each year a 
number is taken and recorded on the graph based on the angular distance between 
the planets (the closer they are, the lower the number corresponds and vice versa), 
which by joining the points generated for the different years , allows us to see a 
graph, with the curves that ascend or descend for certain years and decades. It must 
be said that, in reality, this graph describes the collective destiny well on a general 
level, not only on an economic level; What happens is that in conflictive periods, with 
great wars, the drop in the economy also occurs, so, indirectly, we also detect it. In 
times of peace or relative peace, a drop in the index can also represent a low 
moment at a global level, even without wars, since the same economy is also 
sensitive to the planets grouping together or evenly distributed. 


Observe the following graph, with the Cyclic Index for the period 1900-2000:

a) We can see a sharp drop in the index for the years 1914-1918 (the lowest point is 
right there), which corresponds to the period of World War I. 


b) In 1929, when the stock market collapsed in the United States and the start of the 
Great Depression, the index was at a low point. 


c) In 1939-1945 we also find a drop in the index, which corresponds to the period of 
World War II, with the consequent world crisis. 


d) In the second half of the 1970s and early 1980s, we have the biggest drop in the 
index of the century. It is the economic crisis of the late 1970s and early 1980s, just 
before the period of spectacular economic growth led by Ronald Reagan and his 
economic team. 


e) In the early nineties, around 1991 
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(after the first Gulf War) and 1992, the world economy is again in a negative phase; 
to the point that George Bush (father) loses the re-election for president due to the 
bad economic state of the country and of the West, in general; and this, despite 
having won a war. In the mid-nineties, the economy (in the USA thanks to Clinton) 
entered a bullish phase again. 

a) Here, already in the current 21st century, we can see the curve of the decline that

we experienced in the recent past, falling from the second half of the first decade 
and up to 2010 itself. 


b) We can also see both future periods of social and economic prosperity and those of 
social and economic crisis of the present 21st century. 


More relevant economic indicators: Planetary cycles: 


Most of the major planetary cycles have a greater or lesser relationship with the 
state of the economy at the time. Thus, from the Jupiter-Neptune cycle, clearly 
related to the price of oil (the rise in the barrel of crude oil led to an economic crisis 
in the mid-1970s) to a cycle closely linked to periods of economic boom or crisis, 
such as the from Saturn-Pluto, we find a different type of action or sphere in which it 
acts, but all are potentially important, directly or indirectly. 


So some of the most important are: 


Saturn-Pluto Cycle 


Considered as important and linked to the economic cycle by different contemporary 
astrologers, it has proven very effective, in recent times, to describe periods of 
growth and economic crisis. The angular relationship between these two planets 
generally shows the phase in which the world economy is: booming or stable with the 
harmonious aspects (60° and 120°) and in recession with the inharmonious aspects 
(90° and 180°). The conjunction (0°) is variable. 


As an isolated example, we can refer to the economic crisis of 1973, the year in 
which Saturn and Pluto formed an inharmonious aspect (90°) in the sky. And in 
recent times, the Saturn-Pluto cycle has also been shown to be effective in justifying 
periods of economic boom or crisis: 


1992: economic crisis (90°). 

1996: economic growth (120°). 

2001: economic crisis (180°). 

2007: economic growth (120°). 

2009-2010: economic crisis (90°). 

In 2013 a harmonic aspect was formed again (Saturn 60° Pluto), coinciding with a 
clear recovery in the GDP of the USA and other countries, such as Germany. A new 
economic phase of growth was foreseeable, although conditioned by a certain 
background setting, as we will see later. 


Saturn-Uranus Cycle 


Andre Barbault gives this cycle an economic dimension, specifically referring to 
monetary circulation. He even establishes a parallelism, in his cycle, to the famous 
Kondratiev economic cycle, which lasted about 45 years. This cycle is related, in 
mundane astrology, with the capitalist bloc, led by the American locomotive. Thus, it 
is not surprising that at the end of 2008, when the inharmonious aspect between the 
two planets materialized (Saturn 180° Uranus), the United States found itself at the 
epicenter of a major financial and economic crisis, and it was the moment in which 
many critical voices worldwide rose up against capitalist practices and abuses, which 
have excessively forced regulations and laws to the benefit of a privileged few. There 
was talk then, and there is talk today, of refounding the capitalist system. 


Jupiter-Saturn Cycle 


Traditionally, a cycle attached to mundane and also economic issues. Note that in 
September 2008, just after the international financial and credit crisis broke out 
(especially in the United States), the Federal Reserve injected a large amount of 
money into the economy, giving money to banks and intervening in financial markets 
to avoid the bankruptcy of banks. In the sky at the moment, we find the aspect 
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Jupiter 120° Saturn. Thus, finances, the monetary mass (Jupiter) were intervened, 
controlled, stabilized (Saturn). The aspect of 120° (harmonic) means a smooth and 
harmonic way of doing it. Precisely the opposite occurred in the months of May and 
June 2010, when an opposition between the two planets was in the sky: strong 
monetary tensions within the European Union, which tensed the markets and caused 
pressure in the public debt auction. from various countries in the Euro zone; they 
even forced a financial bailout of Greece, something unthinkable a few months ago. 
Note, also, that the Jupiter-Saturn cycle has always been related to Europe, which 
focused the monetary tension within the borders of the union. 


This cycle is also closely related to the rise and fall in production (0°, 90° and 180° 
aspects usually coincide with falls) and the harmonic aspects (60° and 120°), with 
increases in production. 


David Williams, an astrologer active in economics during the second half of the 20th 
century, observed that the conjunction between Jupiter and Saturn coincided with 
"minimums" of the economy. According to this author, in 80% of recessions and 
depressions, we find this conjunction near the epicenter of the crisis. However, in 
2000 this did not happen. 


There are other relevant cycles, such as the Jupiter-Neptune cycle, related to oil, 
among other things. Or the Jupiter-Uranus cycle, which has a clear connection with 
science and technology , the aeronautical sector, the computer sector or the new 
technologies and which, indirectly, may be important, since certain advances or 
setbacks in these fields, especially that of new technologies, have a direct impact on 
the economy on a global scale. Yet another cycle: the 270° aspect between Saturn 
and Neptune has been observed by Bill Meridian as coinciding with economic crises. 

The cycles of the slower planets (Uranus-Neptune, Uranus-Pluto and Neptune-Pluto) 
are certainly important in mundane astrology, but due to their very characteristics 
and the slowness of their cycle, they do not allow a clear and forceful application - as 
if it occurs in the cycles where they intervene, for example, Jupiter or Saturn- in the 
economic section. However, in the case of the Uranus-Pluto cycle, we do find drastic 
changes and readjustments in finances and the economy. In the 1930s, in the last 
century, the square between Uranus and Pluto coincided with the banking crisis and 
the Great Depression. And also now, in the early years of the second decade of the 
21st century, and being in square, they hinder economic recovery. 


Other minor cycles, such as that of Mars-Jupiter, have a relative, punctual and 
limited importance, as in certain rises and falls in the stock markets. This has been 
observed by some authors, such as David Williams, with the conjunction and 
opposition between these planets. 


It is important to point out that the Saturn-Pluto cycle is, in recent decades, the most 
relevant economic cycle in production and in the economy in general, as well as 
being a cycle that detects economic booms and crises. Thus, the rest of the cycles 
are more erratic and variable, they are not as explicit, although taken as a whole, 
they are useful: when most of the cycles are in an inharmonious phase, the economic 
cycle declines and when most of the cycles are in a harmonic phase , there is a 
certain boom in the economy. If different harmonic and inharmonic cycles coincide, 
the influence on the economy is not well defined, the result being variable. 


planets in the signs 


The entry and passage of a planet by a sign, also has a meaning in the economic 
section. I will show three examples: 


1. Saturn in Leo (analogizes with house V: game, speculation). 


Around 2006, the gaming sector (casinos, betting), symbolized by the sign of Leo, 
suffered the passage of Saturn (restriction, brake) through this sign, seeing how this 
sector accused in real life what the sky announced. The main companies in the sector 
fell 64% on the London stock market in October 2006. But that was only a reflection 
of reality: a new law (by surprise) in the USA greatly limited Internet gambling 
companies, dragging down the sector. 


2. Pluto in Capricorn (analogy with the X house: world government, global 
sociopolitical and economic framework). 


Pluto's entry into Capricorn in January 2008 accentuated the world financial crisis, 
bringing far-reaching measures and regulations to solve the excesses of capitalism. 
This is still true today, several years later, and more laws and government 
regulations will follow to redirect the path of our global financial and economic 
system. The transforming, changing, regulating effect of Pluto on the world level (at 
the level of government, international laws or global, coordinated orientation of the 
economy) is very visible; not in vain Capricorn is house X in the "natural horoscope 
of the world". 


3. Pluto opposite Cancer. 


Pluto's entry into the sign of Capricorn also implies, in mundane astrology, an 
opposition to the sign of Cancer. I explain this effect of active opposition in my work 
World Astrology, published by Ediciones Indigo. What resulted in opposition to 
Cancer? In my opinion, coincided or justified the fall in housing prices. Note that 
Cancer is the home, the house (physical or not), real estate, by analogy with House 
IV, and with the transit of Pluto (destruction, abrupt reform), real estate fell 
worldwide: in prices and as guarantee (guarantees); and even as a refuge value, they 
have ceased to be that safe value in which to invest. And they continue to decline. In 
fact, the mortgage problem connects credit with the economy and with housing. 


Notice if the passage of the (slow) planets through the signs is important: with the 
passage of Uranus (ups and downs, instability) through the sign of Aquarius 
(technology, computing) at the end of the nineties of the last century, the values 
technological went into crisis: the sector had to reconsider its existence and 
continuity in the long term; The shares of the "dot com" companies sank on the stock 
market. And, later, with the passage of Uranus through Pisces (oil, heavy oils), this 
sector entered a time of great instability (Uranus) in the price of a barrel of crude oil 
(Pisces) and, in general, with great ups and downs in the sector. It was no longer the 
war in Irag or that Chavez was in power in Venezuela; for us astrologers, it was 
Uranus in Pisces. 


According to Bill Meridian, the most effective configuration to predict changes in 
industrial production (at least, in the USA), is the passage of Jupiter through the 
different signs of the zodiac; Thus, certain signs seem to be more fertile in this 
regard. However, other planets also serve for it. 


Other astrological configurations and other economic sections 


This exhibition deals with Astrology and Economics, not Astrology and Stock Market, 
which is another different world, with its own rules. Nor do I want to mix the topic at 
hand with the so-called Business Astrology, a topic on which I have a published work, 
which can be found in bookstores. However, there are some collateral issues that are 
part of the central trunk of what we call Astroeconomics. For example, I will briefly 
mention some of them: 
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a) Inflation (increase in prices) and Deflation (fall in prices): according to Meridian, 
the Jupiter-Neptune cycle and the stay of Neptune in signs of Fire has to do with 
inflation, while the Saturn-Neptune cycle and the stay Neptune in Earth signs is 
related to deflation. 


b) Currencies and their price: as an example on the subject, I suggest that you study 
the price of the US Dollar with respect to the Euro for the harmonic and inharmonic 
phases of the Saturn-Pluto cycle. 


And with respect to currencies or currencies, I want to point out, as a curiosity, that 
the Euro, the currency of the European Union, was born with the Sun 180° Jupiter 
aspect (exact aspect). And it has always been, since then, an inflationary currency. If 
a person had been born looking like this - instead of a coin - perhaps, over the years, 
this configuration would have given him high blood pressure, but being a coin, what 
he produced is an inflationary currency. 


c) Interest Rates (the official price of money): I suggest that, also here, you study the 
graphs (referring to both the ECB, the US Federal Reserve and the competent 
Japanese body) of the rises and falls in the price of money with the cycle Saturn- 
Pluto. You will notice that generally with inharmonious aspects the rates go down 
and with harmonic aspects the rates go up. The conjunction is generally ambivalent. 


d) Even more so about this "comfortable" cycle of the economy, which often acts by 
indirect effect (it acts directly in the economy, indirectly in foreign currency, gold or 
rates due to its action in the same economy). Well, also study the graphs of the price 
of gold in relation to the Saturn-Pluto cycle. 

e) It must also be said that Astroeconomics is a fairly extensive astrological section, 
where we can find all kinds of assignments, keys and indicators. For example, Ray 
Merriman assigns copper and sugar the planet Venus. 


And as for the economic prospects, from an astrological point of view, for the coming 
years they are, in my opinion, the following: 


1. The economy will continue in recession (crisis) probably until 2010-2013. 


The (theoretical) inflection point, the bottoming out, can be established in the year 
2010, when the Cyclical Index reverses its trend and the graph curve begins to point 
upwards. I have been repeating this macro forecast since 2007 in different media, 
both in Spain and on the American continent. 


2. At the time, both in conferences and in interviews for the media, I pointed out that 
the period from June 2009 to October 2010 (approximately), could be especially hard 
for the economy of some countries; It could mean the most sensitive phase of the 
crisis period or it could entail some political risks at a global level. This was promptly 
fulfilled; specifically, the crisis worsened in old Europe (coincidence of the Jupiter- 
Saturn cycle, in an inharmonious aspect), with the crisis in Greece and, partially, in 
Spain, among other strong financial and monetary tensions worldwide; some never 
seen. 


The reason for this, apart from the Jupiter-Saturn cycle, was that the Saturn-Pluto 
cycle entered its inharmonious phase at the end of 2009 and months later, in mid- 
2010, the Uranus-Pluto square began to close, in turn entering into orb the Square T 
that would form Saturn-Uranus-Pluto. Undoubtedly, a delicate moment at an 
economic, political or social level. 


3. Pluto's stay in Capricorn can be interpreted -in the world's natural horoscope- as a 
profound regeneration, profound changes, transformation (Pluto) of the global 


financial and economic system, with political implications (Capricorn: X house in the 
world's natural horoscope). . 


Perhaps now we do not have an adequate perspective, since we are in the eye of the 
hurricane, but in a few years we will be able to see, looking back, that many 
regulations, laws and economic policies typical of wild capitalism, very permissive in 
some countries, will be more restrictive . At a global level, there can be a minimum 
consensus that limits some unfair fringes of our capitalist system, such as tax havens 
-movements in this regard are already being seen in Switzerland and in other 
countries-, derivative-type products and other banking filigrees and _ credit 
institutions, which for years have abused permissive global regulations and have 
created a fictitious, non-productive economy, which has brought us to the edge of the 
precipice. 


4. The global economic recovery may become a reality in the first years of the new 
decade of our century, albeit very slowly, with sustained and clearly positive growth 
visible around 2013 and 2014. 


Although today the foreseeable scenario, in the long term, is catastrophic for many 
independent economic analysts and for many official institutions, in my opinion the 
world economy will avoid the risk of turning this current recession into a depression 
-a continuous or chronic recession-, which would lengthen the crisis for many years 
and make it chronic. At the end of 2012 and from 2013, especially, the world 
economic locomotive would have to start its engines, with the harmonic cycle (60°) 
Saturn-Pluto. However, this must be qualified: for a good part of the present decade, 
the sky will be in the Uranus-Pluto square, which can hinder or condition the 
recovery, creating a swell, a scenario of structural crisis, despite apparent recovery 
or growth; We could say that the world economy could be like that individual who 
finally finds a job and can get out, but who has a very large debt, a mortgage to pay 
for many years. 


5. The next major crisis, in my opinion, will occur at the end of this decade, around 
the years 2018-2020. The Cyclic Index falls again in these years, placing the 
epicenter of the possible new crisis around the year 2020. In the year 2020, the 
Saturn-Pluto cycle is also renewed in the sign of Capricorn, being in conjunction 
(Saturn 0 ° Pluto) and signifying, therefore, a profound reconsideration -of crisis-, of 
economic values on a global scale. And there are other astrological elements that will 
modify, condition or qualify the economic and social reality that we will live at that 
time. 


In any case, from now until 2020 there are many other astrological configurations 
that, due to lack of space, we cannot analyze in detail. Likewise, the date of 2020 is 
still far from the present moment. 


Conclusion 


As we have seen throughout this exposition, mundane astrology can break off a sub- 
Branch that we can call Astroeconomics. As a derivative of that, even with its 
particularities, and studying a whole series of configurations and techniques, some of 
which we have developed here, we can obtain an interesting approximation to the 
world economic and financial reality. It is, still, a section little studied, but with 
promising possibilities in the not too distant future. 

Heliocentric Astrology 


Paper presented at the 1st Meeting between astrologers "People of GeA 
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Astrology" 2009, 2nd zodiacal cycle. Buenos Aires (Argentina), June 13 and 
14, 2009 


“As seated on a royal throne, the Sun governs the family of planets that revolve 
around it." Nicolaus Copernicus. 


Introduction 


My proposal for this astrological congress revolves around the Sun, never better 
said. My intention is, through this paper, to raise the need to reconsider the role 
played by heliocentric astrology, at a conceptual and technical level, in our 
environment. I am not proposing, obviously, a "Copemican turn" to our astrological 
universe, but considering, even minimally, the heliocentric reality, rationally 
incorporating it into our daily astrological practice. 


Heliocentric Astrology: generalities 


We can define heliocentric astrology (from the Greek helios : Sun) as that which 
takes the Sun as the center, the astronomically correct thing, and considers or 
measures the planets in relation to it. In contrast, the geocentric conception, the one 
that rules in astrology, takes the Earth as the center, calculating the position of the 
planets as they are observed from the terrestrial point of view. 


Astrology is geocentric and it cannot be questioned that it is so, given that we were 
born and live on planet Earth and our conception responds to a certain logic; 
however, applying the heliocentric vision to the astrological field is not a mistaken 
idea, aS experience and daily practice show us. Actually, heliocentrism and 
geocentrism are two pianos, two sides of the same coin; They are complementary 
realities. Note that a conjunction between the Sun and Jupiter in the geocentric 
plane is equivalent to an opposition between the Earth and Jupiter in the heliocentric 
plane. And if the Sun is the center, the axis and main actor of the Solar System, to 
which the Earth belongs, it is not unreasonable to conceive of a heliocentric 
influence, even a modest one. Furthermore, in line with this last assertion, we can 
understand that the consideration of heliocentrism in astrology is part of a broad 
astrological conception, which includes a holistic vision of the influence of the bodies 
and stars in the sublunary world. 


Critics and detractors of our discipline repeatedly argue in their attacks on astrology 
a whole series of assumptions that, due to ignorance, they ignore or misinterpret. 
Sometimes they resort to alleged astronomical lags, which are not such, confusing 
signs and constellations. Other times, they denounce the use of the horoscope 
erected for the moment of birth, arguing that the individual is already formed and 
exists in the maternal womb, before being born; They ignore, of course, that 
traditional astrology does study and consider the horoscope of conception, commonly 
called epoch. Or they also articulate unfounded criticisms of the use we make of 
geocentric astrology; and also here they are unaware that heliocentric astrology, as 
such, is considered, studied and applied in astrological practice. 


For some time, the astrologer has been interested in astrology that takes the king 
star as its center. We can mention the Frenchman Boulainvilliers, who already at the 
beginning of the 18th century seriously considered the heliocentric application to our 
discipline. However, beyond some studies or isolated individual concerns, generated 
in the last centuries, one of the most surprising findings in relation to heliocentrism, 
was the discovery of the American engineer John H. Nelson, employed at RCA 
Communications. Nelson found that certain planetary angles, taking the Sun as the 


center, interfered with the emission of shortwave radio signals. Today, his research 
has been questioned by some members of the astrological community, despite the 
fact that at the time they were confirmed by other independent studies, such as 
those of Jane Blizard. However, his investigations showed the need to take 
heliocentric aspects into consideration and his work led to a renewal of interest in 
this section of astrology. Apart from Nelson, whose work took place in the middle of 
the last 20th century, other authors have been interested since then in a heliocentric 
conception of astrology: Dr. Theodor Landscheidt, at a general level, or WO Sucher 
and Diana K. Rosenberg, in the away from the heliocentric planetary nodes. Also the 
astrologers CEO Carter, CP Tobey, Vernon Clark or M. Erlewine have studied the 
nodes in the heliocentric plane. Also the versatile and polyhedral astrologer Dane 
Rudhyar has experimented with heliocentric astrology. Other researchers who have 
published or communicated research in this section are JM Thorburn and F. Brunier. 
And one of the most reliable authors, from an academic and intellectual point of 
view, who has dealt with these issues in recent times, Dr. Percy Seymour, has 
concatenated the heliocentric reality with his theory about the physical influence 
that is hidden behind the same astrology. In this regard, Seymour mentions in his 
well-known work Astrology: the evidence of science that the work of Jane Blizard is 
certainly important to support his theory. Blizard, the author mentioned above, 
published research in 1969 showing the connection of heliocentric conjunctions and 
oppositions with violent magnetic storms on the Sun. According to Seymour, 
inharmonious (heliocentric) aspects, including Earth with the other planets, are 
capable of causing violent storms on the solar surface, which in turn cause 
disturbances in the geomagnetic field. 

In the following graph, corresponding to a heliocentric chart, we can discover some 
astronomical realities of this type of map.

As can be seen, in this type of cards the Sun does not appear, since the vision or 
point of view is heliocentric. In return, the position of the Earth is included, 
symbolically represented by a cross with a circle around it. Note that on a 
heliocentric map, the Earth occupies diametrically opposite space to that occupied 
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by the Sun on a geocentric map for the same date. Nor is the Moon considered in 
this type of chart. Another peculiar characteristic is that the passage or motion of the 
planets taken in the heliocentric plane is, of course, more regular or uniform, there 
being no retrogradation. We can also find Mercury and Venus in any position within 
the Zodiac, while in the geocentric astronomical conception they are always close to 
the Sun; here Mercury and Venus may be in opposition. In reality, for the same date 
and leaving aside the Sun and the Earth, the biggest difference between a 
heliocentric chart and a geocentric one, at the longitude level, is found in the 
position of the fastest planets, which can vary considerably from one map to another; 
on the slower planets, beyond the orbit of Mars, the difference is smaller. Notable is 
also in this type of letters the absence of houses; Therefore, there are no domal 
characteristics, something limited to astrological geocentrism. In this plane, the 
astronomical referents to consider and study are limited to planetary positions by 
celestial longitude and latitude. 


It is true that studying a heliocentric chart we lose the always important meaning of 
the Sun, the Moon or the houses, among other considerations. And it is no less true 
that, due to its scarce individualizing effect, due to not counting on domination or the 
Moon, two heliocentric charts close in time hardly vary in hours or even days. 
However, we must not forget that the geocentric chart should not be replaced by the 
heliocentric one, but rather complement geocentric astrology, which is always the 
main astrological reference. At least, this is how I conceive the application of this 
astronomical variant, which breaks with the old exclusive and purely geocentric 
astrological tradition. Therefore, it is not possible to ignore the usual astral chart, 
with its angles, houses and, of course, the undeniable solar and lunar influence, to 
mention some of the astrological characteristics of Ptolemaic astrology. 
Heliocentrism and Natal Astrology 


The astrological section where heliocentrism has been studied the most in recent 
times is in natal or genetic astrology; In no other astrological branch have more 
books, articles and papers been defended in recent times. However, at a quantitative 
level, the production of works on the subject has been very scarce until today. 


Within this section, we can differentiate two heliocentric applications: 
a) The astrological interpretation. 
b) The astrological prediction. 


In both cases, it can be understood that the heliocentric positions are used as a tool, 
interpretive or predictive, to perfect the ordinary analysis or forecast, given that the 
conception and geocentric positions take precedence over the subject under study, 
obviously. 


From here and within this block, we can begin by addressing the first point to 
consider, within what we understand as heliocentric astrology applied to the natal 
theme: 


The astrological interpretation 


Within this section, the first consideration to be made is the study of the heliocentric 
chart itself, with the peculiarities and limitations that we have _ previously 
enumerated. Here, it is worth assessing mainly the interplanetary angular 
relationships. In this novel astrological conception, an aspect between two 
heliocentric planets is interpreted in the same way that we would do it in the 
geocentric plane; thus, of a trigon between 

Mercury and Jupiter it is possible to expect an influence similar to what we are used 


to seeing in a conventional map: an expansive, open intellect, with a broad vision, 
with elevated concerns, a love of study and other typical characteristics of this 
aspect. We can mention some real example, like the conjunction between Mars and 
Neptune that we find in Adolf Hitler's heliocentric chart; without a doubt, 
responsible, in part, for the fanaticism that the dictator showed from the beginning 
of his political career. We can point out other important aspects in other characters, 
such as the (exact) trigon between Venus and Jupiter in the singer Julio Iglesias, the 
conjunction between these same planets in the painter Salvador Dali, the (exact) 
sextile between Mercury and Venus in another great the song, Frank Sinatra, or the 
conjunction between Mercury and Mars in the writer Oscar Wilde; It should also be 
noted that in two other notable writers, Victor Hugo and Agatha Christie, we find 
Mercury highly aspected, with five relationships or planetary aspects in each of these 
two famous authors. All these aspects, helium-helium; that is to say, a planet of the 
heliocentric chart in aspect to another planet of this same chart. It should also be 
noted that, in this astronomical plane, aspects can occur between planets that cannot 
occur at a geocentric level, such as the square between Mercury and Venus; I will 
deal with this point later, in this same section. 


Within heliocentrism, there is another more elaborate conception, an original vision 
of the subject at hand, devised a few decades ago by an American astrologer named 
T. Patrick Davis (1927-2001). This true pioneer in this field, whose protagonist is the 
Sun, devised a new procedure in heliocentric analysis. Thus, instead of considering 
the heliocentric positions of the Earth and the rest of the planets in isolation for a 
given date or birth, he conceived the idea of integrating said positions into the birth 
horoscope. Simply, I insert in the birth chart the heliocentric positions of the Earth 
and the rest of the planets, together with their geocentric pairs. And from here, he 
valued the conjunctions and aspects that the heliocentric planets formed with the 
angles, cusps of houses or with the geocentric planets themselves. As simple as that. 


At first, when we see two Mercurys in a chart, the same Earth or, simply, when we 
find so many stars filling the natal map, a strange, strange sensation invades us, 
accustomed as we are to seeing the Sun there, the Moon, the lunar nodes, the Part of 
Fortune and the rest of the planets of the solar system, in their corresponding signs 
and houses. But beyond that feeling, the truth is that this implementation is highly 
operational; It is an extremely interesting interaction. Keeping the distance, it 
maintains a resemblance in its conception and philosophy with Alexander Marr's 
Dual Test, which crosses the directions (primary or secondary) of the radix with the 
time; that is to say, two apparently different realities are mixed, but the resulting 
product is real and operational. Personally, I have studied this “helio-geo” 
application and I invite the reader to do the same to make sure of its effectiveness. 


The interpretation of the aspects or positions by sign and house of the heliocentric 
planets, once inserted into the traditional horoscope, does not vary substantially with 
respect to their geocentric equivalents. However, I suggest giving greater emphasis 
to the interplanetary aspects of the heliocentric chart, as we have seen previously, 
and to the planetary aspects between the two charts, as well as to the aspects that 
the angles and cusps of radical houses receive from the heliocentric planets. The 
actual effectiveness of the domal and, especially, zodiacal placement of said planets, 
I have not studied in depth and I cannot recommend the use of said configurations. 


A heliocentric planet in aspect to a geocentric planet of the same chart is interpreted 
exactly the same as in the birth chart or geocentric chart. Here, it is possible to 
make two considerations, by way of exception: the first, when we find the same 
planet in aspect. For example, Mercury (helium) trine Mercury (geo). In this case, 
the reading to carry out, as a recipe for an astrology manual, is that it provides 
intelligence, a certain talent, inventive capacity and highlights the mercurial 
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characteristics in the person. We find this aspect of both Mercury (helium-geo) in 
Leonardo Da Vinci, Benjamin Franklin and Karl Marx. Mozart has an (exact) 
conjunction between Mercury (helium) and Mercury (geo). The second consideration 
to make is when it is necessary to study an aspect between planets that, in the 
geocentric plane, cannot be given; either helium-helium or helium-geo aspects. This 
is the case of a square between Mercury and Venus. In these cases, which are more 
difficult to interpret, we can resort to the mere symbolic combination of both 
planetary principles; however, if extracting a coherent reading of such an aspect is 
somewhat difficult, the reader can turn to the works of T. Patrick Davis, who, based 
on his experience in real cases, has developed the recipes that generate the aspects 
of heliocentric astrology. Another issue to take into account is that it has not yet 
been clearly determined whether the helium-helium or helium-geo aspects are as 
important as the conventional ones (geo-geo). 


Regarding the meaning of the Earth in a heliocentric chart, some astrologers who 
deal with this type of astrology, such as Maddalena Cecchinato, believe that it can 
represent the body, the physical constitution of the person. However, no clear 
definition has been agreed upon in this regard. Personally, beyond specific labels, I 
consider that since the Sun and the Earth are exactly opposite to each other, in a 
heliocentric or geocentric chart, in practice they operate as an axis; even if only in 
terms of receiving aspects. Thus, a sextile to the Sun is a trine to the Earth, and a 
square to either is still a square. And the conjunction of a planet with the Sun is 
obviously an opposition of the same planet to the Earth, with which the fusion of 
planetary principles continues to take place, with the exception of materializing with 
two different aspects, taking place in two different ways. For this reason, every 
planetary aspect to this imaginary axis carries an important load of meaning, 
depending on the planet and the type of aspect. Two notable examples are: 
Alexander Fleming, with Mercury (helium) sextile Earth and trine Sun (in exact 
aspect); and Ernest Hemingway, the famous American writer, who looked exactly the 
same and looked exactly the same. Note that in both cases there is a strong 
accentuation of the Mercury effect; in Fleming, with his powerful intellect and in 
Hemingway, visible in his gifts as a writer. It should be noted that Philip Sedgwick, 
author of The Sun at the center: a primer on heliocentric astrology, approaches the 
interpretation of the different Sun-Earth combinations in his work, considering this 
point in a generic way. 


To see how these types of aspects between the heliocentric and geocentric charts are 
combined in practice, I want to show you several real examples, commented by my 
friend and colleague Isaac Starkman, an Israeli astrologer who also applies this 
procedure in his astrological studies: 


Bruce Springsteen: Mercury (helium) conjunct the natal Midheaven and in trine to 
the Moon, which can justify his eloquence and the facility to express ordinary 
problems, the daily and simple life of the man in the street, according to Starkman. 


This Israeli astrologer also points out four other well-known characters who have 
Mercury (helium) conjunct Midheaven: the famous composer Richard Wagner, the 
musician John Lennon, the actor Paul Newman and Marcel Marceau, the immortal 
French mime. It is notorious that in these examples that Starkman presents to us, 
communication (Mercury) is a fundamental part, the cornerstone, of the professional 
mission (Mediocielo) of all of them. 


Continuing with Mercury, Starkman comments on the Mercury (helium) aspect trine 
Mercury (geo), showing three notable and notorious real cases for this type of 
combination: the physicist Max Planck, a privileged mind, the radio host and 
commentator Rush Limbaugh , known for his talkativeness and mental acuity, and 


the criminal John Dillinger, a famous bank robber, skillful and elusive, who 
unfortunately used his intelligence in the world of crime. Besides, we have three 
examples already mentioned above, for this same combination: Da Vinci, Franklin 
and Marx. And I add one more example with Mercury (helium) in trigon to Mercury 
(geo), in homage to the creator of the heliocentric model, which has a lot to do with 
this study and this presentation: Nicolas Copernicus. Yes, the author of De 
Revolutionibus Orbium Coelestium also had both Mercury, heliocentric and 
geocentric, trine, with an orb of less than 1 degree of arc. And at the Midpoint of 
both Mercury, exactly the radical Midheaven. It goes without saying that he did not 
lack intelligence and that writing, something typical of Mercury, he wrote; and a 
capital work in the history of science, I added. Mercury in capital letters. 


In these examples, we have seen how heliocentric and geocentric factors can interact 
and operate together. Angles, house cusps and radical factors can receive the 
aspects and positions, in the case of sectors, of the heliocentric planets, generating a 
whole series of meanings and coherent readings, according to the planetary 
symbolism and the meaning of the different houses. . 


In all these aspects it is preferable to limit the world to the maximum, in order to 
have the most important aspects; In this regard, I suggest considering the aspects 
that are not separated beyond 3° or 4° of arc. 


To go deeper into the study of this type of application, it is worth recommending the 
works of T. Patrick Davis: Revolutionizing Astrology with Heliocentric and, to a 
lesser extent, Interpreting Geo-Helio planets. Beyond delving into the original 
proceeding of which this author is the creator, in the first of the reviewed works we 
can find a whole series of interesting combinations for aspects that cannot occur in 
the geocentric plane. 


In relation to this section, related to astrological interpretation, another astrologer 
who has stood out for his in-depth dedication to heliocentrism is Michael Erlewine. 
Personally, I find some of his proposals on the heliocentric plane too esoteric, but I 
find one of his ideas extremely interesting, which refers to a macro division of 
heliocentric charts. Indeed, Erlewine classifies this type of chart into two unique 
types: the Trigon model and the Quadrature model. Obviously, this refers to the 
predominant type of aspect, at an interplanetary level; if the harmonic aspects 
predominate, especially with the presence of some trigon, this astrologer labels the 
chart as a trigon type; if, on the contrary, we find mostly squares or oppositions, the 
label as type Square. Although this typification may seem somewhat exaggerated, it 
actually makes it possible to identify cards where harmonic influences predominate 
(fluidity, ease, harmony) or cards where inharmonic influences (tension, crisis, 
inharmony), so to speak, are the ones that predominate. Well, I suggest that, being in 
the heliocentric plane, we build a bridge to the theories of John H. Nelson and Percy 
Seymour, who found a clear physical result, well differentiated, when the 
inharmonious aspects (90° and 180°) dominated. °) in the framework of heliocentric 
aspects for a given moment; Certainly, when the inharmonic aspects were the 
majority (60° and 120°), there were no such interferences in the emission of short- 
wave radio signals, nor did the magnetic storms on the Sun increase, which 
happened with the inharmonic angles. In this way, we can unite both postulates, and 
Erlewine's macro differentiation, although at a very general level, makes a certain 
sense. 

And there are many more interesting contributions in this section. For example, the 
astrologer Siegfried Schiemenz has published his conclusions about a statistic made 
to a group of writers and poets; According to Schiemenz, the Mercury-Venus tungone 
(heliocentric-heliocentric), which cannot occur on the geocentric plane, appears 
more frequently than expected in this group of pen professionals. 
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The prediction astrology 


Within the predictive practice, heliocentric astrology has an interesting and 
relatively important role in the so-called Transits. This traditional forecasting 
technique basically consists of considering the positions of the planets for a certain 
date, comparing them with the most important radical points: angles, cusps of 
intermediate houses, planets, nodes or parts. Whether it corresponds to a period that 
we want to study in advance or to a specific event a posteriori, the aspects or angles 
that result from such a comparison will be decisive for judging the period in 
question. It is not necessary to influence this procedure, since it is well known. 


The application of the heliocentric variant to the common transit, lies solely in a 
single differentiation: consider the heliocentric positions of the planets for the date 
to be studied, either the period we want to analyze or a specific event, in relation to 
the radix. 


It should be noted that the effectiveness of these transits is not comparable to the 
traditional technique, which uses_ geocentric positions. However, it is a 
complementary technique, as can be, on another level, prenatal or convert transits. 


I also want to highlight that, according to my experience, the orb of aspects 
generated by heliocentric transits seems to be smaller, although I have not carried 
out any Statistical test in this regard. It is frequent to find exact aspects, being the 
maximum recommended orb of +- 2° of arc. 


To see if aspects are formed by transit (heliocentric) between a given date and the 
radix, it is necessary to resort to a Michelsen heliocentric ephemeris for the period 
2001-2050. Or we can also use modern computer programs, such as Solar Fire, in its 
different versions, or other similar ones. 


We can illustrate the effectiveness of heliocentric transits with some examples: 


Adolph Hitler. 
Born on 04-20-1889. 17:30:37 (TU). 
Coordinates: 48° 15' N and 13° 03' E. 


1. His father dies: 01-3-1903. 
Saturn (at 29° 38' Capricorn, heliocentric) at 90° from the natal Sun. Orb: 1° 10' arc. 


Note that in its geocentric position, Saturn is 28° 04' from Capricorn, the orb being 
2° 44' of arc. 


2. His aunt (who acted as mother) died on 03-15-1911. 


Uranus (at 25° 57' Capricorn, heliocentric) at 90° from the natal AS-DS axis. Orb: 35' 
arc. 


3. Sent to the war front (World War I): 10-21-1914. 


Saturn (at 26° 33' from Geminis, heliocentric) at 0° from the natal IX house. Orb: 47' 
arc. 


4. Attempt against his life: 07-20-1944. 
Neptune (at 3° 35' of Libra, heliocentric) at 0° of the natal XII house. Orb: 17' arc. 


This transit is totally adjusted to the event. Neptune (plot) and house XII (hidden 
enemies). 


Geocentric Neptune is at 1° 51' of Libra, with a larger orb. 


As we can see, these heliocentric transits allow to operate, generally, with a smaller 
orb, despite the fact that, as a general rule, they are not at the height of their 
geocentric equivalents. As I have pointed out previously, it is possible to use them as 
an additional (predictive) technical resource; In this regard, we can study the aspects 
that are formed on a doubtful date or in a period of time that we are interested in 
studying in depth. 


Also other predictive techniques, such as Secondary Directions or Progressions, have 
a place in this type of astrology. Thus, the progressions of the angles aspecting the 
heliocentric planets of birth also seem to be valid. In the same way, progressed 
heliocentric planets aspecting radical geocentric factors should also be effective. 


synastry 


Within the genetic section, in the field of relationships we also find some interesting 
applications. For example, in relation to the Synastry, the astrologer Maddalena 
Cecchinato proposes to study the aspects between Jupiter and Saturn of both cards, 
in order to assess the level of commitment (sic) in the relationship. To this end, he 
illustrates his proposal with some well-known examples: -Jupiter (Paul Newman) 0° 
Saturn joanne Woodward). Orb: 54' arc. 


-Saturn (Humphrey Bogart) 0° Jupiter (Lauren Bacall). Orb: 3° 07’ arc. 
-Jupiter (Richard Burton) 0° Saturn (Elizabeth Taylor). Orb: 1° 09' of arc. 


Not only are the conjunctions useful here, since it is also possible to study other 
inter-letter aspects, major and minor. 


The astrologer Michael Erlewine has studied the connection of the nodes, in the 
heliocentric plane, with human relationships; and although the results are not 
illuminating, it is interesting to consider the possibility that there is also an effective 
synastry in the heliocentric plane here. 


Other astrologers who study the subject, such as the American author T. Patrick 
Davis, already mentioned above, apply this novel astrological conception in the field 
of relationships in a more conventional way, studying the usual synastric 
(heliocentric) ties, comparing all the factors of both letters. 


Undoubtedly, this section deserves to be studied in depth. 


Heliocentrism and Mundane Astrology 


Within mundane or global astrology, in the predictive field, we find a very useful 
practical application of the heliocentric astrological conception. To put ourselves in 
the situation, it is necessary to explain that one of the minor configurations, 
techniques or procedures of this important astrological branch is what we can 
generically call "interplanetary aspects"; In itself, it is the mere consideration of 
certain isolated interplanetary aspects that, for a certain date, contribute all their 
planetary charge, transferring to Earth either a climate, tonic or gust in one sense or 
another, as well as triggering possible events. or concrete facts. I am referring to 
planetary combinations between malefic planets (Mars, Saturn, Neptune or Pluto) as 
well as interplanetary combinations between malefic and neutral planets; and, of 
course, in relation to unfortunate events, such as attacks, explosions, massacres, 
wars and other events of a negative nature. In my work on mundane astrology, World 
Astrology, I develop this type of configuration, showing its operation and illustrating 
this section with numerous examples. Here, it is possible to limit ourselves to the 
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topic that occupies us, referred to the heliocentric plane; and in this regard, we can 
show different examples, where we will find malefic planets at an inharmonious 
angle (90° or 180°) between them for the moment in which events such as those 
previously mentioned occur. 


Next, we will accompany this text with some mundane examples, all of them 
referring to terrorist attacks: 


1. Aden (Yemen). 10-12-2000. 


Suicide attack on the destroyer USS Cole. 17 US sailors are killed and 35 are 
wounded. 


Mars at 90° from Saturn. Orb: exact aspect. 


2. Islamabad (Pakistan). 03-17-2002. 


Attack with grenades against a Protestant temple. 5 people die and 46 are injured. 


Saturn at 180° from Pluto. Orb: exact aspect. 
3. Bali (Indonesia). 12-10-2002. 


Two car bombs in a nightclub area. 202 people die and more than 300 are injured. 


Mars at 90° to Pluto. Orb: 2nd arc. 


4. Riyadh (Saudi Arabia). 05-16-2003. 


Five explosions perpetrated by 14 suicide bombers. 45 people die and 60 are injured. 
Mars at 180° from Saturn. Orb: exact aspect. 


Observe how these heliocentric aspects operate, where we find several cases where 
the interplanetary aspect is exact. I recommend limiting the orb to +- 2° of arc. This 
will allow us to be able to better delimit the dangerous dates, so to speak, likely to 
lead to isolated violent events, such as the examples that I have shown here; and this 
will result in a more profitable mundane astrological practice. 


Thus, before the study of a certain period of time, it is convenient to have the 
heliocentric transits, which operate as an addend, indicating the most sensitive dates 
for this type of violent events to occur. Of course, this type of heliocentric 
configurations are complementary to their geocentric counterparts, which always 
prevail in astrology. 


There are other heliocentric applications for this section, such as _ planetary 
(heliocentric) nodes, which seem to have an important connection with mundane 
astrology, as suggested by astrologers Charles Harvey, Bill Meridian and Diana K. 
Rosenberg. If we extend this section to the economy and the stock markets, we can 
assure that heliocentric astrology has been widely used in these fields in the last 
decades. We can mention some example of this: 


Bill Meridian, an astrologer expert in economics and the stock market, shows us in 
his work Planetary Stock Trading a heliocentric application. In the example that he 
exposes, corresponding to the ups and downs in the stock market price suffered by a 
company, he uses both planetary transits, geocentric and heliocentric, to study the 
evolution of the value price; and as this author points out, the heliocentric transits 
are more precise in said example to justify the fall in the value of the shares. 


Barry Rosen, a financial astrologer from the US state of Arizona, periodically 
publishes investment recommendations for different markets, also using heliocentric 
astrology for his studies and analysis. 


Heliocentrism and Astrometeorology 


It is also possible to apply, of course, the heliocentric astrological variant to 
meteorological astrology. One of the people who has studied heliocentrism the most, 
T. Patrick Davis, mentions a small example in one of his works. It is a hurricane that, 
between the end of August and the beginning of September 1979, broke into the 
North American East Coast from the Atlantic Ocean. The effect of this meteorological 
phenomenon was devastating, specifically in the state of Florida. As this American 
astrologist rightly points out, the heliocentric interplanetary configurations were 
much clearer, more serious, than the geocentric ones. It is a small example that 
invites us to study, also in this section, the topic that concerns us. 


Conclusion 


Heliocentrism has a modest role in natal, mundane, financial or meteorological 
astrology, it is true, but it cannot be completely neglected. As M. Erlewine, a veteran 
explorer of these paths, rightly says, heliocentric astrology is not just another 
technique, but another dimension of astrology. Undoubtedly, this section deserves 
more attention from the collective; There are many fields, within our discipline, that 
can see their horizons broadened by implementing heliocentrism at a conceptual and 
technical level. From an eventual rectification of the birth time through the Transits 
to the cusps of houses, taking advantage of its smaller operational orb, to the study 
of the returns or revolutions of the heliocentric planets. 


This modest personal contribution, written and presented expressly for this 
conference, is a general introduction to the topic at hand. I hope that it can interest 
and motivate other astrologers and researchers, so that they study and delve into the 
subject and can discover other ways, still unexplored, with real applications in our 
discipline. 

Astrology, vocation and profession 


To advise or recommend a specific professional field, it is necessary to assess the 
natal astrological potential, which will indicate the vocation of the individual based 
on the astrological configurations of birth. 


They will be important: 


a) General characteristics: AS, Sun, Moon, Elements or others. 
b) Specifically: house X, house VI, axis II-VIII (indirectly). 


House X: professional projection, social position Vs. House VI: the "day to day" work, 
its work dynamics. 


Consider, also, certain configurations proven by statistics, such as the Mars Effect 
and that of other planets, as well as the professional indicators that I found in 
businessmen (see my book Business Astrology), as well as in other professions, more 
than I write down below. 


Assess the importance and predominance in the letter of: 


1. planets. For example: Moon in X, contact with people, public, etc. 
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2. Signs. For example: a prominent Aries indicates leadership, being a pioneer, etc. 


3. Houses. For example: several planets on the II-VIII axis indicates an emphasis on 
the economic section, being frequent in bankers, businessmen, etc. 


Study astrological combinations to guide the diagnosis. For example: the V house is 
related to business, education, creativity (artistic, literary), book publishing, 
entertainment, speculation, entertainment, sports, etc. House III with vendors, 
journalists, exchange, teachers, drivers, etc. And so with all the elements. 


Consider the personal and social "status" of the person: if he is a man or a woman, if 
he is a housewife and depends on his husband (or vice versa), if he lives in black 
Africa or Scandinavia, which may lead to a different reading of the letter. Or, for 
example, the VI house, which is quite active or busy in professional athletes (Messi, 
Serena Williams, Mark Spitz...), due to possible daily training and physical 
conditioning, several hours a day, physical work (VI house ) in depth, more physical 
care: massages, special and careful nutrition, injuries and frequent sports recoveries 
and others. Also the XII house is strong or busy in people who work in nursing 
homes, hospitals or taking care of third parties, therapies, prisons or in occult 
sciences. 


The Elements indicate what prevails in the individual at a basic level: for example, if 
Fire dominates, there is energy, initiative and leadership capacity. It is also 
important to consider whether Cardinal, Fixed or Common signs predominate. 


Another important clue is the distribution by Hemispheres: if the eastern hemisphere 
predominates, we are dealing with a rather individualistic, autonomous person who 
may prefer to work alone. If the emphasis is in relation to planets above or below the 
horizon, for example, with the majority of planets in the VII to XII houses, it may be a 
person who prefers a social dynamic, “daytime” activity, with contacts, social life or 
with significant social interaction. 


The sign found in the MC is important, as it adds a qualitative nuance. For example: 
Leo in X expresses himself professionally in a brilliant, pompous, authoritarian (even 
haughty), but dignified way, standing out from the ordinary. 


The ruling planet of the X house indicates, by house, a focus of energy and the 
interest of the individual in professional matters. For example: if it is in the 2nd or 
8th house, it can indicate a career as a merchant, financier or banker. In the XII 
house it can be nurses, doctors or alternative or hidden professions. 


Next, I present some astrological characteristics that are repeated in career 
professionals and in other activities, based on the study of different cases: 


Architects: 


From 24 cases studied, Venus appears prominent, generally angular and specifically 
in the X house. Planets are also observed in Libra. In 13 of 24 cases Pluton is 
angular, especially in X and I, less in VII and little in IV. Secondarily, some planets on 
the III-IX axis and Mars something relevant, perhaps because of its relationship with 
construction, the works themselves, a very physical and Martian issue (architects, 
even if they do not work physically, even wear protective helmets). Angular Pluton 
can obey Pluton "transforms", changes, modifies, destroys or demolishes to rebuild 
(something purely Plutonian). This transformation of the environment, the 
improvements that occur and the works to that effect is something totally ascribed to 
Pluton. Note that a prominent Venus and not Uranus is what reminds us that this 


profession is closer to art (Venus) than technique or technology (Uranus), just the 
opposite of engineering. 


Mechanical engineers (industrial): 


Of twenty cases studied, Uranus is the most prominent planet in the chart. It appears 
angular, in houses III or IX, sometimes in conjunction or opposition to said axis and 
with many aspects, especially with Mercury, which is the most frequent binomial. 
This is followed by the Sun aspect and then the Uranus-Mars aspect. Mars appears 
prominent (angular, with many aspects or in houses III or IX). Mercury also appears 
prominent (angular, with many aspects or in houses III or IX). Perhaps Saturn 
appears a little more than expected (angular or on the III-IX axis). Mercury-Mars is 
also a frequent aspect planetary couple in the chart for industrial engineers. Other 
planets on this axis are also observed. I have observed that when an engineer (a 
"technical", in short) who works in a company (and who is not a self-employed 
professional) has a radix with angular planets (especially in house X) or the Sun, 
Jupiter and other planets in house X eventually becomes an executive of the company 
in question. If you are an independent professional and have other elements in your 
letter that are close to the profile of the entrepreneur, you can found your own 
consultancy or engineering company. 


Lawyers: 


Of fifty cases studied (lawyers who practiced law for at least a certain time), I have 
observed that an XI house occupied by two or more planets is frequent. Two or more 
planets in the sign of Libra (or even Libra Ascendant). Jupiter Prominent: Angular 

(especially in X), in aspect to the MC or even the AS. It is also observed, but less: 
planets in VII, prominent Mercury (angular, especially in house I, X or VII), and Sun 
and Jupiter in aspect (especially harmonic), although it is not very frequent. 


Bankers: 


Of seventeen cases studied, an axis II-VIII loaded with planets is observed. 
Writers: 


Many writers are not really professional writers. For example, Gonzalo Torrente 
Ballester, despite being a writer of universal scope, had as his first activity being a 
university professor. Therefore, it is not easy to detect an astrological pattern that 
repeats itself clearly. However, it seems frequent to have planets in the III house, as 
well as in the IX house, something that on the other hand seems logical. Some 
established authors (such as Zola, Victor Hugo or R. Bach) have a strong IV house, 
which can indicate a job, activity or stay at home; that is, home is work and a lot of 
time is spent there. In successful authors, Jupiter appears in X. Also the house of 
creativity (house V) stands out slightly. House III is not only the house of writing but 
of reading and, as we know, most writers are great readers. 


Military: 


It is not a profession that allows a quick and easy detection at an astrological level by 
characteristics that are repeated. Mars (planet attached to everything military), does 
not predominate in any zodiac sign, as expected. If Mars is more frequent in aspect 
to the Ascending-Descending axis and somewhat less, in relation to the MC-IC axis. I 
have also observed Mars in the VII house in some studied cases. Successful soldiers 
can have Jupiter in X or even in conjunction with the same MC (or in sextile and 
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togono) and less frequently, the Sun-MC connection appears prominent. Some 
soldiers have a strong 12th house, which may indicate a life in the barracks or within 
a closed circle, elitist and secret or oblivious to the public light. The house VI 
(service) also appears prominent, on occasions. 

doctors. 


From more than sixty cases studied of doctors with active consultation, a series of 
interesting astrological patterns appear, which tend to be repeated in most cases. 
Thus, angular Neptune (even in conjunction with AS, MC, DS or IC) is very frequent: 
in houses I, IV, VII or X. Planets (and especially AS, Sun or Moon) in the sign of Virgo 
(sometimes , MC in Virgo). Planets in house XII and/or in house VI. Neptune highly 
aspected, powerful; for example, Jupiter conjunct Neptune. Planets (AS, Sun or 
Moon) in Pisces. More than three planets (or angles: AS, sometimes MC) in Virgo or 
Pisces. Neptune in the 6th house, especially if it is conjunct to the 6th house cusp 
(sometimes Neptune in the 12th). All in all, angular Neptune seems to be more 
important. Angular Jupiter in some cases. If we find a strong III-IX axis, the doctor 
can be a "theoretician": a university professor of medicine, a researcher, or even a 
writer or popularizer of this discipline. An axis III-IX also indirectly indicates a 
continued study, a permanent recycling of the profession. When we also find a strong 
X house (Jupiter there or planets located in the sector), the doctor enjoys a certain 
prestige or his contribution to society as a doctor is relevant; or simply, success as 
consultants. 


In this sample I have not included surgeons, since their task is different: more 
physical, active, obeying other astrological patterns, as we will see below. 


Surgeons. 


Based on 27 cases studied, an angular Neptune appears frequently (it seems 
common to medicine in general), either in houses I, IV, VII or X, and even in 
conjunction with one of the angles. Planets in the sign of Virgo, planets in the sign of 
Pisces and, perhaps most notably, planets in the sign of Scorpio are frequent. Planets 
in house VI (for example, having 

Neptune is frequent there, like the doctors), planets in the 12th house and, 
something that does not appear in the doctors in the previous section, planets in the 
8th house. Mars slightly more prominent than expected. In general, many of the 
configurations of doctors appear. 


Vets: 


The sample studied is very limited but we found some patterns that are also found in 
doctors: planets in the 12th house, planets in Pisces, planets in Virgo, a prominent 
Neptune and some light sign or trend involving configurations related to sensitivity 
or love to the animals. Possibly, some planet in Aquarius may also be important. And 
Jupiter in aspect to Neptune and planets in Cancer. 


Businessmen: 


No defined pattern is observed, as it is not a well-defined profession, such as 
medicine. In the medical career - a vocational career - one studies five or more years 
in the Faculty of Medicine, spends a period of practices as a resident doctor and does 
a Clinical job (medical consultation) specific. The entrepreneur, may or may not have 
studies, may or may not have a business vocation (perhaps he only seeks to earn a 
living). You may have inherited the company from your parents or you may have 
created it from scratch. You can belong to the technical or artistic sector, you can 


drill oil wells or dedicate yourself to cosmetics. You can be permanently in the 
shadows, even though you are powerful, or you can always be in the spotlight 
because of your media projection or that of your business. However, in my book on 
Business Astrology I already pointed out some typical configurations. Thus, although 
certain patterns are not repeated systematically, if we find a house 

VIII strong or a house III relevant if you are a merchant or owner of a chain of stores. 
The V house can be important. The sign of Aries usually stands out in the letter. In 
others, planets in X and, in other cases, planets in the II-VIII axis. 


And although it is not really a well-defined profession, to show that astrology allows 
us to detect certain trends, vocations and even hobbies, I will present one last 
example, referring to practitioners of Martial Arts, professional or not: 


Martial Arts: 


The sign of Aries, highlighted: the Ascendant, the Moon or even Mars in Aries, for 
example. The Sun in aspect with Neptune (possibly due to the spiritual and 
philosophical transcendence of these disciplines), preferably with harmonic aspects. 
Mars in aspect to Neptune is also frequent. Mars and Venus in aspect between them 
(this binomial can also be ascribed to what are all kinds of "games", including 
warriors or fights), or indirectly related; for example, in a framing. Mars also appears 
related to the V house (sports). 


Note that today, in our 21st century, the average individual tends to accumulate 
several professions throughout his career. It is not like in the Middle Ages, in which 
blacksmiths, artisans, landowners or even nobles perpetuated their professional and 
social status in their children and descendants. 


Furthermore, these mini-studies are only a light and very limited approximation. It is 
possible that there are less visible configurations that are also relevant, such as 
various interplanetary aspects or other configurations. It is necessary to resort to a 
large database, with more than 200 or 300 cases to extract conclusive information. 


Some more ideas regarding professions: 


The Virgo-Pisces axis and the VI-XII houses are related to hospitals, nursing homes, 
medicine, cures and various therapies; especially the 12th house in relation to all 
types of hospitalizations, which include hospitals and prisons. 


The III-IX axis and the V house in relation to education, as well as the planet 
Mercury. 


Uranus for computers or technology in general, a planet that should be strong at 
home, aspects and so on. 


A planet in house II in aspect to a planet in X is the most obvious channel of direct 
and relatively easy income at a professional level. This is the case of billionaire JP 
Getty. 


It is important to examine the ruler of the 2nd house cusp: what sign and house is it 
in and what aspects does it have; simply, to try to see how the person obtains income 
from work. For example, the ruler of house II in house VIII can indicate income 
obtained from public pensions, dividends or business, patrimonial or family income. 
Or at least, there is some interrelation or determination involving house II with the 
other. 
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To manage money or resources from third parties (bankers, businessmen or 
politicians), the VIII house is more important than the II house, which has much less 
importance in its charts. Especially if those managed resources are totally unrelated 
to your own money. Any important transaction, such as requesting a loan, managing 
a commercial discount line, paying large-scale bills, taxes or receiving stock 
dividends, is a matter of the VIII house. House II is the final income from work, but 
financial wealth, even at a potential level, for the credit we deserve or the money 
from a possible company of ours, is more than house VIII. An entrepreneur can have 
a weak house II but have a very high inflow and outflow if he manages money from 
his own company (house VIII); Even often their own bills are paid thanks to the VIII 
house, not with the II house, as it happens among merchants and small businessmen 
or entrepreneurs. 


The competent American astrologer Lois Rodden, whom I got to know and deal with, 
exchanging birth data of well-known characters, studied in the past everything 
related to the profession, from an astrological prism. She suggests, among many 
other things, some of the points and ideas that I write down below: 


Those employed by others, those employed by others, have Sun in aspect to the 
second or sixth house, plus Mercury aspecting to the second and sixth house, second 
and tenth house, or sixth and tenth house. They also have Venus, Neptune or Moon 
(soft planets) in angular houses or in conjunction with the angles. The ruler of the VI 
in the X house or the ruler of the X in the VI also inclines us to work for others as 
employees. 


According to Lois Rodden, we tend to be freelancers or freelancers if the Sun, Mars, 
Pluto, or Uranus are in angular houses or angular conjunctions, strongly aspected to 
other planets. Also the ruler of the X house tends to be angular. 


On a personal level I can add that, for example, a Uranus squaring the MC tends 
towards independent or rare professions. It is not that I refer only to my own case, 
but that I have observed it in many other cases. 


In businessmen or bosses, the Sun tends to be at an angle. The sign or aspects it has 
are not so important. Support for the MC or its regent should also be expected, in 
the form of determining aspects. Also connections of these with economic houses. 
For family or small businesses, where the family assets are the business, it is 
possible to find some link with House IV. 


As for entrepreneurs, successful businessmen and businessmen who have 
reached very high places, most of them have a T Square in their chart, rather 
than a Grand Trine. And it is logical: the energy and ambition of the first 
configuration is the best possible engine. In addition, the Grand Trine is 
passive and tends to be easy, to wait for the golden opportunity, which often 
does not come.128 The V House and children 


Study of a sector or house: the V house and its children 
About whether or not the person will have children: 


A fixed rule cannot be established, since some people have the main indicators very 
well disposed and do not have children. All in all, the most sensible thing to do is to 
study the aspects to the cusp of the V house, since it seems to be the most obvious: 
inharmonious aspects of malefics to said cusp, especially by conjunction or 
opposition, seem to hinder offspring or, in the case of having it , tend to have some 
kind of problem in this regard: health, accidents or others. The ruler of this house 
can also be studied: if it has inharmonious aspects, for example. The sign of the cusp 


does not seem to be important or determining in this sense. After studying 190 cases, 
it is also not very clear about the physical presence of one planet or another in this 
house, although it seems prudent to consider the location of Saturn, Neptune and 
Pluto, and perhaps Mars, as negative in this sense. The Sun seems to limit descent 
on a quantitative level. In short, all these factors must be assessed together. And it 
should be seen as one more sector or house that can be analyzed from the usual 
indicators, evidencing here that astrology is an art-science and not an exact science. 


Observe the highlights of 39 case studies of people without children: 


-In 24 cases out of 39 the cusp of the V house was in inharmonious aspect (0°, 90°, 
180°) with Mars, Pluto, Neptune and Saturn; and to a much lesser extent, with 
Uranus and the Sun. 


-In 18 cases out of 39, the ruler of the V house was in an inharmonious aspect (0°, 
90°, 180°) with Mars, Pluto, Neptune and Saturn; 

and to a much lesser extent, with Uranus and the Sun. Sometimes, in a bad cosmic 
state or in conjunction with the cusp of the 12th house. 


-In 13 cases out of 39 there were planets like Mars, Pluto, Neptune, Saturn, Uranus 
or the Sun in the V house. 


It is important to point out that only in 6 cases out of 39 were there no clear 
indications, according to the rules or trends that I have just listed. Only with these 
indications, preferably in their joint evaluation, weighing and pondering everything, 
it can already be seen if a radix is unfavorable to have offspring. 


There are accessory conclusions, such as in a specific case in which Pluton on the 
cusp of the V house apparently propitious for a son of the native to die in an 
accident. In another case, Mars in opposition to the cusp of the V house possibly 
caused the native's son to be born with a serious congenital disease. 


In a second sample of 190 cases, I have been able to verify that, apparently, in 
people without children it is slightly more frequent to find the V house occupied by 
one or more planets, although I do not know if it is really statistically significant. 


Regarding the zodiac signs on the cusps, for 190 cases studied, the most frequent 
signs on the cusp of the V house in people without children are Gemini, Sagittarius, 
Cancer and Capricorn. With the exception of Geminis (25 cases), the others do not 
offer a result much higher than the expected average. The most fertile signs, in this 
sense, seem to be Libra (7 cases), Aries, Leo and Virgo. 


Regarding the sex of the children or the predominant sex: 


Obviously, the fact that there is a masculine sign on the cusp of the V house and the 
individual has sons or that he has a feminine sign on the cusp and has daughters is 
not operative here. 

The author of this work has two sons, male, and Cancer on the cusp of the V house. It 
also does not work in the letter of King Juan Carlos I, with Leo (male sign) on the 
cusp of the V house and with a predominance of daughters among his offspring. And 
that the ruler of the cusp of the V is in a masculine or feminine sign does not help 
here either. Diana of Wales, who had two sons, has the cusp of the 5th house in 
Aries, her ruler, Mars, being in a feminine sign (Virgo). It also doesn't work in the 
case of King George VI of England, who had two daughters: the ruler of his V house 
was in a masculine sign. The uselessness of this rule is more obvious if we compare 
two characters who both have the cusp of the V house in the sign of Leo (masculine) 
and its regent (the Sun), in a feminine sign: King Juan Carlos I he has two daughters 
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(female descent predominates), while Gabriel Garcia Marquez, the other character, 
has two sons. 


Within this chapter, in which, as in the previous one, multiple radical astrological 
configurations are considered, I would like to take the opportunity to point out that 
in the reading of any natal chart, what I call dark areas of the chart may arise. These 
are native configurations that are not very clear and that do not respond to anything 
that, apparently, can be related to the character or the destiny of the native. For 
example, a Neptune in IV or a Pluto in VIII. Generally, they are slow planets in dark 
areas of the chart, which do not allow a direct reading, but rather it is better to 
develop them in the consultation, based on what the client says or asks in relation to 
the sector itself. Be that as it may, in a direct, non-interactive analysis, it is better to 
ignore this type of configuration, since they often do not contribute anything; 
sometimes they are potential or hidden configurations of the card. For example, 
Napoleon III had 4 planets in the 2nd house, which can hardly be connected to his 
biography. And the same with respect to certain regencies and other indirect 
configurations.

Introduction 


The present study, as a documentary and astrological investigation, has the purpose 
of determining the true horoscope of Peru; its birth as a country, from an astrological 
point of view. 


I am aware that a good number of Peruvian astrologers have been handling a 
national horoscope for years. However, in our discipline, not only is any 
reconsideration about the data and tools that we use in our daily practice, for a given 
moment, healthy, but it also becomes essential to be able to evolve and progress 
within our field. 


It is necessary, as astrologers, to know our maximum astrological referent, at a 
national level: the country's horoscope. However, in order to interpret and predict 
correctly, it is essential to have accurate birth data and a rectified time. And in this 
work, I expose my rectification of the horoscope of Peru, obtained through the most 
advanced predictive techniques and with the help of a specialized astrological 
software to rectify birth hours with the help of 
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I also introduce, transversally, an important consideration: the validity of the 
domination by the Topocentric System, the true system of houses. 


In this study I also expose a surprising reality: certain historical events of the past, 
related to what we now know as Peru, keep a close relationship with the rectified 
horoscope that I present in this work, after said events. 


The horoscope of a country 


In world astrology, there is a section that we call "mundane horoscopes", which 
includes the horoscopes of countries, political regimes -such as monarchy or 
republic-, constitutions, the horoscope of the head of state, the beginning of a 
political mandate or cities , among other relevant horoscopes at a national or global 
level. Here, according to the study at hand, we are going to treat the horoscope of 
the country. It is appropriate, then, to address this type of national horoscope, 
showing what information it can provide us, both at an interpretive and predictive 
level, from an astrological point of view. 


The horoscope of a country represents, in some way, the political, economic, social 
or cultural framework of a certain nation. It reflects all aspects of a given physical 
space. It encompasses everything that, at a national level, can condition its 
inhabitants. This horoscope conditions, then, the individual horoscopes, which are 
subject to the national astrological reality.

The date that is usually taken as valid for the birth of a country is usually varied: 
spontaneous proclamations of states, such as that of Israel in 1948, transfers of 
sovereignty from one state to another, such as the case of Cuba in 1902, constituent 
assemblies, union or segregation of two or more states and other political formulas. 
Unfortunately, it is not always possible to have the national horoscope for a given 
country. Sometimes, as in the case of Spain, we do not know at what precise moment 
this country began to function as a single state. In other cases, as in Peru itself, there 
are different candidate dates to be part of the country's horoscope. 


As I have pointed out previously, the national horoscope can offer us information 
about the political, social, economic or cultural reality of the country itself. 
Astrologically, we can interpret this horoscope to extract all the juice, all the 
information that, keeping our distance, we obtain when examining an individual's 
horoscope. And beyond the interpretation of this horoscope, also at a predictive level 
we can find out what can be expected in the immediate or distant future of said 
country. Everything that affects the geographic space of the state, everything that 
happens within it, must be appropriately reflected in time, through Transits, Primary 
and Secondary Directions, Solar Returns and other predictive techniques. 


In relation to the interpretation of this type of horoscope, we must keep in mind that, 
with respect to an individual horoscope, there are some differences in the planetary 
symbolism and in the meaning of the different houses or sectors. However, 
interpreting the horoscope of a country does not offer any difficulty. 


Next, I will expose in a synthetic way the generic meaning of the planets and the 
houses in the horoscope of a country: 
planets 


Sun: Shows the basic, essential nature of the country. It also represents the supreme 
authority, the head of state, the prime minister, the power. 

Luna: The people, the masses, women, social issues. 

Mercury: Communications, commerce, markets. 

Venus: Social and mundane life, the arts, peace, comfort. 

Mars: The industry, the activity of the country, the army, the war, the violence. 


Jupiter: The law, the bourgeoisie, the clergy, high finance, prosperity in general. 


Saturn: The structure of the state or administration, territorial properties, mines and 
quarries, stagnation, restrictions. 


Uranus: Technology, scientific progress, changes, ethnic groupings. 


Neptune: Navigation, illegal activities, 
disorganization, floods, strikes. 


Pluto: The transformations, the crises, the regeneration capacity, the catastrophes. 


Houses 


House I: The country itself, its general disposition, its image. General characteristics 
of the nation. The Ascendant shows the national character. 

House II: The country's economy, its own resources, the treasury, state values, 
financial organizations. 


House III: Communications, transportation, propaganda, elections, domestic trade, 
the press. 


House IV: Domestic or internal issues of the country. Territorial properties, 


agriculture, monuments, state heritage. 


House V: Sports, cultural manifestations, shows, parties, education, birth rate, 
investments. 


House VI: Administration and bureaucracy, health, public services, factories, 
employment in general, food. 


House VII: Relations with other countries, agreements or treaties, diplomacy, 
conflicts and arbitrations. 


House VIII: Mortality, taxes, profound reforms, financial agreements with other 
countries, public debt. 


House IX: Foreign countries, foreign trade, colonies, distant expeditions, the clergy, 
the law, scientific institutions, universities, emigration. 


House X: The direction of the country, the supreme power, the government, the 
prestige of the country. 


House XI: Allied and protective countries, unions, corporations, associations. 


House XII: Social works, prisons, asylums, hospitals, espionage, plots. 

These are some of the general indications corresponding to the meaning of a planet 
or a house in the horoscope of a country. However, given the clear parallelism that is 
observed both in planets and in houses with respect to the natal horoscope, it is 
enough to apply a simple extrapolation of the meaning of a planet or house to the 
mundane sphere, to obtain a greater richness, a focus at the level of meanings. . As I 
point out in my work on mundane astrology, in the case of a planet, its pure 
symbolism is enough to find an equivalent in this section. For example: Mercury, in a 
national horoscope can mean, in the abstract, intelligence, it can represent 
intellectuals, the literary, journalistic, even scientific world. It also symbolizes 
publications of all kinds, the publishing world and many other meanings, derived 
directly from the planet itself, from its nature and symbolism. In the same way, we 
can extend the meaning of the houses or sectors. As an example, we can point out 
that House XII not only represents ordinary prisons, but all kinds of detention 
centers, such as correctional or reformatories, mental hospitals, clinics, nursing 
homes, hospices or charitable institutions. And on another level, House XII can 
represent all kinds of setbacks on a national scale: epidemics, plagues or disasters in 
general. Obviously, the life of a person or a country is rich, complex, varied, and in 
astrology we must explain a personal or national reality with only twelve signs, 
twelve houses, ten planets and their aspects; therefore, the study of a personal or 
national theme must be approached with a certain breadth, as I have shown. 


At a predictive level, we can also extract a large amount of information from national 
horoscopes. The predictive techniques that are applied in natal or genetic astrology 
are perfectly valid, such as Transits, Primary Directions, Secondary Directions or 
Progressions, PSSR, SRA, Cyclic Charts or the same Solar and Lunar Revolutions. 

In relation to the practical application of this type of technique in the horoscope of a 
country, in this study we will be able to see, later, several real examples, having as 
protagonist the same horoscope of Peru. 


To delve into the study of the horoscopes of countries and other sections, within 
what we understand as mundane astrology, you can consult my work World 
Astrology. 
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Historical considerations about the birth of Peru 


It is impossible to establish a horoscope that encompasses practically the entire 
ancestral Andean culture, all its inhabitants prior to the Christian Era, and other 
cultures that have already disappeared. It is only possible to determine the 
horoscope of modern Peru, of the state that was born as a consequence of an 
emancipation from the mother country, which split from the viceroyalty, which cut its 
colonial umbilical cord, so to speak. However, this Peru really encompasses and 
represents the Andean culture as well as the modern urban culture of the big 
Peruvian cities of the 21st century. This state is heir to the men and women who 
inhabited this same land hundreds and thousands of years ago. The blood of those 
first settlers, their phylogenetic roots, has been perpetuated through new 
generations, until today. Therefore, if it is possible to find a horoscope that faithfully 
reflects the cultural, social, economic or political reality of this country, even 
transferred to the 21st century. And it is necessary, as astrologers, to know our 
maximum astrological referent, at the national level: the nation's natal chart, the 
country's horoscope. 


However, one of the problems facing the astrologer is: what date to take as the birth 
of the state itself? In many countries, it is not clear when the state was born as such. 
As I have pointed out in the section where I explained the astrological reality of the 
country itself, in some countries, due to its antiquity or complex historical 
circumstances, it is not possible to establish the precise moment in which the 
astrological mechanism was put into operation. It is not always feasible to locate the 
instant in which that cosmic clock began to work, when a state was proclaimed; This 
is the case of Spain, since we do not know when Castile and Aragon, as independent 
kingdoms, began to function as a single state, Spain. Key dates or moments are not 
lacking, from a historical point of view; but as the great Goethe said, gray is all 
theory and green the golden tree of life. They are all hypotheses and theories. 


With Peru, being a relatively modern, young country, less than two hundred years 
old, the dates and historical events are fresher , yes, more accessible for the 
historian and for the astrologer. Here, we have several candidate dates to be part of 
the day modern Peru was born. I know that the Peruvian astrologer handles, mostly, 
the date of July 28, 1821, but we must rethink everything again before accepting this 
date blindly. Nor does there exist, at the international level, a minimal consensus 
about which horoscope to use for Peru. It may be a lack of information or knowledge 
on the part of the foreign astrologer, but to realize this, I refer you to a classic work 
on national horoscopes: The Book of World Horoscopes. This book, whose author is 
the well-known British astrologer Nicholas Campion, is a monumental compilation of 
country horoscopes; hundreds and hundreds of data on the foundation of states, 
ancient and modern. Well, in the section on Peru, this author presents us with two 
proposals, two possible horoscopes for Peru. The first, for July 28, 1821, adjourned at 
12 noon, because the author did not know the moment when the proclamation of the 
state took place. The second horoscope that he proposes is for December 9, 1824, at 
10 am (local time), in Ayacucho (Peru). This date corresponds to the Battle of 
Ayacucho. According to Campion, this last horoscope, raised for the moment in 
which said battle ended, is taken as the moment of the complete independence of 
Peru. This author says, literally: "The conclusion of the battle is taken as the moment 
of complete independence in Peru...". In truth, we can accept that with this victory of 
the independentistas against the royalist troops, the Spanish Crown ended the 
colonial occupation and the war in Peru. However, Spain did not recognize the 
independence of this country until August 14, 1879, when in Paris (France) it signed 
the Spain-Peru Peace and Friendship Treaty with Peru. So, why not take the date of 
August 14, 1879 as the true, historical and astrological emancipation of this Andean 


country? After all, although the Spanish troops abandoned Peruvian territory at the 
end of 1824, they did not stop claiming, actively or passively, this former Spanish 
colony. Why not take as the beginning of the voyage of this ship that is modern Peru 
the date on which the Independence Act was signed, signed on July 15, 1821? In this 
way, we have four possible dates from which it is possible to raise a horoscope that 
represents this beautiful Andean country. Although in reality only one of them is 
valid, astrologically speaking, as a national chart. 


Well then, my opinion, which I am going to reason, illustrate and support 
immediately with some considerations and ideas, is that the true horoscope of Peru 
must be erected for the precise moment in which national independence was 
proclaimed: exactly on July 28, 1821. Yes, I clearly agree with the local astrologer: 
this is the date on which we must build the national horoscope. Later we will see for 
what time it is necessary to calculate it and what I base it on to decide on a specific 
hour. Furthermore, we will see a rectification of the time based on different technical 
procedures, typical of our discipline, but which, in any case, do not lead us to greatly 
modify the time of the national horoscope. 


My proposal and personal bet is supported, beyond one's own conviction, experience 
or performance, so to speak, what does the horoscope raised for this date give of 
itself, in a more objective fact: a historical-astrological background, a parallelism 
conclusively, which invites us to accept this thesis: the horoscope of the United 
States of America and the historical circumstances surrounding the independence of 
the powerful neighbor to the north. 


Behold: no astrologer disputes in the United States or in any part of the globe that 
the horoscope of the United States must be calculated for July 4, 1776. There are 
discrepancies about the time in which it must be calculated, as some astrologers 
defend a Gemini Ascendant and others an Ascendant in the sign of Sagittarius, but 
practically no one disputes the day. Moreover, throughout more than two hundred 
years of events, since that distant July 4th, said American horoscope has been totally 
effective and valid, beyond theories and assumptions. And going back to that date, 
July 4, 1776, we must remember that after the Declaration of Independence, signed 
on that date in Congress, the fight against the English troops still continued. Indeed, 
beyond the time of that mythical date of July 1776, the English Crown still did not 
accept, in any way, the initiative of a group of notables from the new continent. Even 
a few weeks later, on August 22 of that same year, the British defeated Washington's 
army in the Battle of Long Island. And so the warfare continued. Still in October 
1777, the date of the battle fought in Saratoga (New York), they fought against each 
other to defend their land. It was not until September 3, 1783 that the Treaty of Paris 
was signed, by which England recognized the independence of the United States of 
America. Curiously, it was in Paris (France), the place where independence was 
recognized; in the same place where almost a century later, Spain would recognize 
Peru as an independent nation. 


As we have seen, we have a clear example of astrological radicalism, if I may use the 
expression, in the horoscope of the United States; and its history, like that of Peru, 
shows the continuity of the war of independence after it was proclaimed. There may 
even be a subsequent occupation, annexation or partial loss of territory, but its 
horoscope, as is well known in the North American case, is still valid. Once the 
astrological mechanism has been set in motion, when the popular will, spontaneously 
or plannedly, but mostly, decides to proclaim its independence by acclamation, 
symbolically staged by means of an act or a planned proclamation, as in the case of 
José de San Martin y Peru, when it shows an irrevocable will to be born as a country, 
detaching itself from a colonial yoke, from a suffocating protectorate or from an 
exploitative viceroyalty, there is no turning back. We have seen it in the United 
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States of America, with its horoscope, effective and indisputable, and it can be 
demonstrated with the horoscope of Peru, established for the day its independence 
was proclaimed. 


Before focusing on the case at hand, the horoscope of Peru, it may be interesting to 
reinforce the central idea that defends the radicality or importance of the moment in 
which the independence of a country is declared with an idea and transversal 
argumentation. A non-astrological opinion, but learned and intelligent at the same 
time; is the voice of the great scientific and cultural popularizer Isaac Asimov, who in 
his magnificent work Chronology of the World, an extensive interpretation of the 
history of humanity -no less rigorous for this-, tells us: “On July 4, 1776, the Second 
Congress adopted and signed a Declaration of Independence, founding the United 
States of America. Although the Declaration was not effective until the end of the 
war, it is customary to consider that the United States constitutes an independent 
nation from that day...”. Asimov's words endorse, from another perspective, the 
validity, at different levels, of the Proclamation of Independence as the true 
beginning of a country's journey. 


In another order of things, the symbolic value of that date is not negligible either; 
Thus, at the official and popular level, the whole of a nation, whether American or 
Peruvian, feels as their own the 4th of July and the 28th of July, respectively. And in 
the case of Peru, it is not only a holiday, as is usually the universal norm in every 
self-respecting country, but in this case, July 28 is taken as the day of the 
inauguration of the new president of the nation. ; That's how it has been, saving 
some dark historical parentheses of the last decades, in the last decades; at least, 
until the first term of F. Belaunde Terry, who took office on July 28, 1963. 


But there is more: this time, on the astrological level. In the case of Peru, if we 
accept the hypothesis of July 28 as correct, this translates into an ecliptic position for 
the Sun, due to its regularity, approximately 5 degrees from the sign of Leo. In 
accordance with this, we should find a sufficient number of notable Peruvian men 
and women, within the political, military, social, cultural or sports fields, with 
synastric ties between their respective horoscopes and this hypothetical national 
Sun, worth the expression. In other words: we should find aspects of 0°, 60° and 
120° between radical factors of relevant characters in Peruvian life, past and 
present, and the Sun at 5° of Leo of the country's horoscope. This should be 
especially noticeable for parents or national heroes, national heroes, presidents or 
prominent political figures. Well, and is it really so? We can start with what is 
perhaps the greatest national hero of Peru, Admiral Miguel Grau (n. 07-27-1834), 
who was born with his natal Sun conjunct the Sun of Peru (orb of 1°), identifying 
himself to the maximum with the homeland, therefore; and his native Jupiter applied 
a sextile to the national Sun, giving brilliance and honor to his country. We can 
continue with the father of the nation, Jose de San Martin (n. 02-25-1778), with natal 
Mars trine to the national Sun. And with Fernando Belaunde Terry (n. 10-7-1912), 
constitutional president for two terms, with natal Jupiter trine to the national Sun, 
with Alan Garcia (n. 05-23-1949), president for two non-consecutive terms, with the 
natal Sun in sextile to the national Sun or with Alberto Fujimori (n. 07-28-1938), 
president for ten consecutive years, with an ambivalent combination: his natal Sun in 
conjunction with the national Sun and natal Mars in conjunction with the national 
Sun , with Alejandro Toledo (n. 03-28-1946), president for one term, with the native 
Sun trine to the national Sun and, finally, with another example of someone outside 
the institutional sphere, despite his political dalliances in the past: Mario Vargas 
Llosa (b. 03-28-1936), famous Peruvian writer and candidate for the nation's 
presidency in 1990, with the natal Sun trine to the national Sun. 


We should also find an inharmonious synastry between the Sun and the horoscope of 


Peru in general, with respect to the radical factors of the chart of other countries 
with which it has been at war in the past. And really, it is like this: in the case of 
Chile (n. 02-12-1818), a country that has had armed conflicts with Peru in the past, 
the first thing that attracts attention is that it has the Sun in Aquarius, while Peru 
has the king star in the opposite sign, in Leo. But the most important thing, in my 
opinion, in relation to possible conflicts between these neighboring countries, is that 
the planet Uranus of Chile is located exactly on the sensitive axis III-IX of the chart 
of Peru, which is precisely related to relations with neighboring countries, at the 
same time that said planet applies an opposition to the planet Mars of Peru, a violent 
combination, without a doubt. It is also interesting to assess the _ historical 
relationship between the capital, Lima (n. 01-18-1535), with the Sun in Aquarius, and 
Peru itself, with the opposite Sun: at home, in Leo. 


To reaffirm the validity of July 28, 1821, as the date on which modern Peru begins its 
historical journey, I propose a curious exercise: review and analyze the emotional 
words of San Martin when proclaiming Independence and compare them with the 
horoscope of Peru, which obviously is the faithful reflection of the position of the 
planets in the sky for that precise moment. Well then, you will observe that in the 
manner of an amazing triangulation, the words declaimed by San Martin reflect the 
sky of the moment and this, in turn, logically determines the horoscope of the 
moment, which from then on will become the horoscope of Peru itself. That is, 
everything is interrelated, astrally. Look, then, at the words of this national hero: 


“Peru from this moment is free and independent, by the general will of the peoples 
and by the justice of its cause, which God defends....". 


And now, notice these words: 


1. “.by the general will.”. Will: Sun 
2. “of the peoples.”. People/s: Moon. 
3. “and for justice.”. Justice: Libra. 


In the national horoscope (see below), Sun and Moon, both domiciled and angular, in 
the X house, are one of the most relevant configurations on the national map. In 
addition, both luminaries (Sun and Moon) are in conjunction and the phrase unites 
both sentences: "...by the general will (Sun) of the peoples (Moon)". And Libra is the 
sign that ascends (the Ascendant) on the eastern horizon of the place where 
Independence was proclaimed. Of course, the rising sign is another key configuration 
in every horoscope. 


Note that the first part of this famous proclamation (“Peru from this moment is free 
and independent.”), can be separated from the second, which we have broken down 
and analyzed astrologically. The first sentence is the true Jeitmotif of the act of 
independence itself, it places us in a physical context and its imminent circumstance. 


Thus, we have an astrological picture that is coherent and consistent with the 
historical moment that took place in the old Plaza de Armas of Lima, on a July 
morning almost two centuries ago. 

Finally, I want to point out that there are more elements that point to the validity of 
this date as a national horoscope. Thus, it is notorious that there are sensitive areas, 
at the zodiacal level, for the horoscope erected for this date: around 29° Aries, where 
the Jupiter-Saturn conjunction is found, or over 29° Sagittarius, where the Uranus- 
Neptune conjunction. Also at 29° of Cancer, where we find the Moon. All these points 
frequently receive planetary transits in events or facts relevant to the country, 
positive or negative. 


At this point, with this elementary historical and astrological investigation, we can 
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confirm on what day, month, year and place Peru was born as such. But, at what time 
did it happen? Astrologers know that, without the time of birth, it is not possible to 
trace a person's horoscope; we only have the planetary positions of the day of birth. 
In these cases, we usually calculate the positions of the Sun, the Moon and the 
planets for 12 noon, in order to minimize errors in the zodiacal location of the 
different stars and, especially, of the Moon, which, being faster , can even change 
sign. However, studying this solar equation, to name it somehow, does not make 
much sense; We will only be able to extract very general information and, at a 
predictive level, the limitation will not be minor. The Ascendant, the Midheaven, the 
house cusps could not be located; We will not have the planetary positions in the 
houses or sectors and other configurations, such as the planetary aspects to the 
angles, cannot be valued. In the case of the horoscope of a country, without knowing 
the time in which it was established or proclaimed, we will be in the same situation; 
We will only have a very limited percentage of astrological information. 


Returning for a moment to the astrological section related to the horoscopes of 
countries, we must be aware that in the case of a proclamation of independence of a 
country, spontaneous or planned, it is the moment in which the popular decision to 
become independent is irrevocably formulated, to cut the umbilical cord with the 
mother country, to achieve full sovereignty as a state, when independence begins, de 
facto. From that moment on, any previous law or governmental provision referring to 
Spanish domination, in this case, is annulled or omitted in practice. Thus, the 
previous administration technically disappears and the new national governing body, 
of whatever type, enters into action. And the proclamation of independence, in the 
case at hand, occurred at the precise moment that San Martin pronounced his 
words. 


In accordance with this and in relation to Peru, now it is only possible to discover or 
verify, where appropriate, the exact moment in which said proclamation occurred. 
But, do we know what hour and minute Saint Martin pronounced his famous words? 
What does history say about it? Well, the chroniclers of the time and the works that 
can be studied in relation to this page of history, are not very explicit in this type of 
detail that often borders on mere curiosity. It is not frequent to find the exact record 
in which the signing of a treaty, of a constitution or magna carta or of the 
proclamation of independence of a state occurs. At least, in historical events of this 
type that already have more than a century of history. Remember the case of the 
United States of America: there is no absolute certainty, and proof of this are the 
different times proposed by the same North American astrologers. However, in the 
case of Peru, we have the enormous fortune of being able to locate, with a certain 
approximation, the moment in which San Martin uttered his words. Indeed, we have 
some reliable sources that point to a more than acceptable hourly delimitation, for 
our astrological purposes. However, it is not a fact that has been excessively 
publicized; not even the book The book of world horoscopes, by N. Campion, knows 
this information. What's more, in fact, for history books, which look for big headlines 
and round dates, specifying an hour and minute for such an event is a trivial matter. 
It can be assumed, then, that only a minority, related to history through their 
profession or hobby, knows the facts that I will detail below. I am aware that part of 
the Peruvian astrological collective handles this same information and asserts it in 
the national horoscope; at least, with an acceptable approximation. However, the 
research astrologer is obliged to investigate on his own and not blindly accept 
information that is not clearly referenced. In any case, if we keep in mind that the 
day on which the national horoscope should rise is also doubtful, as we have seen 
previously, with different candidate dates, the question becomes more complicated. 


Well, my starting point to determine, historically, the time when independence was 
proclaimed, begins with the consultation of documents of the time, original or 


through transcription, ancient and modern. Fortunately, from the place where I 
usually study and work, Barcelona (Spain), to the Peruvian archives and 
bibliographical sources, thousands and thousands of kilometers are no longer 
mediating in the 21st century, with an entire ocean and the Andean mountain range 
in between. . Today, for the astrological researcher, many works, minutes and all 
kinds of documents have been digitized and, with the magic of information 
technology and the Internet, are at their disposal: on our work table, on our 
computer screen. . In my particular case and in this particular investigation, this has 
made it possible for it to be feasible or, at least, it has saved me a lot of time. It is 
true that in Spain there are numerous bibliographic and documentary funds, with 
material that deals with the time and geographical area studied; especially, when the 
Spanish Crown was a direct witness and an intervening party in the events to which I 
am referring in this study, related to the independence of Peru. But not even in the 
fabulous National Library of Madrid can we find a simple copy of the original act of 
independence of Peru, an original, authentic document, dated July 15, 1821. Today, it 
is digitized and the researcher, academic or not, can see it in color, with a high 
resolution, and even print it on paper. It is no longer necessary to go to the Library 
of the Municipality of Lima, which is where this document is physically located. 


Returning to the common thread of this investigation, regarding the investigation of 
the precise time in which the proclamation occurred, it is necessary to establish a 
basic chronology of the political and social events prior to July 28, 1821: 


First, and as a consequence of the emancipatory wave that Latin America was 
experiencing in the first decades of the 19th century and of certain internal or local 
events, the people of Peru came to the conclusion that the time had come to cut their 
ties with the mother country; It is time to become independent, to get rid of the 
colonial yoke and to decide for yourself at all levels. To this end, Jose de San Martin 
acts as a liberator, serving as a catalyst for the popular will. To do this, he formally 
addresses the City Council in Lima, entrusting it with the task of summoning a 
genuine representation of the people of Peru, through the participation of a series of 
personalities from the political, social or ecclesiastical spheres and in order to decide 
and, in In such a case, sign a document expressing the decision to become 
independent from Spain. And so it happens: in a session of the Cabildo Abierto, 
presided over by the Mayor of the Town Hall, the Archbishop representing the 
Church and the people, represented by a group of notables from the until then 
viceroyalty, approve and sign the Act of Independence on the 15th. July 1821. It is 
also provided that the official proclamation of Independence will take place on July 
28, 1821. 


Continuing with the Independence plan, the architects of this liberation movement, 
with San Martin at the head, summon the people, by means of a "bando" and through 
personal invitations, to the acts of the Proclamation, which will take place on 
Saturday, July 28, 1821, in the main squares. 

The invitations that circulated between institutions and individuals, said (literal 
transcription): 


“The City Council of this capital informs you that on Saturday the 28th of your ruler, 
at ten o'clock in the morning, your Independence from Spanish domination and other 
nations is proclaimed, and on the following day thanks are given to the Most High for 
such an inestimable benefit with a solemn mass in the Holy Cathedral Church, so 
that it serves to accompany him in both acts, as a sign of his patriotism, and after the 
mass, attend the Chapter House to take the oath if he had not signed the act of 15 of 
the current ". 


As can be seen, here we already have an indication of the time when the 
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proclamation of Independence will take place: 10 am in the morning. Until now, we 
knew for sure the day, the month, the year and the place; At this point, we can add - 
albeit with caution- the scheduled time for this crucial public act. We are close to 
being able to specify the data that will allow us to raise the legitimate national 
horoscope of this country. 


However, although the proclamation and invitation indicates the scheduled start 
time of the great event, we know that this time may be subject to delays. It does not 
seem likely that the timing was advanced; One can only expect a delay in the 
proclamation of San Martin. Logically, the people are summoned at a certain time 
and it is not likely that the group of notables who acted as officiators, with the 
Liberator of Peru at their head, would come forward at the time they themselves 
proposed. The scheduled time, ten in the morning on a Saturday, does not invite the 
main actors of the act to come forward either; perhaps it would be different from 
calling the event at five in the afternoon. In events like this, a delay in the planned 
program is acceptable and even usual; not so a possible advance, which would be 
inelegant, not to say ridiculous. 

In my research to find the true horoscope of Peru, I must confess that there came a 
time when, without waiting any longer, I calculated the national map for 10 o'clock in 
the morning (local time), as a starting point. Rationally, he could accept that the 
proclamation of San Martin would have taken place at that time, with a difference of 
a few minutes. It was not the first time that the historical chronicles showed the birth 
time of a nation without margin of error; In this regard, the case of the State of 
Israel, founded in 1948, is illustrative. But intuitively, he harbored the possibility of a 
delay in the scheduled time; above all, because it is a public act, not a protocol 
signature of a few. However, it was when I submitted the horoscope to the planetary 
transits for the few important historical events that, at that stage of my research, I 
had of this nation when I was able to verify that it was very probable that the angles 
and cusps of the houses were located a few degrees more forward; We will see this in 
the next section. Obviously, that meant having to delay the time of the proclamation, 
although not excessively. At this stage of my study, pardon the pun, it was not yet 
appropriate to subject the national horoscope to a purely astrological rectification . I 
understand that, above all, historical rigor must prevail and only when the 
arguments of history, official or unofficial data, verifiable elements, vestiges and 
evidence are exhausted, it is possible to resort to astrological techniques to correct 
or rectify - in our jargon- the time of birth, whether of a person or a nation. Thus, he 
proceeded to further investigate everything related to that historic day: chronicles, 
modern transcriptions and even contemporary interpretations and recreations of that 
moment; Everything could serve to illuminate a well-traced and straight path, yes, 
since it started at an official time, but it was not exempt from some shadows. 


The next step, beyond reading and searching through old chronicles, vague and 
imprecise, at the hourly level it is understood, necessarily consisted of consulting 
this historical question with some specialists in the field. Of course, a historian 
handles a bibliography and some sources that, due to their specialization, are not 
generally within the reach of a researcher from another field, an astrologer or, 
simply, a layman in the field. And of course, it was preferable, if not essential, to 
have the opinion of local historians based in Peru, especially learned in the history of 
their country and, if possible, of the period in question. For this purpose, I contacted 
Mr. Arturo Gomez Alarcon, a graduate in Education from UNMSM and a history 
professor, who could only confirm that the act did indeed take place on Saturday the 
28th at mid-morning. I then wrote to D. Juan Luis Orrego Penagos, historian and 
professor at the Pontificia Universidad Catolica del Peru, in Lima, in addition to 
being the author of a book and articles on this period in the history of Peru. As an 
expert in the history of this country, especially from the period from Independence to 


the 20th century, I asked him about the circumstances surrounding that memorable 
day. But before transcribing part of my query and the answer that he kindly gave me, 
I will record a historical review that Mr. Orrego writes or transcribes, based on other 
historical sources, in his blog, dedicated to the history of Peru. Given its extension, I 
will extract what in my opinion is most relevant to the topic at hand: 


“The act, in pure viceregal style, began at about 10 o'clock. in the morning, when 
San Martin left the Palace of the Viceroys as part of an impressive parade (...) 
Continuing with the procession, he arrived at a huge tabladillo that had been erected 
in the Plaza de Armas, in the direction of the Cabildo ( to the portal of Notaries). The 
authorities took their places in it and the Marques de Montemira handed over the 
flag to its creator. San Martin received it and, waving it before the crowd, 
pronounced his famous prayer: Peru, is from this moment free and independent...". 


Note that if the chronicler tells us that San Martin leaves the 

Palace of the Viceroys at 10 am, the act of proclamation itself had to take place later. 
We can imagine the route until reaching the tabladillo in the Plaza de Armas, but we 
don't know if he stopped or took a detour to visit another place first. In addition, 
taking into account that a crowd of thousands and thousands of people, summoned 
for 10 o'clock in the morning, was crowded in the streets, this possibly forced to stop 
or slow down the march of the liberating entourage; Both because the square or 
public thoroughfare was crowded, making it difficult to pass, as well as for eventual 
displays of affection, which I suppose were reciprocated by the entourage. This is, 
certainly, my assumption, but even if it were not so, the fact of starting the march at 
the same time as the call, added to a route that we do not know until it reaches the 
platform arranged in the Plaza de Armas, plus the ritual Quite a few minutes could 
well have passed before dismounting, greeting other personalities who were waiting 
for him, and settling into his place, before hoisting the flag and pronouncing the 
immortal words. And therein lies the question: how many minutes could pass. 


Regarding the exact time this historical event could have taken place, in my letter 
dated January 19, 2009, addressed to Mr. Juan Luis Orrego, I asked him precisely 
what, taking into account that San Martin left the Palace at 10 o'clock, for all that I 
have pointed out above, we should understand that the proclamation was extended 
beyond the scheduled time, possibly at 10:30 or even 11 o'clock. Mr. Orrego 
responded to me in these terms (literal extract): 


“In fact, it is difficult to know exactly the time when the proclamation of San Martin 
took place in the Plaza de Armas in Lima. Taking into account the sources, which 
spare details in this regard, it is most probable that the little speech took place 
between 10:30 and 11:00 on that Saturday, July 28...". 

For my research, this approximation, which brought me closer to a time for the 
proclamation closer to 11 than to 10 o'clock in the morning, meant beginning to 
make sense of the first astrological evidence. The Transits, a predictive and basic 
rectification technique in our discipline, already pointed out before being aware of 
this, at a time that was beginning to be more than possible right now. 


From a historical point of view, that glorious July 28 culminated with a series of 
protocol acts, in addition to the popular celebration. In any case, the fact of 
endorsing in other public squares the act of independence itself or the solemn mass 
the following day or the same oath of fidelity to the nation, by some members of the 
Lima upper class, are not astrologically important. : the astrological mechanism had 
already been set in motion; Peru had already been born as a country. 


As a recapitulation, to end this section, we can point out that we now know that Peru 
was born, astrologically, on July 28, 1821, between 10:30 and 11 in the morning 
(local time) in Lima. 
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The rectification of the national horoscope 


The next step in this astrological investigation, leaving behind historical documents, 
minutes, chronicles of the time and other elements more typical of a historian than 
an astrologer, will be to rectify the horoscope. 


Now it is appropriate to coldly and rationally apply the astrological tools, in order to 
validate the national horoscope of Peru. This implies, in turn, adjusting, correcting 
the birth time, in a complex process, typical of a more elaborate or sophisticated 
astrology. It is the rectification of the horoscope, a technical procedure that allows, 
by means of one or more techniques, to find out the hour, the minute and even the 
second of the time in which a person or a country was born. This result in time is 
obtained indirectly, by applying certain predictive techniques, such as Transits, in 
the study of important events in the history of the person or, as in this case, of Peru. 
Thus, by operating with angles and cusps of houses, in their measurement in 
degrees, minutes and seconds of arc, by adjusting those to the events studied, we 
can convert arc measurements into time. In this way, advancing or delaying the 
positions of the angles and cusps of houses, supposes, in turn, advancing or delaying 
the time of birth, which, in this case, would be the proclamation of independence. 


The rectification of the horoscope is absolutely essential if we want to practice a 
rigorous and effective astrology; both at the level of interpretation and prediction. If 
we do not operate with the true natal time, we will be interpreting a horoscope with 
domal configurations or with aspects to the angles and cusps of houses that perhaps 
do not exist; and we will stop seeing other configurations or aspects that really exist. 
With an incorrect natal time, astrological predictions can be wrong in months or 
years, since we give as correct some angles and cusps of houses that can be wrong in 
their zodiacal location. Thus, an accurate prediction is the product of starting from a 
true natal time; the astrological gear works perfectly and important events have 
their corresponding reflection in the past, present and future time. 


In a first stage, Iam going to use the Transits to validate and rectify the horoscope of 
Peru. I have exposed this procedure, using planetary transits for it, in my work The 
Astrological Interpretation. To do this, we need a list of important events in the 
country's history, from its founding in 1821 to the present day. In the case of a 
country, events such as victories and defeats in battles, wars and armed conflicts 
with third countries, deaths of presidents or national heroes, coups d'état, 
earthquakes, national catastrophes, serious aviation accidents, constitutional 
changes and, in general, any important fact, notorious at a historical level. In 
general, to rectify a horoscope, 15 to 20 important events can be enough, depending 
on the period of time to adjust the birth time. 


In this specific case and in relation to the time, we start from a double certainty: the 
one that history offers us, as we have seen, by historians and chroniclers of the time 
and, secondarily, by the traditional assignment of a specific hour that the Peruvian 
astrologer considers valid, even if it is approximate. In the first case, history tells us 
that the Independence of Peru was proclaimed between 10 and 11 in the morning 
(local time), approximately. And in the second case, most Peruvian and South 
American astrologers use a natal time for this country that oscillates between 10 and 
12 o'clock, being perhaps more commonly used a chart calculated for approximately 
11 o'clock, also in the morning (16 :00 GMT). In this way, we already have a starting 
point, which will help us to begin to address this important chapter that is 
rectification, in astrological jargon. 


Initially, I began by studying the planetary transits of the slowest planets on some of 
the most important dates in the history of Peru, starting in 1821. I submitted a 


provisional horoscope, calculated for 15:30 AM (GMT), to the test of planetary 
transits, for some important events. Obviously, take this hour (already transferred to 
GMT time) as it is the figure equidistant from the theoretical range that historians 
suggest as the possible hour of the proclamation. And it goes without saying that, for 
the majority of relevant events, we should find an adequate and sufficient reflection 
in the form of planetary transits, in relation to planetary symbolism and angular 
aspects formed with radix factors. For example, in the face of a negative event at the 
national level, for the image of the country at the international level or even at the 
domestic level, we can expect a transit of Saturn in conjunction with the radical 
Midheaven, but we will hardly find Jupiter in transit on this same point of the planet. 
national letter. 


Reviewing some important events of the decades following national independence, 
note that on the date Jose de San Martin died (08-17-1850), Saturn was at 20° 49' 
Aries. And knowing that taking the hypothetical natal time of 15:30 (GMT) it had an 
Ascending-Descending axis at 13° of Libra-Aries, immediately consider a possible 
connection between the position of Saturn by transit with this point of the national 
chart . That is, an aspect by transit of Saturn in conjunction with the radical 
Descendant (or opposition to the Ascendant). On a symbolic level, it is a very 
appropriate transit for the death of this national hero: mourning, pain, sadness and 
other typical meanings of this planetary passage affecting the AS-DS axis of a 
horoscope. However, since the orb for the transit was excessive (7°), it could be 
assumed that the true position of the natal AS-DS axis was located a few degrees 
ahead. Thus, if we provisionally set the Ascendant at 20° 49' of Libra, allowing the 
aspect by transit with orb “0” (exact), this would mean that the time the country was 
born was closer to 11 o'clock than 10 o'clock. hours (local time). Specifically, he 
suggested 15:54 (GMT) as a possible native time. It was certainly a tempting 
combination. However, it was only a first approximation to the horoscope under 
study, rather than a formal application of the rectification technique itself. 


From here, the departure time (15:54 GMT) was the one that offered us an 
Ascendant at about 20° of Libra, approximately. Now it was time to subject this hour 
and provisional horoscope to a long series of events, with their corresponding 
planetary transits, in order to determine if this first correction, carried out with just 
one first important event, also offered a satisfactory result in the rest of the times. 
events. 

And studying the planetary transits for other important events, they clearly showed 
that the AS-DS axis at 20° Libra-Aries was the true axis of Peru's horoscope. 


First I focused on tragic events, shocking for the Peruvian state; specifically, the 
death of presidents of the nation. Here are some examples: 


-President Agustin Gamarra (11-18-1841) dies: Pluton (t) 180° AS (n). 
-President Domingo Nieto (02-17-1844) dies: Pluton (t) 180° AS (n). 
-President Remigio Morales (1-04-1894) dies: Saturn (t) 0° AS (n). 

-Death of President LM Sanchez Cerro (04-30-1933): Pluton (t) 90° AS (n). 


(t): transiting planet. 
(n): Radical factor. 


Certainly, it is surprising to find for the same type of event -the death of the 
president of the nation- inharmonious transits (0°, 90°, 180°) of malefic planets 
(Saturn, Pluto) to the ascending degree, theoretically situated at 20° of Pound. In 
addition, the maximum orb admitted does not exceed 1° 30' of arc. This clearly 
indicates that we are facing the true birth time. 
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But this is not all. For the experienced astrologer or one intending to practice serious 
and rigorous astrology, a few cases should not be enough; It is necessary to continue 
studying more events. 


With this time and provisional Ascendant, at 20° of Libra, we also have a location of 
the MC-IC axis at 16° of Cancer-Capricorn. Thus, before other important events, this 
important axis will also be sensitive to the planetary transits of the moment. In this 
regard, we can show another important event for Peru, a turbulent stage in the 
history of this country, where on the same day two presidents were assassinated: 


-The Presidents Jose Balta and Tomas Gutierrez (07-26-1872) are assassinated on the 
same day: Saturno (t) 0° IC (n). 


AS we Can see, in this case Saturn by transit makes a conjunction to the radical IC, 
with a closed orb, for the horoscope calculated for 15:54 (GMT). 


Well, so far we have seen that for the same type of event, the planetary transits 
pointed to a degree of the zodiac where the angles of the national chart were 
hypothetically located (AS-DS and MC-IC axes). But we can trace other outstanding 
historical events and we will see how, in different ways, depending on the type of 
event, they affect the provisional angles of the Peru chart, which are equivalent to 
the proposed time. 


-Victory in the Battle of Ayacucho (12-9-1824): Urano (t) 0° IC (n). 
-Admiral Grau (8-10-1879) dies: North Node (t) 90° AS (n). 

-Coup d'état (10-3-1968): Saturn (t) 180° AS (n). 

-Return to democracy (07-28-1980): Pluton (t) 0° AS (n). 


-Serious floods, with 600 deaths (01-23-1982): Saturn (t) 0° AS (n). 
-Autogolpe by Alberto Fujimori (04-5-1992): Urano (t) 0° IC (n). 


All these transits, with an orb limited to +- 2° of arc. 


But this is not all. Also the cusps of intermediate houses (II, III, V, VI, VIII, IX, XI and 
XII) should be receptive, sensitive to planetary transits if, as seems evident, we are 
facing the true birth time. However, for this it will be necessary to tame the 
horoscope of Peru with the Topocentric System, which is, in my opinion -based on an 
uninterrupted experience of 20 years as a professional astrologer-, the true system of 
houses. In other words: if we use a domination by Campanus, Koch, Regiomontanus 
or others, we will not be able to detect the transits that aspect the cusps of 
intermediate houses, since they will be shown outside the orb. This is not the case 
with the angles, since they are located in the same zodiacal position in all house 
systems. The consideration about the true system of houses, which I introduce in this 
paper in a transversal way to the main issue, will be discussed in the following 
section. For now, I will show you some examples of planetary transits aspecting the 
intermediate cusps for the (provisional) horoscope of Peru, to reinforce what is 
beginning to be evident at this point in this study: that San Martin proclaimed the 
independence of Peru around 15:54 GMT. 


Examples of events with planetary transits involving the cusps of middle houses (with 
a maximum orb of 2°): 


-End of the Peru-Bolivia Confederation (08-25-1839): Urano (t) 180° C. XII (n). 


-Death of President M. de San Roman (04-3-1863): Mars (t) 90° C. XII (n). 
-Spain invades the Chincha islands (04-14-1864): Uranus (t) 0° C. IX (n). 


-Aviation accident in Cuzco, with 101 deaths (08-09-1970): Saturn (t) 0° C. VIII (n). 


-Release of the hostages of the Japanese Embassy, with numerous deaths (04-22- 
1997): Mars (t) 0° C. XII (n). 


-Explosion and fire in a fireworks shop, with 291 deaths (12-29-2001): Mars (t) 180° 
C. XII (n), Pluto (t) 90° C. XII (n), Uranus ( t) 90°C. VIII (n). 


-Aviation accident in Pucallpa, with 41 deaths (23-08 2005): Pluton (t) 0° C. III (n). 


-Terrorist attack on a military convoy, with 19 deaths (10-10 2008): Saturn (t) 0° C. 
XII (n). 


With this series of relevant events, of different types, it is not only revealed that the 
proposed natal time (15:54 GMT) is the correct one -even requiring a slight 
correction-, but also that the topocentric domination is the true one. 


Note how appropriate the planetary transits are for the different events, according to 
the planetary symbolism combined with the meaning of the corresponding natal 
houses. Thus, we find the natal House IX aspected when events related to foreign 
countries occur. To the natal House III when it comes to issues related to travel and 
displacement. Or to the natal House VIII when numerous people die at the same 
time, in the same event and violently, for different reasons. And to the natal House 
XII for violent, tragic events or for simple failures. Note that we find the natal House 
XII involved when certain events of a negative nature happen to Peru; Here, in 5 
events, we see up to 6 inharmonious transits of malefic planets aspecting this house 
(topocentric cusp). 


And now, allow me a digression: given the obvious, finding ourselves face to face 
with the true horoscope of Peru and with how sensitive the XII House and the rest of 
the angles and houses of its national chart seem to inharmonious planetary transits, I 
wonder if this country could not benefit from competent astrological advice. Through 
this advice, the governing body, at the national or local level, could be warned of 
sensitive periods, likely to lead to a negative fact or event, so that prudence prevails 
in their respective decisions and prevention is practiced. It is an idea that can be 
extrapolated to every country and national letter, of course. Today, it seems 
unthinkable, closer to astrology-fiction than reality, but it may not be long before it 
becomes a reality. 


Returning to the plot line and returning to the rectification of the horoscope of Peru, 
we can confirm that, according to the study of the noted historical events and their 
corresponding planetary transits, quite eloquent, Peru was born on July 28, 1821 at 
3:00 p.m. :54 (GMT). Translated into local time, we can say that the proclamation of 
Independence took place around 10:46 a.m. on that Saturday in July. 


However, like any rectification with Transits, we can only obtain an approximate 
natal time, with a margin or tolerance that can reach several degrees of arc. In time, 
a rectification with this predictive tool can reach a precision of +- 10 minutes. 
Returning to the subject of Peru, this correction of the national horoscope may be 
enough, in principle, to interpret the natal theme and to predict with the same 
Transits or with the Solar Revolution, but it does not allow us to operate with the 
powerful topocentric Primary Directions, which are a fundamental piece in the 
predictive architecture related to the horoscopes of nations. In order to count on the 
competition of this type of addresses, as well as the Secondary Addresses, the PSSR, 
the SRA or certain Cyclic Letters, it is essential to obtain a rectification of the birth 
time "to the second". 


To achieve a precise, tuned rectification, “to the second”, the topocentric Primary 
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Directions are an ideal technique for it. You can delve into this technique and the 
rectification of birth hours through my work Advanced Techniques in Predictive 
Astrology. In theory, we could carry out the corresponding calculations by hand, but 
today, computers and special software are irreplaceable, saving time and possible 
errors. In my particular case, I began to rectify horoscopes with the help of 
computers in the already distant year of 1988. I acquired a simple MS2 program 
from the great German astrologer Alexander Marr (1919-2000), created by him, 
called Special 1. I received it . By mail, I bought a used Commodore 64 computer , 
which I connected to a small television and operated with it, not without a thousand 
and one problems, which I tried to solve by talking on the phone with Marr, who 
patiently helped me with his characteristic deep voice. get the most out of your 
program. It has been many years since then. Today, we have powerful computers and 
specialized software for the semi-automatic rectification of birth hours: Polaris. This 
program, created by my friend Isaac Starkman, Israeli astrologer and the most 
outstanding disciple of Alexander Marr, allows us to obtain the true natal time with 
this almost automated rectification, where the astrologer only has to discern which 
of the hours that the program proposes as authentic is The correct one. The program 
rectifies with Primary Addresses, from a list of events of the person that must be 
supplied. Afterwards, a list appears on the screen with the possible birth hours, with 
a precision -which can later be adjusted even more, manually- of 8 seconds of time. 
The list of the different possible times is shown in order of probability, according to 
the same program. Afterwards, a whole series of checks must be carried out, testing 
the first hours of the list with other accessory techniques, in order to find out the 
true time. 


Polaris is the most advanced software on the market in terms of horoscope 
rectification. Its operation is based on an extensive table of assessment of aspects 
that it has inserted, where each direction (primary) has a specific score, depending 
on the event. For example, for a positive event, such as success in an election, 25 
points are awarded to the MC 0° Jupiter aspect and no points to the MC O° Saturn 
aspect. For an event such as the death of the father, 25 points are awarded to the 
MC 0° Saturn direction and a total of 20 points to the MC 90° Saturn aspect. For 
each event that we introduce, a key corresponds to it. In the case of the birth of a 
sibling, the key is 1. For marriage, the key is 7, and so on for a total of 50 types of 
events, cataloged and scored. For key 7, the highest scores are for the following 
directions: SD, MC and House V in aspect with Venus, Moon, North Node and 
Jupiter. The keys are also differentiated according to whether it is a man or a woman. 
The minimum number of events to include is in direct proportion to the search time 
span. For example, for a 2 hour home time search, 14 or 16 important events are 
sufficient. The program, based on the number and type of event that we enter for a 
certain person, calculates the score reached by all possible hours, according to the 
theoretical birth time that the astrologer decides (from 1 second to 24 hours) and 
tracks, with intervals of eight seconds, all the directions that are formed, 
establishing a list of possible birth hours in strict order of probability, according to 
the points reached. 


Generally, depending on the events that we provide to the computer and the search 
time, the true time of birth appears among the first positions; often first. The 
program uses the topocentric Primary Directions, with a maximum orb of about 11' 
of arc for conjunctions and oppositions and of about 6' for the rest of aspects. The 
time it takes to offer the results varies from the number of events entered, the search 
time and the power of the computer. Once the list that Polaris offers us is obtained, it 
will suffice to check which of them is the correct one, as I have already pointed out 
previously. For this, the same Primary, Secondary, PSSR, Transit, SRA or Cyclic 
Letters Addresses will be necessary. 


Obviously, the appearance on the market of this revolutionary software has meant a 
true transcendental change in the procedure and, of course, in the results of this 
astrological practice, fundamental in our discipline. 


Actually, Polaris is not designed to rectify the horoscopes of countries, but without a 
doubt, it allows operating with it to obtain the true time of a country. Proof of this is 
the successful rectification of the Canadian horoscope, recently carried out by the 
same creator of the program, Isaac Starkman. 


Next, I will show the result that I obtained when submitting the horoscope of Peru to 
a rectification of the birth time with this new program. 


Although I obtained an extensive list with more than 50 important events in the 
history of Peru -which can be seen at the end of this work, in the corresponding 
annex-, I only used 40 events for the rectification, since it is not necessary to use 
them all; the rest of the events, however, serves to astrologically verify all the dates, 
with all the techniques mentioned above. 


The search time is limited to 1 hour, since it seems evident that the proclamation of 
Independence took place, approximately, between 10 and 11 in the morning (local 
time); it was not necessary to extend it to a longer period of time. Thus, the search 
with this rectification program was carried out from 15:00 to 16:00 (GMT) on July 28, 
1821, for the geographic coordinates of Lima (Peru). To achieve the highest possible 
accuracy in the results, I provided the program with the exact coordinates of the 
Plaza de Armas in Lima, today Plaza Mayor, which I was able to obtain with the help 
of the Google Earth program, which locates geographic locations via satellite, with a 
maximum precision. The coordinates for the old Plaza de Armas, where the great 
event took place, are: 12° 02' 45" South and 77° 01' 49" West. 


After the calculation, the program gave me the following result:

As can be seen, there are different proposed times, ordered by the score they reach 
in the search. I have written down only the first five hours, in the order that Polaris 
shows. The "T" column refers to the total score achieved for each of the different 
hours. Note that the program orders the different hours in order from highest to 
lowest score. Column “A” refers to the number of angle-planet aspects (directions), 
with a minimum of 8 points. Column "B" counts the number of angle-planet and 
planet-angle aspects, with a minimum of 8 points as well. The “C” counts the total 
number of aspects, including cusp-planet and planet-cusp aspects, with a minimum 
of 8 points. The "D", the same as the previous one, but with a minimum of 20 points. 
Finally, the "E" counts the same, but with a minimum of 2 points. 


The program calculates all the directions for the entered events and for all possible 
hours for the specified time span of 1 hour. With an interval between the searched 
times of only 8 seconds, the number of possible times for the 60 minutes we 
searched for is exactly 450. And among all these possible times, Polaris was able to 
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pick a time very close to the first position. that we obtained with the previous 
rectification, with Transits. This is a surprising result, as long as this time turns out 
to be the true natal time. In "bold", highlighted, is the time that, of course, we must 
check first, to see if it really is the true birth time of the horoscope of Peru. 


I can save you the intermediate process in which I proceeded to examine each of the 
hours on the list that the program offered. And not only the five noted above, which 
were the first, but a few more hours that were in a backward position; This, in order 
to exhaust all possibilities, leaving no loophole for a possible error or omission, 
because what it is about is getting as close as possible to perfection, proceeding with 
method and rigor. Of all of them, examine your Addresses (primary and secondary), 
PSSR, Transits, Cyclic Letters and SRA, for more than 50 events. And the result was 
indisputable: the true birth time was 15:55:04 (GMT). Polaris had been able to find, 
almost automatically, the natal time. It is true that we do not always find ourselves in 
the first position of the list at the time that later turns out to be the true one; and it is 
no less true that the astrologer must know how to discern, with his criteria and 
experience in the rectification section, which of the hours is the true one. But the 
creation, the existence of software like this, cannot help but amaze us and we can 
consider it a milestone in the history of modern astrology. 


In late January 2009, I wrote to my friend and colleague Isaac Starkman about the 
Peru horoscope rectification that I had just completed. Not only did I offer him my 
results, with the corrected final time, but I also gave him the data related to Peru, 
with the date of the proclamation of Independence, the exact coordinates in which it 
took place, and a list of more than 50 important events for this country. A few days 
later, on January 30, I received an e-mail from him in which he confirmed, without 
any doubt (sic), that the time indicated above, rectified by me, was the true birth 
time of Peru. I understand that this is important to reinforce, to underpin this 
rectification; It is not for nothing that he is one of the world's leading specialists in 
rectifying birth hours, as well as the first disciple of Alexander Marr and the creator 
of the same Polaris rectifying software. I also know that his review and study was 
exhaustive and that his pronouncement is never free. 


Going back to this rectification, I want to point out that the final time, rectified "to 
the second", is 15:55:04 (GMT), as we have seen, and that the time that I previously 
set, so to speak, with the help of the Transits, it was a very close time: 15:54 (GMT). 
Just a minute apart. Undoubtedly, the correction made with the help of planetary 
transits was correct. And all the examples of the transits are not only valid, but 
possibly show a minor orb with the final rectification. However, as I pointed out 
earlier, in order to interpret and predict with a high degree of reliability, we needed 
a precisely rectified time. In accordance with this, now we are in a position to assert 
this time as the authentic one for the birth of Peru as such, as a modern state. We 
can test it, as we will do below, with past events, seeing how different predictive 
techniques justify all the events in its history. And what is more important, from now 
on, astrologers in Peru or anywhere in the world, using this rectified time, with the 
hour, minute and second obtained, will be able to verify it for all stages and future 
events that occur from now with respect to Peru. The judgment of time is final and 
always has the last word. 


Next, and for the rectified time, I will show some examples of past events, applying 
some of the most advanced predictive techniques: 


1. Chile declares war on Peru (04-5-1879): 
Primary Direction: Ascendant 180° Mars (d). Orb: 6' arc. 


2. Admiral Grau dies (8-10-1879): 


Secondary Address: Moon 0° House XII (p). Orb: 9' arc. 


3. Military conflict with Ecuador (01-26-1995): 
PSSR: Moon 90° Midheaven (re-press). Orb: 6' arc. 


4. Victory in the Battle of Ayacucho (9-12-1824): 
Lunar Cyclic Chart (RLSD): Jupiter 0° Midheaven. Orb: 2nd arc. 
Lunar Cyclic Chart (RLSC): Jupiter 0° Midheaven. Orb: 2nd arc. 


5. Jose de San Martin (17-08-1850) dies: 
SRA: Saturn (s) 180° Ascendant (r). (SRTD). Orb: 6' arc. 


(d): direct. 

(p): progressed. 

(re-pren): returned / prenatal. 

(RLSD): Direct sidereal Lunar Revolution. 
(RLSC): Lunar Revolution sidereal convert. 
(s): solar. 

(r): radical. 

(SRTD): Direct Tropical Solar Revolution 


I have only shown one event for each technique, to avoid boring the recipient 
astrologer of this paper. However, I suggest that with this rectified time and using 
the more than 50 important events in the history of this country, which appear at the 
end of this study, you analyze each of these events, using these techniques and 
others, such as the Solar Revolution itself. , to make sure of the validity of this 
rectification. 


Note that I do not show any example for the Transits, since we have already seen a 
good number of them before, very indicative and with a limited orb. However, it may 
be interesting to remember that Pluto's transit through the Ascendant of the national 
chart, around 1980, coincided with the return to democracy, after twelve years of 
military dictatorship. It is exactly the same aspect that we find in the horoscope of 
Argentina for the year 1983, when democratic elections were held in that country, 
after the dictatorial period. But in the case of Peru, the transit of Pluto crossing the 
ascending degree brought with it another added element: the irruption of the armed 
revolutionary movement Sendero Luminoso, which made an appearance for the first 
time on 05-17-1980. Both events fit perfectly with what happened: in the first case, 
the reformist, regenerative and changing political effect of the Pluto transit is 
undeniable, while in the case of the irruption on the national scene of the Maoist- 
leaning group, we can It can be said that the hidden activities of subversive groups, 
which attempt to abruptly transform a certain sociopolitical model, are also attached 
to the symbolic value of Pluto. 


In short: as can be seen, the different prediction techniques (Addresses, PSSR, 
Transits, Cyclic Letters or SRA), perfectly reflect each stage or event lived in the 
history of Peru, demonstrating the validity of the rectification practiced to this 
national horoscope. 


To astrologers who are interested in studying these advanced predictive techniques, 
valid to be applied to natal or national horoscopes, I refer you to the works that I 
have published on the subject, as well as others by other authors, which appear in 
the bibliography of various of my books. 


ASTRO computer program (in MS2) free of charge , which allows you to operate with 
most of the techniques exposed here and with others that are no less useful, such as 
prenatal transits. This program was created by Alexander Marr and is freely 
distributed on the Internet. 
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The Topocentric System: the true domification 


As I have previously pointed out, the true domination, the only valid house system, is 
the Topocentric System. We have seen it before in the examples, where for different 
events, the planetary transits, directions and other predictive systems make the 
cusps of intermediate houses intervene decisively; and these, of course, are located 
in a certain degree, minute and second of arc, located in the zodiacal band by the 
topocentric formulas. If we use a domination by other house systems, we will not find 
these aspects in houses II, III, V, VI, VIII, IX, XI and XII. 


The sophisticated Polaris software, without the cusps of intermediate houses 
calculated from the topocentric formulas, cannot function: it needs, for its 
computations, the aspects generated by the intermediate houses calculated from this 
system. 


The Topocentric System was created in the sixties by astrologers Vendel Polich and 
AP Nelson Page, being presented for the first time in the adoptive country of its 
authors, Argentina, but later spreading rapidly to other South American countries, 
especially Peru, Venezuela and Colombia. . In 1976, the book The Topocentric 
System, by Vendel Polich, was published, which contained the exposition of this new 
system of houses. Contrary to all previously invented domification systems, created 
from questionable theories or astronomical-mathematical assumptions, the system 
discovered (but not invented) by Polich and Nelson Page, was obtained by actual 
verification of events through Primary Directions, being found at always starting 
from the Naibod key, a graphic curve that statistically accurately located the cusps 
of houses. 


This system of domination advocates not considering the center of the earth (and its 
very axis) aS a primary reference, as the point around which the universe revolves, 
but simply considering the point on the earth's surface ("topo", from the Greek topos: 
place ) where the individual is at birth. Polich and Nelson Page discovered or 
adopted the idea that the universe, for a given point on Earth, does not revolve 
around the terrestrial axis (by virtue of the movement of rotation), but around an 
axis (parallel to the terrestrial axis). that passes through the point on Earth where 
the individual is located at the time of birth. The houses are generated by the natural 
rotation of the horizon around the "topocentric axis", producing a cone of rotation. 
Since the cone rotates at a uniform speed, the division of space is the same as the 
division of time. 


It is not necessary to delve further into this type of astronomical-mathematical 
considerations. The astrologer can on his own study the bases on which this system 
is based, from the works or articles of its authors; and above all, experiment for 
yourself, submitting to the cusps of intermediate houses of all existing domination 
systems, planetary transits and other techniques, in order to judge with which 
domification we observe a minor orb. For this purpose, only horoscopes with a 
precisely recorded birth time or well rectified should be used. In relation to Transits, 
for example, only those that are clearly related to a specific event should be studied, 
depending on the planetary symbolism of the transiting star and the meaning of the 
house that receives the aspect, together with the type of angle that is I watched. 


We have previously seen several examples with directions and transits, where a very 
small orb was observed on the cusps of intermediate houses (topocentric). Now we 
will compare some of the best-known house systems with the Topocentric one, in 
order to assess their behavior in practice. But I will not use the horoscope of Peru, 
because as it is my own rectification, it would not be elegant or logical to take as a 
reference some house cusps that other astrologers can discuss. I will use for this 


purpose the horoscope of Prince Charles of England, for obvious reasons, related to 
the veracity and accuracy of his birth data. As is customary for British royalty, her 
birth was accurately registered; to such an extent, that a later rectification achieved 
by Alexander Marr could only correct the natal time supplied by Buckingham Palace 
in a few seconds, which barely changes the positions of the houses. Another reason 
to use this example is that for geographic latitudes far from the Equator, we observe 
greater differences in the positions of the intermediate cusps and the result is 
clearer. 


We will use Transits as a technique to study this comparison, since they are not only 
the cornerstone of predictive astrology, but because of their simplicity and way of 
using them, there can be no doubts, complications or variants, as can happen with 
the different systems. directional. 


The event that I have selected for the case of Prince Charles is the beginning of his 
school activity in a school. This is an important event in your life, beyond the student 
activity itself. It was the first time he was related to other children his age on this 
level, coming out of the Palace bubble. The transit that justifies the event, can mean 
both the start of the school activity itself and the displacement or trip outside 
Buckingham Palace, since in both cases it is sector III that encompasses such events 
or events (studies and trips: Home III). 


Prince carlos. 
Born on 11-14-1948, at 9:14 p.m. (GMT), in London (England). 


Event: begins his scholastic activity in a school (28-01 1957). 


Relevant transit: Mercury (transit) 120° House III (natal). 


Mercury at 13° 43' Virgo, at 9:00 AM (GMT) on January 28, 1957, for London 
(England). 


House III Topocentric: 13° 39' Virgo. Transit Orb: 4' arc. House III Camp anus: 23° 
04' Virgo. Orb transit: 9° 21' of arc. House III Koch: 20° 36' Virgo. Orb transit: 6° 53' 
of arc. House III Regiomontanus: 14° 48' Virgo. Orb transit: 1° 05' of arc. 

House III Placidus: 13° 40' Virgo. Transit Orb: 3' arc. 


As we see in this comparison for the targeted traffic, the topocentric domination 
observes a much smaller orb than in the Campanus, Koch or Regiomontanus house 
systems. It is true and known by many astrologers that Placidus offers a very small 
difference in the positions of the intermediate houses with respect to the topocentric 
positions. However, although a difference of a few minutes of arc in a technique like 
Transits is not important, given its operating orb of more than 1 degree of arc, the 
same is not true for other techniques that require a much smaller orb. Thus, when 
operating with the primary or secondary directional system and in techniques such 
as the PSSR or the SRA, these small differences can prove decisive, leaving out of 
orb the aspects referenced to the Placidus positions. In this regard, I will show 
several examples with the Primary Directions, where it is evident without the need 
for comparison that if we use other domiciling systems, the aspects obtained simply 
disappear. Obviously, the operative orbs of the directions that we will see next are 
extremely small. 


I will show again the case of Prince Charles, but this time starting from the 
rectification (21:13:37 GMT) that Alexander Marr obtained several decades ago and 
that over time has turned out to be absolutely correct. 


Primary Addresses: 
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. Attack of appendicitis and appendectomy (11 -02-1962). 
House XII 180° Mars (c). Orb: 1' arc. 


2. Birth of brother (10-03-1964). 
House III 60° Uranus (c). Orb: 0' arc. 
House III 120° Jupiter (c). Orb: 3' of arc. 


3. Transoceanic trip (07-23-1976). 
Neptune 120° House IX (d). Orb: 5' arc. 


The first factor of the direction is the directed and the second, the radical. 


(d): direct address. 
(c): reverse address. 


Needless to say, these topocentric directions are clearly related to the noted events. 
The orb in minutes of arc, very small, is certainly amazing. Accordingly, it is not 
necessary to insist that only by using the Topocentric house system we will be able to 
operate with high precision tools such as Primary Addresses, among others already 
mentioned. And of course, it goes without saying that the true domination is by this 
very system, created by Vendel Polich and AP Nelson Page fifty years ago. 


The horoscope of Peru 


In this section it is appropriate to interpret the horoscope of Peru, but I am not going 
to extend myself too much. I understand that it is not necessary to comment on what 
is known, before an audience that is mainly Peruvian. It would be audacity to try to 
describe here, even from the national horoscope, the characteristics of the Peruvian 
people and the historical events that have occurred to date. It is preferable to let the 
local astrologer, from this rectified national theme, be able to extract with greater 
knowledge of the cause, with a better perspective, all the information that is 
inscribed in this horoscope. On the other hand, ignoring this section would leave the 
present work incomplete. In accordance with this, I will limit myself to briefly 
commenting on some of the characteristics of the national chart, giving some brief 
interpretative touches to illustrate the horoscope of Peru, already rectified, which I 
show below. 


The interpretation of a country's horoscope is not difficult, as stated in the section on 
country horoscopes, at the beginning of this work. The reading of a national theme 
maintains a certain parallelism with that of a native theme; the architecture is very 
similar, saving the distances between both realities, of course.

For example: it is evident that certain configurations of the horoscope of Peru cannot 
go unnoticed. Thus, 6 planets in signs of Fire must have shown themselves, 
somehow, in the historical journey of this nation. Also the fact that 7 of the 10 
planets are in the upper hemisphere of the chart has to be evidenced in its mood as a 
country. And the 3 planets in the sign of Leo, one of them being the Sun, which is 
angular and therefore more powerful, more than justifies the healthy pride of the 
Peruvian, aware of its glorious past but looking ahead to the future. It is also 
remarkable a Great Trine of Fire, something open but valid in this national card; 
However, this configuration can represent a latent value, at rest or asleep, especially 
in a chart without oppositions between planets. Here, the houses that this 
interplanetary figure involves will potentially be important. 


The 3 planets in the X House, including the two luminaries and one of them (the 
Moon) being the ruling planet of said house, show the strong external projection of 
the country. This is visible, internationally, in the strong tourist attraction that the 
country has, both for its rich ancestral culture (Machu Picchu, Nazca) and for its 
very geography, with tourist areas of great interest, such as Lake Titicaca, the jungle 
, the coast and the interior, all of them very varied and with a rich flora and fauna, 
which can be seen in its reserves and national parks. The excellent gastronomy is 
also part of this interesting tourist offer, despite the fact that the culinary qualities of 
Peruvian cuisine have already crossed its borders and are known throughout the 
world. Also, note that the Moon in Cancer has a lot to do with the kitchen itself, its 
location in sector X being a configuration that allows for extraordinary projection, 
both nationally and internationally. 


Peru's natural resources are impressive; In this way, it is not uncommon to find the 
Sun in Leo and the Moon in Cancer, both domiciled and in sector X, since this 
country is the first world producer of Silver (Moon-Cancer) and the fifth world 
producer of gold (Sol -Leo). 


Other elements of the letter are also very visible, such as the Ascendant in Libra, 
which makes the average Peruvian a correct, educated, kind person, with an easy 
treatment. Or the same Sun, in the sign of Leo and angular. Leaving aside the 
traditional Peruvian patriotic pride, which has always been deeply rooted, there are 
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many other meanings derived from this powerful combination (Sun in Leo in House 
X), such as its relationship with gold; Certainly, the history of Peru has always been 
linked to this noble metal: from ancestral cultures, now disappeared, to the present 
day, given its status as a world producer of gold. The Sun also appears on some of 
the historical Peruvian flags: on the first republican flag, on the Miller flag and on 
the Torre Tagle flag. In the new flag of 1825, the Sun disappears but gold appears on 
its shield, with a cornucopia spitting out gold coins, a clear allegory of the country's 
abundance of natural resources, like gold itself. The Sun appears again on the flag of 
the Peru-Bolivia Confederation and on the new one from 1950, proposed by the 
dictator Manuel Odria. The current flag does not contain the Sun, but again includes 
the cornucopia and gold coins on its shield. 


Even the word "Sun" appears in the "March of the Flags", a musical creation sung at 
the time of raising the flag: 


"It is the flag of Peru, red and white, like a blaze of love, which in Ayacucho and 
Junin, woke up victorious with the Sun of freedom...". 


And it appears in the same national currency, today and yesterday: the Sol or the 
Nuevo Sol, the Sol de Oro (which is already curling the loop) and the Sol de Plata. 


We also find the Order of the Sun, also called the Order of the Sun of Peru, a 
decoration that the government of this country has been awarding to its most 
outstanding citizens and to foreigners who have excelled in different fields, such as 
culture or politics. 


In the chart of a nation, the Sun in the X House tends to attract powerful presidents 
or leaders, with great ambitions or authoritarians. And although it is the case of 
Peru, in your chart we also find the Moon in that sector, in a sort of dissociated 
conjunction with the Sun, so to speak. In this way, there is a "popular" counterweight 
(Moon) to any political or authoritarian form of government (Sun). I am not an expert 
in the history of Peru, but reflecting on this combination, to see what interpretation it 
may have produced in the past, I am reminded of the dictatorship of General Juan 
Velasco Alvarado (1968-1975 ), who led a pro-social dictatorship, at least in its 
intentions, with the alleged agrarian reform and the policy of nationalizations; It 
seems to me like a dictatorship more than left-wing and popular, populist; and that is 
where the Sun-Moon balance of the national chart may come into play for this 
relatively recent time. 


I suggest paying attention to certain interplanetary aspects of the national chart, 
such as the same Sun-Moon conjunction, already mentioned, or the Sun-Jupiter 
square, as well as the Jupiter-Saturn conjunction in the VII House. Also notable is the 
opposition (not interplanetary) of Saturn to the ascending degree (orb of 5° 30’). Or 
the ring between Jupiter and Neptune (1° orb), which may be related to the strong 
spirituality and religiosity of this town. 


In this interpretative sketch of the national letter, I do not want to stop commenting 
on two important configurations: 


The first one refers to the position of Mars (in Gemini), which is in conjunction with 
the 9th house, with an orb of only 26 minutes of arc. As we know, this sector is 
attached to foreign countries and this position of Mars, which overlaps the same III- 
IX axis, related to the geographical environment, amply justifies the different wars, 
conflicts and disputes with neighboring countries: with Ecuador, with Chile or 
Colombia. Also the warlike clashes with Spain, in the second half of the 19th century. 
Fven the failed confederation with Bolivia, with the union and subsequent 
dissolution, can be framed within this aspect. However, there is another relevant 


effect derived from the interception of the III-IX axis: due to its (closed) opposition to 
House III, a sector related to communications, highways or transport, this aspect 
justifies the numerous traffic accidents that occur on Peruvian roads. Of course, this 
is due in large part to the harsh orography of this country, with great unevenness, 
ravines and difficult routes; and in the national issue, in any case, the combination 
pointed out already justifies this reality. Note also that, for the ambivalent effect of 
the position of Mars on the III-IX axis, we find a complex configuration that adds to 
what has been said: the Uranus-Neptune conjunction in the same III House. 


The second configuration to highlight, due to how obvious and important it is for the 
country, is the position of Pluto in the VI House. I relate this aspect, among other 
things, with the important mining activity in the country. If I'm not mistaken, mining 
is the backbone of the Peruvian economy: the extraction of gold, silver, copper, other 
metals and natural resources found in the subsoil, such as oil or heavy oils, is one of 
the activities of the country, from a productive and exporting point of view. And 
Pluto, which represents everything hidden and underground, tells us here about 
mines and underground excavations, because it is not in vain that it is in House VI, 
related to the activity of the country itself, what it does, produces or sells. . Note that 
previously, in the section corresponding to country horoscopes, we said that this 
sector is attached to factories and employment in general, which must be seen as a 
strong occupation of the workforce in these tasks: mining activity and the 
exploitation of the country's natural resources, be they minerals or hydrocarbons. On 
the other hand, note the suggestive parallelism that we can establish between what 
sector VI means in a birth chart, for a person, and what this sector can mean in the 
horoscope of a country: it is not difficult to deduce that the Pluto- House VI must 
necessarily be circumscribed to the labor, productive activity of the country and, in 
this specific combination, to the mining activity of Peru. 


In relation to this configuration, I also suggest studying how this configuration is 
related, at an interplanetary level (Pluto in 

House VI) with the rest of the national letter. Note that Pluto is in tangone (exactly) 
to the Moon (in House X), which is a perfect channel for mining activity to have a 
good platform to sell what is produced or extracted from the bowels of the earth: 
Peru offers the world its natural resources. In addition, this perfect tongone (orb of 
only 10 minutes of arc), curiously highlights the Moon, which in astrology is related 
to silver and, not surprisingly, Peru is the world's leading producer of silver. 
However, the planet Pluto is square to the Uranus-Neptune conjunction of sector III. 
I am not very familiar with the reality of the national mining industry, but a possible 
reading to be carried out indicates that there has always been a certain difficulty or 
obstacle in the commercialization of the mineral product, be it precious metals or 
hydrocarbons. Somehow, the intermediaries, merchants or companies that mediate 
(House III) between the extraction process itself and the fact of exporting the 
mineral or product of the land, suppose a certain ballast, of an economic, 
bureaucratic or factually, to a productive activity that would have to be, a priori, very 
advantageous for the nation as a whole. In any case, it is a personal reading that, 
surely, the local astrologer will be able to interpret better, with a better knowledge 
of the reality of his country. 


To end this brief interpretation of the horoscope of Peru, I want to note that in this 
chart the Ascendant is in conjunction with the fixed star Spica (15' arc orb) and also 
with Arcturus (39' arc orb). 


Events of the past and the national horoscope 


In this section, I want to put into consideration of the recipients of this paper a 
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surprising reality: certain historical events of the past, related to what we know 
today as Peru, keep a close relationship with the (rectified) horoscope that I present 
in this work. This section is the most experimental and esoteric part, some will say, 
of the present investigation and also the most surprising. I know it is difficult to 
understand how a horoscope drawn for 1821, which corresponds to the birth of a 
new state, Peru, can reflect certain events from previous times, no matter how 
closely related they are to the people and to the geography of Peru. It is not my 
intention to judge this reality, nor to consider possible antecedents on the subject, 
nor to reflect on this strange relationship between the past and the present. I only 
present the facts, as a seed, so that other astrologers delve into this fact on a 
conceptual and technical level. And also, of course, so that they continue looking for 
facts from the past, prior to the year 1821, that are related, at an astrological level, 
with the national chart of Peru. Here, I only present a few cases but, without a doubt, 
there are many others that await in the yellow pages of history to surprise the 
astrologer of tomorrow. 


The reality is this: an important date from the past, prior to the date on which Peru 
was founded (07-28-1821), is closely related to this country, represented 
astrologically by its horoscope, which we have already seen. Thus, by means of the 
planetary transits of the moment in which a certain important historical event 
occurred, prior to 1821, we find relevant and significant aspects (transits) of the 
event itself, as ordinarily happens with events after 1821. In other words, Due to the 
planetary symbolism of the transiting planet, combined with the radical factor 
(angle, house cusp or planet) and through the aspect (harmonic or inharmonic 
angle), the event that happened... 1, 10, 100 or 300 years before Peru was born as 
such. 


I will show some examples, noting the corresponding transits:

Note how exact the planetary aspects are. It should be clarified that for this list, I 
consider all transit with an orb less than 1° of arc "exact". For example, for the death 
of Mariano Melgar, the orb of the transit of Mars in conjunction with the IC of the 
horoscope of Peru, is 43' of arc. 


It is necessary to clarify why for the dates on which the Spanish conquistadors Diego 
de Almagro and Francisco Pizarro, disastrous characters for the cultures and 
indigenous peoples of the New World, died, we find inharmonious transits to the 
horoscope of Peru. The reason is simple: any character who in one way or another, 
even negatively for the history of the country itself, leaves a historical mark, either 
for leading the country at a given time or for participating in important events, of the 
type that that is, it has a historical and astrological link with that country. His death 
will be marked in the national horoscope. In the same way, the death of Adolf Hitler 
had to be marked, through Transits and other prediction techniques, in the 
horoscope of Germany, despite the fact that this German leader was also disastrous 
for the historical journey of the German people. 


I want to refresh the memory of the recipient astrologer of this presentation in 
relation to the synastric aspects that we previously addressed. As we saw in the 
corresponding section, many presidents, national heroes or relevant characters in 
the history of Peru, had certain radical factors in a harmonious aspect to the radix of 
this country. Well then, I want to point out another singularity that is included under 
the section that concerns us now: also relevant characters from the past, whose birth 
and historical events occurred prior to the birth of modern Peru (1821), show a 
remarkable synastna with the horoscope of this country. For example, Tupac Amaru 
II (n. 03-19-1738), who needs no introduction to a mostly Peruvian audience, had 
Jupiter in togon to the Sun of Peru (orb of 1°) and to the Sun in togon to the Moon of 
the Peru (exact aspect). And in another sense, completely opposite, Francisco Pizarro 
(n. 03-16-1476), had Saturn in conjunction with the Sun of Peru (orb of 5°) and 
Neptune in opposition to House VIII of this country (orb of 2 °). I know that although 
the date of 1476 is the most cited as the year of his birth, some historians also bet on 
the years 1472 or 1478 as possible years in which Pizarro was born. In my opinion, 
based on the observed aspects noted here, 1476 seems the most probable year. 


As the cherry on top of this section, I want to show you another sadly historical date, 
prior to the birth of Peru as a nation, which shows some very indicative planetary 
transits to the national chart of this country. It is an old document, dated 1526, by 
which Pizarro, Almagro and a third person, it seems that the figurehead of some 
powerful character -who puts up the capital for the macabre company-, agree on a 
strategic alliance between Pizarro and Almagro. The company is, in itself, the looting 
and distribution of Peru.

“Know how many of you see this letter of company as I do Don Fernando de Luque, 
clergyman presbyter, vicar of the Holy Church of Panama, on the one hand; and on 
the other, Captain Francisco Pizarro and Diego de Almagro, neighbors that we are in 
this city of Panama, we say: that we are concerted and agreed to make and form a 
company, which is firm and valid forever and never in this way: that for As many of 
us, the said Captains Francisco Pizarro and Diego de Almagro, have permission from 
Governor Pedro Arias de Avila to discover and conquer the lands and provinces of 
the so-called kingdoms of Peru (...) Let us make this company by equal parts, we are 
happy and agreed to That all three of them are sisterly, without there being any 
advantage one over the other, nor the other over the other, from everything that is 
discovered, I will win and conquer and settle in the said kingdoms and provinces of 
Peru (... ) Which is the date in the city of Panama on the tenth of March, the year of 
the birth of our Savior Jesus Christ, one thousand five hundred and twenty-six years 
old” 


Through this document, which I have extracted in the parts that, in my opinion, are 
of greatest interest for what concerns us, a society was formalized that would be 
disastrous for the indigenous culture and population: the alliance between Pizarro 
and Almagro. Although already in 1524 we have news of certain adventures of both 
in this sense, this document was signed two years later. 


If we observe the transits for March 10, 1526, the date on which such a macabre 
document was signed, we will find some shocking aspects: 


Mars (t) 180° AS (n). Orb: Exactly. 

Pluto (t) 90° AS (n). Orb: Exactly. 

North Node (t) 90° AS (n). Orb: 3rd. 
Neptune (t) 180° House XII (n). Orb: 3rd. 


It is not necessary to comment on these transits, regarding the Peruvian horoscope 
of 1821, because words are superfluous. With examples like this and the ones we 
have seen in this section, the word chance begins to lose its meaning and we enter 
an almost unknown path, practically virgin, that awaits an in-depth study. 

A look to the future 


As demonstrated in this historical-astrological study, we can confirm that Peru was 
born, as a country, on July 28, 1821, at 15:55:04 (GMT), in the old Plaza de Armas of 
Lima. At that precise moment, San Martin passionately raised the national flag and, 
with his already historic words, proclaimed Independence and thus inaugurated the 
voyage of this great ship that is the Peruvian people. So far, we have been able to 
contrast the astrological signs with the events that this nation has experienced since 
then. We have also been able to delve, at an astrological level, into its identity as a 
country, bringing out its characteristics and its national idiosyncrasy. Now, from this 
moment on, the local astrologer, native or based in Peru and interested, logically, in 
the collective evolution of the geographical space that belongs to him, can use the 
same rectified horoscope of Peru as a primary reference, to analyze and, where 
appropriate, forecast the fate of their own people in the short, medium or long term. 
Any future political, social, economic or cultural event will have an adequate 
reflection in the Transits, Directions, Progressions or Solar Revolutions of the 
moment. Every event or period, of the present or of tomorrow, could be studied from 
a different point of view, under the wonderful astrological prism, which allows us to 
penetrate and investigate and, where appropriate, understand a reality determined 
at the national level, as the sociology, psychology or other disciplines. And from the 
confrontation with the future we will have, truly, the litmus test of the authentication 


and final validation of this rectification of the horoscope of Peru. 


It is not up to me as a guest, as a simple foreign astrologer passing through these 
beautiful lands of Arequipa, to study the immediate future or in the longer term of 
this noble people, heir to an ancestral culture that already conceived, as we know, 
the study of the stars. It is enough for me simply to have had the fortune to be able to 
work and rectify the historical horoscope of this country, based on my own studies 
and research. It is the Peruvian astrologer, the national astrological collective, who is 
responsible for delving into it from now on. And from this II World Congress of 
Cosmobiology, a magnificent exponent of a promising national reality in astrological 
matters, a Peruvian astrological group can already be guessed that is beginning to 
increase in number and quality and that, without a doubt, is called to have great 
weight. specific within the extensive community of nations that is Latin America. 


However, I also do not want to stop highlighting some important future astrological 
configurations. Beyond interpreting in depth some steps or planetary transits of the 
immediate future, it can be enough for us, today, to keep in mind certain weighty 
astrological signs that, surely, will translate into transformations, changes and future 
events for Peru. . In this regard, we can note that in the next decade two heavy 
planetary transits coincide, simultaneously crossing the angles and touching, in turn, 
the two axes of the horoscope (AS-DS and MC-IC). Thus, in the period 2015-2017 
(approximately), Uranus will transit the natal Descendant, located at 21° 05' of Aries, 
while Pluto will transit the natal IC, located at 16° 20' of Capricorn. Without a doubt, 
it will be an important stage in the history of Peru. Of course, to specify in what 
direction these changes will manifest themselves or what events await them in the 
next decade, it will be necessary to study in depth all the planetary cycles and 
transits of the moment, together with the directions, solar revolutions and other 
predictive techniques that have a place. in the section of world astrology that deals 
with the horoscopes of countries. 


Conclusion 


Throughout this astrological investigation, we have been able to cover different 
aspects, historical and astrological, related to Peru. From the validation of the date 
of the national horoscope to the most precise rectification that can be achieved 
today. Advanced predictive techniques have been used, along with a novel procedure 
in the correction of native or national themes: computer rectification. And among 
different concepts and techniques, traditional or modern, applied to the horoscope of 
this country, the Topocentric System has been claimed as the true domification. An 
astonishing reality has also been introduced for your consideration, relating past 
events to later horoscopes. 


This work is the humble and modest homage of a Spanish 
astrologer to a people that was born free; but not in 1821, but 
thousands of years ago, losing its trace among the pre-Columbian 
Andean cultures. Beyond Pizarros, Almagros and a shameful story 
that, unfortunately, we can no longer change, from old Spain we 
can affirm today that the true gold of Peru was not really in boxes, 
chests or buried underground, but in the heart of Peruvians, and 
nowhere else.192

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Introduction 


In the year 2009 we are going to witness the renewal of the Jupiter-Neptune cycle, 
which will take place in the sign of Aquarius. Without being one of the great 
planetary cycles that we consider in Mundane Astrology, I understand that it is 
appropriate to study and consider it, which is why I have carried out this 
monothematic study, which I present at the XXVI Iberian Astrology Congress, to be 
held in Madrid in June of 2009. 


Certainly, this cycle is very limited. For obvious reasons, it is not possible to expect 
here, from the combination of both planets, permanent, significant scenes or 
background decorations that leave their mark and mark a stage of our civilization; 
This is so at the political, social, economic or cultural level. With these two planets 
we are managing an energy, a determined product, the sum of the effect of both, 
which is lighter, more ethereal, less consistent, historically speaking, than other 
slower cycles of planets. It is not a planetary pairing deserving of a monothematic 
astrological work, as if the planetary combinations between the most distant planets 
can be: Uranus, Neptune and Pluto. However, for the modern astrologer it is 
essential to have this planetary pair. The information provided by this cycle is 
necessary to understand certain aspects of the past, present and future reality of our 
world. In this way, it is necessary to correctly understand its true joint meaning and 
apply it conveniently within the section of planetary cycles, one of the pillars of this 
great astrological branch that is World Astrology. 


planetary cycles 


It is necessary to explain what a planetary cycle is in World Astrology and what role 
it plays within this section, before addressing the Jupiter-Neptune cycle. The study of 
the great planetary cycles, where the slowest planets intervene, Uranus, Neptune 
and Pluto, is one of the fundamental pillars of this astrological branch. As a planetary 
cycle, we understand the route that is established between two planets, from the 
fastest to the slowest, in the interval of two successive encounters of the same 
planets. For example, a cycle between Jupiter and Neptune begins when both are in 
conjunction to a certain degree and sign, ending the cycle with the next meeting 
between the two, in the form of a conjunction. 


The interest of the astrologer in relation to the cycle, responds to a reality verified 
since remote times, which tells us that before any movement of a determined 
planetary cycle, there corresponds here on Earth a social fact according to the phase 
and aspect of the cycle itself. : at a political, social, economic or cultural level. One of 
the most accurate parallels, with respect to the planetary cycle itself, is the same 
lunar cycle: New Moon, Crescent Quarter, Full Moon and Waning Quarter, to start 
again, again, with a New Moon. The waxing phase, related to the evolutionary phase, 
the Full Moon, with its equivalent with the opposition, within the cycle, and the 
waning phase, related to the involutionary phase. 


A specific event, capable of evolving and developing, not only responds to a given 
cycle if it begins with the conjunction or beginning of the cycle, but can also be 
adapted to it with another phase or aspect. On the other hand, an event will not 
necessarily be attached to the cycle that begins when the idea or physical reality is 
born. 


The element and the zodiacal sign where the cycle begins, where the conjunction of 
the two planets that form the tandem of the planetary cycle under study takes place, 
is extremely important, since it contributes its characteristics to the idea or physical 


reality that is behind the cycle. cycle itself. 


Astrologically, all cycles are identical in their basic nature, content and form. The 
structure of the cycle is this: a) Evolutionary phase and involutionary phase 


With the conjunction (0°) between two planets, the cycle begins, which will evolve 
(evolutionary phase) until the opposition (180°), where after its completion, the cycle 
will involute (involutionary phase), until the next conjunction, where the next cycle 
Starts. 


The evolutionary phase (0°-180°) is related to the process of growth and 
development, within a phase of clear expansion. The involutionary phase (180°-360°), 
is related to the process of aging and destruction, within a phase of clear involution. 


A perfect example of an evolutionary phase and an involutionary phase is the Cuban 
revolution itself. Thus, during its evolutionary phase (from the Saturn-Neptune cycle, 
which began in 1953), the revolution develops, expands, grows outwards, even trying 
to be exported to other Latin American countries, as is the case of Che Guevara, 
standard-bearer of the revolution abroad. In the involutionary phase, the Cuban 
revolution consolidates, closes in on itself, concentrating, coiling up like a snake. The 
evolutionary phase resembles a centrifugal force, in the same way that the 
involutionary phase resembles a centripetal force. 

b) Interplanetary aspects 


From the conjunction (0°), when the cycle begins, interplanetary aspects occur 
between the two planets that form the cycle. The first important aspect is the sextile 
(60°), followed by the square (90°), the trine (120°) and the opposition (180°). 
Afterwards, the same aspects follow, but already in the involutionary phase: the trine 
(240°), the square (270°) and the sextile (300°), before starting the next cycle, with 
the new conjunction (0°). . In practice, some minor aspects can be added, such as the 
semisextile (30°), the semisquare (45°), the sesquisquare (135°) and the quincunx 
(150°), with their respective involutionary phases. 


The different aspects, differentiated in turn by being in the evolutionary or 
involutionary phase of the cycle, have their own characteristics which, synthetically, 
are these: 


Conjunction (0°): Birth of an idea or physical reality. The seed that is planted. The 
cycle begins: evolution, development. Sextile (60°): Growth that materializes. First 
achievement or achievement. 

Square (90°): First evolutionary crisis. Interruption, obstacle to overcome. 

Trine (120°): Growth that is consolidated. Maximum expansion or flowering. 
Opposition (180 °): Maturity of the idea or physical reality. Confrontation, conflict. 
Trine (240°): Inner growth. concretion. 

Square (270°): Inner crisis. Imbalance. 

Sextile (300°): Inner growth. Chance. 

Conjunction (0°): End of the cycle. The idea or physical reality dies or is transformed. 
Birth or rebirth of an idea or physical reality. 


The maximum orbs admitted should be, approximately, the following: 


Conjunction: 10°. 
Opposition: 8th. 

Sextile, square, trine: 6°. 
Minor aspects: 2nd. 


In relation to cycles, there are many other considerations that are not mentioned in 
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this monothematic study, dedicated to the Jupiter-Neptune cycle: compound cycles, 
recurrence cycles and many other elements that have no place here. 


The Jupiter-Neptune cycle 


This cycle is renewed approximately every 13 years. Every 166 years on average, the 
planetary pair is again in conjunction in the same sign, advancing about six degrees 
each time, until it returns to the same approximate degree of the sign in about 818 
years. 


The effect of this cycle in the sublunary world, on the mundane plane, has 
traditionally been related to international détente, with peace initiatives, diplomatic 
offensives, treaties, agreements or armistices. International relations are 
experiencing a boom moment. While it is active in the sky, its effects can be clearly 
observed, in the form of humanitarian, philanthropic or even spiritual initiatives. 
During this cycle, a climate of peace and harmony prevails in most of the planet, 
often coinciding with popular projects that defend charitable or charitable causes. In 
the past, we have witnessed this with events along the lines of what has been pointed 
out: treaties, agreements, conferences, pacts, alliances, pacifist assemblies, 
capitulations, pardons, peace offers, truces, reconciliations between countries, 
creation of international organizations, benefit concerts and other manifestations of 
this nature. 

Even though what has been pointed out is the main product of this cycle, there are 
two more important elements, I understand that they are secondary, that can be 
related to the Jupiter-Neptune cycle: 


First, the relationship with liberal, democratic or socialist political movements. 
Although this ascription is broader, lighter and more generous than the clear and 
unequivocal relationship of this cycle with the elements and issues that we saw in the 
previous section, this secondary assignment is endorsed by the Gallic astrologer 
Andre Barbault. We can mention a compelling example, along the lines of what has 
been pointed out: the First French Republic, founded on September 22, 1792, which 
was born with the conjunction between Jupiter and Neptune in the sky. Said French 
political model, under the protection of this cycle, saw the light under a democratic 
and liberal current, being its proclamations : freedom, equality and fraternity. In 
1804, with the next renewal of the cycle, the republic disappeared, while Napoleon 
was crowned emperor. Many years later and in the same liberal France, the V 
French Republic would be born, which began to roll on October 5, 1958, again under 
the Jupiter-Neptune conjunction. The V Republic is clearly attached to the Jupiter- 
Neptune cycle, as Barbault well points out. Proof of this is that the evolution of said 
cycle from its birth, marks with an acceptable effectiveness the events that France 
has experienced since then. 


Second, the relationship of this cycle with oil. This natural resource is attached to 
the Jupiter-Neptune pairing, as well as to the sign of Pisces. Without going into other 
considerations, we can limit here its relationship with the subject at hand, the 
aforementioned planetary cycle and its evident connection with the price of the so- 
called black gold. In other words, the price of barrels of crude oil in international 
markets seems to be subject to the evolution of the Jupiter-Neptune cycle. 
Simplifying to the maximum and without it being an exact rule, we can point out that 
when these two planets are in harmonic aspect to each other, the price of oil tends to 
rise in world markets and, when both planets are in harmonic aspect, the price of 
this natural resource tends to decline, although the harmonic angular relationship 
can be ambivalent. The conjunction, even being neutral, can be a turning point, as a 
change in trend, which can mark an upward or downward trend, interchangeably. 


Sometimes, the behavior of the market price does not obey these rules, due to other 
undetermined factors; however, if the two planets under study here are in aspect to 
each other, this almost always seems to coincide with a change in the price trend. 
Obviously, there are other factors that currently condition the reality of crude oil in 
the markets, such as the entry of Uranus into Pisces in the year 2003, a disturbing 
factor that creates instability in this precious natural product and that will remain 
active until the year 2011. 


It is not necessary to rule out other eventual minor relationships between this cycle 
and other political, social, economic or cultural currents; however, the most obvious 
connections of the cycle we are dealing with with the sublunary world are the ones 
we have described above. 


There are also certain facts and historical circumstances that can be linked to any 
cycle. In this regard, I suggest studying an eventual connection between the famous 
conference that Jean-Paul Sartre gave in Paris (France) on October 29, 1945, entitled 
Existentialism is a humanism and the Jupiter-Neptune cycle. This conference was a 
true social event and had great significance. Sartre himself says about the topic of 
his dissertation: “There is no other universe than this human universe, the universe 
of human subjectivity. This union of transcendence as constitutive of man -not in the 
sense in which God is transcendent, but in the sense of going beyond- and of 
subjectivity in the sense that man is not closed in on himself, but always present in a 
human universe, is what we call existentialist humanism”. Note that in his work E/ 
ser y la nada, the theme of humanism did not appear. Furthermore, this capital work 
in Sartre is in fact anti-humanist. However, in 1945 Sartre incorporated this element 
into his discourse, humanism, as an internal reflection of a new external world: after 
a great war, human reconstruction, the human community, in short, cannot be 
ignored. It is the moment in which the philosopher lives and thinks. And at this 
precise moment, the planets Jupiter and Neptune are in conjunction in the sky in the 
sign of Libra. Needless to say, it is an astrological combination that perfectly reflects 
the central theme of Sartre's lecture. 


In another order of things, we can link this section, dedicated to the Jupiter-Neptune 
cycle, with the previous one, referring to cycles. Thus, we must understand that 
everything that is born under a certain cycle, especially if it happens in the renewal 
(conjunction) of the cycle itself, is born with the imprint, with the stamp of the cycle 
in question, according to its own meaning. For example, on October 28, 1958, Angelo 
Giuseppe Roncalli was elected Pope, taking the name of John XXIII. Right now, 
Jupiter and Neptune are conjunct in the sky. Even John XXIII himself has this same 
conjunction in his birth theme, de facto reinforcing the role that this cycle would play 
in his journey as the visible head of the Catholic Church. Certainly his years of 
papacy are in tune with this cycle of peace. 


And it is interesting to connect the election of John XXIII, which took place under the 
conjunction of Jupiter and Neptune in heaven, as I have pointed out before, with the 
election of another Pope: Nicolas V. This other Supreme Pontiff was also chosen as 
leader of the Church under the conjunction of the planetary pairing that concerns us, 
exactly on March 6, 1447. His voyage at the head of the Christian ship, was also 
marked by an imprint relatively close to the product of the two mentioned planets: 
his marcarial pontificate, with the abdication of Antipope Felix V (1449), the end of 
the Great Schism. In addition, it seems that he led a morally blameless life and, 
reinstalled in Rome, he inaugurated a great patronage policy, founding the Vatican 
Library and undertaking the reconstruction of the Vatican itself. Even more: note 
that Virgo welcomed the conjunction of 1447 and its seal can be easily identified by 
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the delivery, discretion and efficiency shown. 


On the other hand, it is not surprising that, transported to the mundane plane, the 
product of this planetary binomial is in line with what has been pointed out. Note 
that we often find both planets in contact in the births of spiritual leaders, religious 
or people involved in humanitarian causes. Thus, with the conjunction of Jupiter and 
Neptune, John XXI II and John Paul II, two of the most charismatic popes of recent 
times, were born. With a harmonious aspect between both planets, the Dalai Lama 
XIV, Martin Luther King or Che Guevara were born. In turn, with these planets in an 
inharmonious aspect we also have some illustrious examples, such as Mother Teresa 
of Calcutta, Albert Schweitzer or Diana of Wales. 


To end this section, we can show an example of how a certain planetary cycle, in any 
phase or aspect of the cycle, can see the meaning of the same cycle redimensioned if 
a third planet is involved in the game board, so to speak. ; This is what is called 
“interference”. The example that I propose, of a minor interference, is that of the 
second conquest of Constantinople by the Crusaders (04-12-1204). These take the 
city by assault, massacring the population and looting the city, stealing a large 
number of works of art and relics. Well, on this date we find Jupiter and Neptune in 
conjunction in the sky. However, in reality we find ourselves before a triple 
conjunction, since Mars is added to the aforementioned planetary pair, resizing in a 
violent, active, decisive key, we could say, the day under study. If we add Mars to 
Jupiter and Neptune, this planet invigorates, exalts and adds an aggressive facet to 
the product of both planets, showing its most fiery side. Furthermore, all three 
planets are in the sign of Pisces: can we find a better combination to astrologically 
reflect an episode of crusader warfare? Hardly. More than 500 years later, on August 
10, 1792, we find ourselves with a similar triple conjunction: Mars, Jupiter and 
Neptune, at the end of the sign of Libra. And on this date, a relatively similar event 
occurs: the masses, inflamed by the spirit of the French Revolution, storm the 
Tuileries Palace in France... 


The Jupiter-Neptune cycle in the past 


In this section and in the next, I will show the most notable examples of the product 
of Jupiter and Neptune as a cycle, taking exclusively the conjunction as the referent 
angular relation. For obvious reasons, it is not possible to study with the same 
historical rigor the conjunctions of several centuries ago as we can approach it with 
the 20th century, for example. We have no proof that it happened under the 
conjunction of -496 in the sign of Scorpio; nor do we know for sure if in the year 130, 
when the cycle in question was renewed in the sign of Virgo, humanity witnessed 
some event worthy of being glossed here as an example of the effect of this cycle. 
There are relatively few registered events and their dating is very difficult and 
doubtful. In this way, even noting below some of the facts related to this planetary 
pairing in the last centuries, the present monographic study must necessarily focus 
on the 20th century, which will be analyzed in the following section. 


As a sample of the product of Jupiter and Neptune in the past, we can review the 
following events, which were accompanied, astrologically, by a conjunction between 
both planets: 


Signature of the Treaty of Jassy (9-01-1792), by which the Russian annexation of the 
Khanate of Crimea in 1783 was recognized; Yedisan was ceded to Russia and the 
Dniester became the European border, while the Asian border remained intact. 


The London Conference (4-11-1830) is held, where Great Britain, Prussia, Austria, 
Russia and France met to discuss the Belgian problem, caused by the anti-Dutch 


revolution of September 1830. 


Signing of the Treaty of Paris (03-30-1856), where the Crimean War ended and the 
neutrality of the Black Sea was resolved, with the prohibition of the circulation of 
warships, among other important issues. 


In Cuba, the Patriotic Assembly of Camaguey (02-26-1869), declares slavery 
abolished. 


The Treaty of Bardo (12-05-1881) is signed between France and the bey Muhammad 
al-Sadok. The French protectorate is imposed, although Tunisian legislation and 
administration is preserved. 


Founded the International Olympic Committee (IOC) (06-23-1894) in Paris (France), 
on the initiative of Baron Pierre de Coubertin, in order to revive the ancient Greek 
Olympic Games. 


The Jupiter-Neptune cycle in the 20th century (1907-1997) 


Below I will show, for the entire 20th century, a list of the main events related to the 
cycle that is the object of study here, also noting the sign where the cycle was 
renewed: 1907 (Cancer) 04-24-1907: The sign is signed. Treaty of Bogota, which 
establishes the border between Colombia and Brazil. 


06-15-1907: The II Conference in The Hague brings together 44 states to revise the 
conventions regarding the peaceful resolution of international disputes and war on 
land, the rights and duties of neutral states and the initiation of hostilities. 


1919-1920 (Leo) 


09-10-1919: Treaty of Saint Germain en Laye, signed between the allies and Austria, 
by which Italy is granted Trentino, Alto Adige, Trieste and part of Istria. 


27- 11-1919: Treaty of Neuilly, between Bulgaria and the allies. Here, Bulgaria 
recognized the new kingdom of Yugoslavia, paid compensation and reduced its 
military strength. In addition, it lost a strip of western land to Yugoslavia and ceded 
western Thrace to Greece, leaving it without access to the Aegean Sea. 


01-10-1920: Creation of the SDN (League of Nations). 


06-04-1920: Treaty of Trianon, signed in Versailles by the allies and Hungary and 
which modified the Hungarian borders, reducing its territory. Among other border 
changes, Hungary will cede Slovakia and Ruthenia to Czechoslovakia. 


1932 (Virgo) 


09-04-1932: The World Peace Conference begins in Vienna, attended by 80 delegates 
from 14 countries. 

09-22-1932: Different territories or regions come together to form what we know 
today as Saudi Arabia. 


It is curious that precisely in 1932 oil was discovered in Saudi Arabia, a country that 
was destined to be the world's leading oil producer for decades. And note that the so- 
called black gold, oil, is related to the Jupiter-Neptune cycle, the binomial under 
which this country was born. In turn, the planetary pairing that best represents 
religion is the one that concerns us in this exhibition, Jupiter-Neptune, and Saudi 
Arabia is, on a religious level, specifically in relation to Islam, the true geographical 
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and spiritual epicenter of religion. islamica, having within its territory the holy city of 
Mecca, the spiritual center of Islam. 


1945 (Pound) 


08-2-1945: Potsdam Conference, which brings together the United States, Great 
Britain and the USSR. The agreements will stipulate the disarmament and 
denazification of Germany, as well as its control and economic stabilization. The 
objectives of the conference also included the establishment of a post-war order, 
matters related to peace treaties, and the study of the effects of war, among other 
matters. 


28- 08-1945: Official reconciliation, even forced or 
convenience, between Mao Tse-tung and Chiang Kai Chek, representatives of the two 
Chinas. 


09-2-1945: Act of capitulation of Japan to the United States. Peace is signed between 
the two countries, at the same time that World War II comes to an end. 


10-9-1945: Francisco Franco decrees a pardon for those sentenced to death for 
supporting the Republic during the 
Civil war. 


10-24-1945: Creation of the UN (United Nations Organization). 


1958 (Scorpio) 


02-1-1958: Gamal Abdel Nasser, champion of pan-Arabism, promotes the creation of 
the RAU (United Arab Republic), which will try to agglutinate in a friendly manner 
territories and diverse nations belonging to the great Arab family. 


October 1958: French peace offer to Algeria, which will not be accepted. 


10-31-1958: Punto Fijo Pact, through which the main Venezuelan political parties 
promised to respect and enforce the results of the elections in Venezuela, among 
other agreements. 


1970-1971 (Sagittarius) 


12-30-1970: In Spain, ETA members sentenced to death in the so-called Burgos 
Process are pardoned. 


03-23-1971: Argentina and Venezuela reestablish diplomatic relations. 


1-8-1971: The Concert for Bangladesh is held, organized by Georges Harrison in 
order to raise funds to alleviate the famine suffered by that country. 


08-09-1971: Treaty of friendship and cooperation between India and the USSR. 
09-3-1971: Agreement between the Four: the United States, Great Britain, France 
and the USSR guarantee the traffic of people and goods between West Berlin and the 
FRG through the GDR; the maintenance of the links FRG-West Berlin, the travel of 
the residents of West Berlin to East Berlin and to the GDR are authorized. 


1984 (Capricorn) 


01-17-1984: The Conference on Disarmament in Europe is inaugurated in Stockholm 
(Sweden), in which representatives of 35 countries participated. 


01-31-1984: South Africa announces its willingness to release the troops that help 
the UNITA guerrillas. Luanda, in return, puts a stop to the activities of the Namibian 
nationalists of SWAPO, refugees in Angolan territory. 


06-26-1984: Pact of Fontainebleau, where the members of the former EEC reach an 
agreement after five years of negotiations. 


07-20-1984: Amnesty in Poland, where 652 political prisoners are released and 
thousands of people are pardoned from sentences derived from common crimes. 


08-3-1984: Pact of the Naval Club, signed in Montevideo (Uruguay) and which made 
possible the return of the democratic regime to this country, after eleven years of 
civil-military dictatorship. 


1996-1997 (Capricorn) 


29- 12-1996: The government and the guerrilla (URNG) of Guatemala sign a 
historic peace agreement, which represents the end of a 36-year-long undeclared 
civil war. 
15-01-1997: Palestinian-Israeli agreement on the partial withdrawal of the city of 
Hebron. 


01-25-1997: The Bangui agreement puts an end to the mutiny fighting in the Central 
African Republic. 


02-2-1997: Microcredit Summit, where the need to facilitate microcredit and other 
financial services to 100 million poor families was raised, preferably through the 
women of the family. 


The examples in this section and the previous one refer exclusively to the 
conjunction between Jupiter and Neptune, the most important angular relationship. 
However, it goes without saying that, as in any planetary cycle, all major and minor 
aspects are relevant and in practice act according to their nature. Thus, any positive 
evolution of a given cycle is generally accompanied by a harmonic angular 
relationship (60°, 120°) of the intervening planets. And any crisis or setback, for the 
evolution of a given cycle, will almost always be accompanied by an inharmonious 
angular relationship (90°, 180°) between the planets that make up said cycle. 


Next, I will show some outstanding events that had a certain angular relationship 
between the pointed planets as an astrological reflection: 


12-27-1703: Treaty of Methuen. Trade agreement signed between Portugal and 
England. 


When this friendly treaty, preferably commercial, was signed, Jupiter and Neptune 
were united by an aspect of 30° (semisextile), showing that minor aspects are also 
effective. 

03-23-2006: The terrorist organization ETA announces a permanent ceasefire. 


On the date of the announcement and the entry into force of the truce (March 24), 
Jupiter and Neptune were in exact square in the sky. This example serves in two 
ways: on the one hand, it indicates a typical event of the product of both planets (a 
truce, a ceasefire), being supported by a greater aspect that is not a conjunction and, 
second, it shows us a positive event which is underpinned, astrologically, by an 
inharmonious aspect, something totally acceptable within the cycle at hand. 


It should be noted that, in both examples, where a semisextile and a square are 
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involved, the orb of both aspects is reduced to a few minutes of arc, which reinforces 
the aspect itself. 


Note that all the examples shown in this section and in the previous one refer to 
events related to the main or most important product of the Jupiter-Neptune cycle: 
peace initiatives, treaties, agreements and events in tune with this facet of the 
planetary pairing indicated. . However, as I have noted in the section where the 
scope of action and the parameters under which these two planets move when they 
are related to each other were exposed, there are two other important effects that 
can be related to said cycle: the link with liberal, democratic or socialist political 
movements and, on the other hand, their connection with the price of oil. 


Next, I will write down some examples for both possible effects: 


In relation to the link of this cycle with democratic and liberal movements, we can 
examine how the French Republic, attached as such to this cycle, evolved from the 
creation of the new institutional framework, which was born on October 5, 1958. 
Thus, together with the date of a significant event in the evolution of the V French 
Republic, I will note the angular relationship of the moment between the planets 
Jupiter and Neptune: 


Jupiter 0° Neptune: The V French Republic is born (October 1958). 

Jupiter 60° Neptune: Restructuring of the state (December 1960). 

Jupiter 90° Neptune: Putsch of Algiers (April 1961). 

Jupiter 120° Neptune: End of the Algerian conflict July 1962). Jupiter 180° Neptune: 
Government crisis (1964-1965). 


And we can continue interpreting the next trigone or the square that follows it, much 
more spectacular, obviously, that the crisis of May 1968 will bring with it... 


And as for the relationship of this cycle with oil, we can show how the price of a 
barrel of crude oil has behaved in recent years. To do this, we will confront the 
reality of the markets, regarding the price of this precious natural product and the 
astrological reality that accompanied it. 


Next, I will expose some of the clearest trend changes in the price of a barrel of oil, 
along with the angular relationship between Jupiter and Neptune that we found at 
that time: 


1973 (Arab embargo): uptrend. Jupiter 60° Neptune. 

1974 (second Arab embargo): uptrend. Jupiter 90° Neptune. 

1979 (Iranian revolution): uptrend. Jupiter 120° Neptune. 

1980 (Iran-Iraq war): uptrend. Jupiter 90° Neptune. 

1986 (against Saudi shock): downward trend. Jupiter 60° Neptune. 

1990 (invasion of Kuwait): upward trend. Jupiter 180° Neptune. 

1998 (Asian crisis): downward trend. Jupiter 60° Neptune. 2003 (invasion of Iraq): 
upward trend. Jupiter 180° Neptune. 


There are not all the trend changes, but only the most pronounced since 1970. From 
the end of World War II until then, the price of oil remained relatively stable. We can 
mention some less important ups and downs, such as the rise in the price of crude 
that occurred in the middle of 1999, once the Asian crisis had passed; Oil begins a 
significant escalation in the price per barrel: the quadrature aspect between these 
two planets enters into orb. 


We can also follow the evolution of the price of a barrel of oil in the last three years, 
contrasting it with the evolution of the Jupiter-Neptune planetary cycle: 


As of August 2005, with the trine between Jupiter and Neptune, oil prices begin to 
drop and this downward trend will continue until December of this year, when the 
square aspect between these two planets enters the orb, beginning then a new 
escalation in prices. In fact, in April 2006 a record price was reached in the price of 
black gold, with the Jupiter-Neptune square being in orb. When the square was 
undone, at the end of 2006, the price of a barrel began to fall and reached a 
minimum price in January 2007, entering the orb with a new aspect: the sextile 
between Jupiter and Neptune. From here, an upward trend would follow that would 
take oil to prices never seen up to now, with slight changes in trend motivated, in 
part, by the sextile between the two planets under study, an aspect that is 
operational and current in a good part of the year 2007. From the moment I write 
these lines (August 2008), it is foreseeable that if there is a new important change in 
trend, it could materialize with the following aspect: the conjunction that will be 
formed in 2009. 


The Jupiter-Neptune cycle and the zodiac signs 


The element or triplicity, the quadruplicity and the zodiacal sign where the cycle 
begins, where the conjunction of the two planets that form the planetary pair of the 
cycle under study takes place, is certainly important, since they contribute their 
characteristics to the idea or physical reality that is behind the cycle itself. The 
particular sign can be a real background decoration or just a fine nuance for a given 
cycle. In my work World Astrology, I show a clear example of this, exposing the case 
of the Cuban Revolution of 1953, which in this case is attached to the Saturn- 
Neptune cycle, and which began with these planets in the sign of Libra. It is known 
that the leader of the revolution, Fidel Castro, tried to export his model of revolution 
to other Latin American countries and that this sign, Libra, is related to the social, 
with others (countries) and is related to words such as sharing, relating or associate. 
This combination can also justify the ideological turn that he gave to his revolution in 
the early sixties, clearly turning to the left, since Libra has clear connotations of 
social and collective order. 


Regarding the zodiac sign where the beginning of the cycle takes place, we can show 
some interesting examples. For example, note that when the Treaty of Paris took 
place (30-3-1856), Jupiter and Neptune were in the sign of Pisces, Mercury and 
Venus also being in this sign. And it is significant that in this treaty aspects related to 
water were considered, so to speak. Thus, the neutrality of the Black Sea was 
resolved, with the prohibition of warships circulating and free navigation on the 
Danube was also approved, ensuring the autonomy of the principalities of Moldavia, 
Wallachia and Serbia. 


Y From the last zodiac sign, Pisces, we can go to the first, Aries, to show another 
example about the importance of the sign in which a certain planetary conjunction 
occurs: when the Patriotic Assembly of Camaguey took place in Cuba (02-26-1869). 
Jupiter and Neptune were in exact conjunction (orb of 4' arc) at 15° of the sign of 
Aries, an event previously reported. And in fact, what was approved in said act was 
the abolition of slavery, the individual liberation (Aries) of every human being born 
or living in the so-called pearl of the Antilles. No sign can reflect this fact better than 
Aries (House I), due to its undeniable relationship or identification with the 
individual, with the person. 


Y from the first zodiacal sign, Aries, we now turn to the second, Taurus, to show a 
new example of how the sign that welcomes the renewal of the planetary cycle is 
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really relevant: in Bardo's Treatise (5-12-1881), which we have already previously 
commented and which coincided with the renewal of the cycle that concerns us in 
Taurus, the distribution of powers was agreed, so to speak, between the country that 
exercised its supposed colonial right (France) and the country that suffered said 
imposition and interference external (Tunisia). Colonialism, beyond its geopolitical 
advantages, traditionally entails clear economic advantages, exploiting the natural 
resources of the occupied country, taking advantage of its cheap labor and other 
national advantages that need not be listed here. Thus, at the heart of the matter we 
have a purely economic question (Taurus). This can be concatenated with the reality 
outlined later, in this same section, when studying the effect of the renewal of the 
cycle in the sign of Scorpio. There, the effect of this conjunction in the 
aforementioned sign is studied and the importance of the zodiacal economic axis is 
evidenced. In this way, any territorial dispute, any question where the territory 
intervenes and what it can accrue, by way of geopolitical or economic dividends, can 
be related to the zodiacal economic axis: the Taurus-Scorpio axis . 


In relation to the different signs that welcome the renewals of the cycle, it is 
surprising that during August 1779, when the French King Louis XVI abolished 
servitude in the domains of the crown, Jupiter and Virgo were found in the sign of 
Virgo, sign of service par excellence. 


Clearly, we can see in the signs of the zodiac an active role in the behavior of a given 
cycle. To assess in depth the role that the Jupiter-Neptune cycle plays in the 
sublunary world, it is essential to delve into this section, dedicated to that 
background decoration that is the zodiac sign. And for this, I understand that it may 
be interesting to comment briefly, for some of the examples that we have seen 
previously, the passage of the cycle from Cancer to Capricorn, the signs that have 
seen the renewal of this cycle throughout the 20th century: 


Cancer. Note the protective and maternal character of the II Conference of The 
Hague (06-15-1907), where the different participating countries want to guarantee 
certain rights of the contenders in warlike conflicts and define the role of neutral 
states, among other considerations. Here it is clearly noted that the agenda or draft 
of the conference is stipulated in a Cancer key. 


I read. Here the leonine nuance stands out in the different treaties that I have shown 
as examples in the previous section: in all three we can see how a country is forced 
to cede part of its territory or else a strong concession is imposed on third parties. 
They are practically impositions, far from agreements or mere friendly war 
compensation, despite their appearance or packaging in the form of dialogue and 
consensus. Even the experiment that was the SDN (League of Nations), born with the 
renewal of the cycle in Leo, has a clear Leo nuance: it was practically imposed by 
North American President Wilson, despite the fact that in the end the United States 
was not part of it. Of the same. In addition, it always had a limited, elitist 
appearance, looking more like a club of select nations than a true world union of 
nations. Compare the relatively successful UN, born with the Jupiter-Neptune 
conjunction in Libra, a sign much more akin to such an experiment, if you will. 


In another order of things, it is curious to find that the three treaties mentioned 
above had as protagonists countries that have always been attached to the sign of 
Leo: France was the country where the three treaties were signed and Italy was one 
of the beneficiary states. 


Virgo. The events that I have located for the moment in which Jupiter and Neptune 
were in conjunction in the sky, at the level of forms or spirit, are in line with what 
Virgo can contribute as a backdrop for this conjunction: discretion, modesty and 
limitation in the results. It is what the renewal of this cycle can earn in a sign so little 


related to the nature of the planets that form the binomial in question. Thus, we can 
observe an international peace conference that has not gone down in history 
(September 1932) or, simply, a significant vacuum on a quantitative level: few 
agreements, treaties, armistices or events related to the cycle occurred when the 
two planets came together. in this sign in the 20th century. 


In my opinion, the nuance that Virgo gives in the birth of Saudi Arabia is clearly 
perceptible. It should be connected with different dimensions of the same reality: the 
Jupiter-Neptune cycle (spiritual and religious pairing par excellence), the Islamic 
religion (which was born with an opposition between Jupiter and Neptune, which was 
in Virgo, in conjunction with Uranus, and the same sign of Virgo, not because of its 
nature per se, connected with the moment of the founding of this country, but 
because of its previous connection with the birth of Islam and the relationship of this 
religion with the characteristics of Virgo.This involves Arabia Saudi as a country, 
because it is not in vain that it is not just any Muslim country, but the true historical 
and religious epicenter of Islam.The residue of Virgo, condenses the characteristics 
of the Islamic religion: purity, strong sense of religious duty, scrupulousness in 
compliance of the tasks and obligations to observe, dietary implications, with the 
prohibition of certain meats, fasting and other issues that we can easily relate to said 
sign. Islam with this sign of Earth, JL San Miguel de Pablos already pointed it out in 
one of his works. Hence, the conditioning of Virgo, visible and palpable almost in this 
kingdom of the Near East. 


Pound. If we analyze the events that coincide with the renewal of the cycle in Libra, 
we can notice some effects in tune with this sign: true political agreements, born of 
genuine alliances - even provisional and non-homogeneous - of different nations. In 
history books, to describe some of the moments that coincided with the beginning of 
the cycle around 1945, we also frequently find words such as justice, distribution, 
stabilization, dialogue, union and others that have always been associated with the 
sign of Libra. It is no less true that the creation of the UN, which as we have seen 
coincided with these two planets together in Libra, clearly demonstrates the best 
values of this sign. Indeed, the sign of Libra is the backdrop, even if the script is 
written by Jupiter and Neptune. There can be no better astrological endowment for 
an organization whose ultimate goal is peace among nations. 


scorpio. I think that it is not straining the analogical muscle if, in mundane astrology, 
we assign possessions and, by extension, territories to the sign of Scorpio. After all, 
it is the VIII house in the world's natural horoscope and the II-VIII axis is attached to 
properties or assets, either in an individual or in a country. And if as properties or 
possessions we understand or accept that these can be represented by the 
kilometers or thousands of square kilometers of land in a country, we already have a 
more or less clear connection with the sign of Scorpio. And I say all this because it is 
striking that some of the most representative events of the renewal of the Jupiter- 
Neptune cycle in Scorpio, speak to us precisely of territorial divisions and unions or 
border disputes. Examples of this are the negotiations between France and Algeria 
(October 1958) or the birth of the RAU (United Arab Republic), the visible head of 
pan-Arabism. 


Sagittarius. If we look at some of the main events that coincided with the renewal of 
the cycle in Sagittarius, we can distinguish a certain focus on foreign affairs, such as 
the reestablishment of diplomatic relations between two countries, a friendship and 
cooperation treaty between two other countries (India and the USSR in 1971), the 
agreement that took place in September of that same year between the Four with 
respect to Berlin and Germany or an international musical concert, designed to help 
one of the most disadvantaged regions or countries. Sagittarius is the IX house in the 
world's natural horoscope and is in tune with what has been pointed out. 
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Capricorn. The serious, rigorous or solemn nuance of Capricorn is visible in many of 
the agreements that mark the renewal of the cycle in this sign. The same pacts are 
the product of long negotiations or are moved by international interests, noting the 
importance and importance of this Earth sign. In any case, even though this cardinal 
sign is relevant in this astrological branch, for obvious reasons, at a cosmic level it is 
not a favorable sign for the renewal of the cycle in question; this is a clear limitation, 
from a qualitative point of view, as it happens with the sign of Virgo. 

The conjunction of Jupiter and Neptune in Aquarius (2009) 


The last time these planets came together in Aquarius was in the year 1843. And 
before that date, it was in 1677, 1511, 1345, 1191, 1025, 859, 693... and we can 
follow the thread to remote times. However, within the subject at hand, specific and 
well compartmentalized, according to the definition and line of action of this cycle, it 
is difficult to find clear correlations between what the product of Jupiter and 
Neptune means with specific events on dates prior to the XIX century. However, to 
study the possible effect of Jupiter-Neptune in Aquarius, it will suffice to incorporate 
the nuance that the sign itself gives to the meaning of the planetary cycle under 
study, which, after all, is the main asset to take into account. From here, we can 
judge the next occasions in which both planets will be in contact with each other, 
either in conjunction or in any other angular relationship. It goes without saying that, 
to extract information from a given period of time, it is not enough to study the cycle 
in question in isolation; It is necessary to consider, among other issues, the global 
astrological context , especially at an interplanetary level. Having said this, we can 
slightly analyze the next conjunction of Jupiter and Neptune in the sign of Aquarius, 
which will materialize for the first time on May 27, 2009 and which will undoubtedly 
be one of the configurations of the year in Mundane Astrology. 


In the previous conjunction, in 1997, both planets were in the sign of Capricorn. This 
time, the sign of Aquarius waits to welcome the renewal of this cycle. Somehow, this 
sign makes it easier for the product of the Jupiter-Neptune pairing to be properly 
channeled. It is a fertile land, as opposed to other sterile or lesser quality signs for 
the purposes of this planetary pair, to put it in some way. Furthermore, due to its 
own characteristics, since Aquarius is House XI in the world's natural horoscope, it 
promotes all kinds of agreements, alliances, coalitions or pacts between nations. Or 
perhaps going further, international relations tend to be felt on a new stage, based 
on a climate of camaraderie, fraternity, of greater complicity between the different 
nations that make up this multicolored mosaic that is our world, with capital letters. 
On the other hand, the Jupiter-Neptune conjunction in Aquarius in 1843 cannot be 
compared with that of 2009 either. Regardless of the astrological context then and 
next year, the world has changed and, with regard to this sign and what it entails, On 
a global and human level, today's world should take better advantage of the renewal 
of the cycle today. And in my opinion, so it will be. 
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Jupiter-Neptune conjunction. 
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Before continuing to consider what may happen in 2009 


219with the next conjunction of these two planets, it should be remembered that one 
of the dangers that lie in wait for the astrologer, in regards to this cycle and to 
astrological forecast, is to freely venture into predicting major international 
agreements, the solution to all the conflicts of the Earth and... but in a relatively light 
cycle like this, when the conjunction or the aspect is undone, we realize that what 
was promised has not been fulfilled to a large extent. He may have only left behind 
two minor international deals and a national music festival to raise money for some 
charitable cause. That is why it is convenient to be cautious and not consider such a 
configuration in isolation, without subjecting it to an appropriate mundane 
astrological context. 


In relation to 2009 and the renewal of the cycle that will be consummated, 
astronomically speaking, in May of next year, it is to be expected that in a good part 
of the three-quarters of the year in which the conjunction is technically in the world, 
we will witness an international climate with tendency to détente, especially on 
certain dates, which will be noted later. On these sensitive dates, coinciding with the 
closed conjunction of Jupiter and Neptune, it is when some peace agreements can be 
closed or when certain humanitarian or philanthropic initiatives can bear fruit. 
International diplomacy can be a protagonist in the media, with some foreign 
ministers or foreign affairs ministers being able to stand out more than certain prime 
ministers or presidents. It is also possible to expect from some countries a dense 
international agenda, full of commitments, in tune with the cycle studied here. 
International cooperation can also be strengthened, in all senses, with organizations 
such as the UN, UNESCO and others playing a brilliant role. 


In my opinion, in 2009 US diplomacy can lead or promote certain policies that are in 
tune with this cycle. Not only in relation to specific or specific agreements, in the 
form of treaties, but promoting conferences and high-level meetings to discuss some 
burning issues that were on the table at that time. Indirectly, I also understand that 
the new North American Administration can act positively even passively; that is to 
say, adopting a low profile, a non-belligerent attitude with certain countries (a new 
treatment for Cuba could be an example). US foreign policy can also be framed on 
the basis of a non-interventionist global criteria or, at least, much more moderate 
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than the Bush Administration. This would help to create an international climate 
prone to solving old conflicts or to neutralizing sources of international tension 
during the year 2009, while the conjunction between Jupiter and Neptune is in the 
orb. It is undeniable that certain problems between countries or peoples, such as the 
Arab-Israeli conflict, require a change of scenery, with new actors and a new Script. 
Once again, these lands are candidates for peace, with the new cycle about to be 
renewed. 


Obviously, everything said in relation to the United States is closely related to my 
prediction about the outcome of the elections in that country scheduled for 
November 2008. As is known, my prediction launched on June 15, 2008 on the 
Internet, bets for a victory of the Democratic candidate, Barack Obama. It is 
unrealistic to think that an eventual 180-degree turn in US foreign policy comes from 
the Republican camp, which is why no other possibility can be contemplated. 


As is known, the next conjunction will not only be three months in the orb, as the 
previous one in 1997 was in Capricorn, but from April, when the conjunction is 
already entering the orb, it will extend throughout the entire year, reaching even to 
the first weeks of the year 2010. The fact of staying longer in the world does not 
necessarily imply a qualitative advantage, but simply a quantitative one, from a 
temporal prism. 

Both planets will be in exact ecliptic conjunction on May 27, July 10 and December 
21, 2009. And the epicenter, in terms of sensitive dates for eventual events in line 
with expectations, will be exactly close to these three dates. . Thus, it is more 
probable that we will live a mini period where international political détente reigns 
around these days and months, close to orb "0", than at the beginning of April, at the 
6th orb or at the beginning of February 2010, already dissolving the conjunction, 
more than 8° of separation one planet from another. The months of May, June, July 
and December 2009 seem to be the most likely to generate a background climate or 
to promote specific events along the lines of what this cycle usually produces. 


However, it is not possible to isolate a certain cycle or aspect in this astrological 
branch. It is necessary to subordinate to the global astrological context any 
particular configuration, conditioning it to astrological elements that can greatly 
modify the result of those. It is essential to filter any previous particular analysis. In 
the case of the next cycle, Pluto in Capricorn may be relatively important, because at 
a mundane level, its influence is undeniable at a political and social level. And the 
background interplanetary context, where the slowest planets intervene, must also 
be considered. The reading to be carried out is very different if the period in question 
is riddled with hard aspects between heavy planets or if, on the contrary, all the 
slower planets are in neutral or harmonic aspect to each other. In the latter case, the 
Jupiter-Neptune cycle can earn many more dividends; the quantity and quality of its 
effect may depend on it. Thus, in the case at hand, we can see that the background 
climate, at an interplanetary level, is not so favorable as the year progresses: from 
mid-2009, Uranus and Pluto technically become square and, at the end of each year, 
Saturn and Pluto also come to be at an angle of 90°. Even at some point, like early 
October 2009, the Square T formed between Pluto, Uranus and Saturn becomes an 
orb. 

There are many other considerations to take into account: the position in the 
zodiacal signs of the slower planets, planetary accumulations, Midpoints... and many 
other astrological elements that can condition or modify the performance of the cycle 
itself. Also the study of the horoscope of the beginning of the cycle is interesting. The 
fastest planets, like minute hands, can activate or underline certain periods, acting 
as a trigger. In this regard, it is essential to monitor the Sun, Mercury, Venus and 
Mars, paying special attention to the interplanetary relationships that, parallel to the 
Jupiter-Neptune cycle, are formed between the Sun, Venus and Jupiter, as they can 


become mini stages. that potentiate the effect of the main cycle. 


Determining with a greater approximation the dates of the year 2009 in which 
eventual events may occur along the lines of what has been pointed out or specifying 
in which latitudes these supposed events will take place, is beyond the purpose of 
this exposition. 


Conclusion 


The study of planetary cycles constitutes one of the fundamental pillars of World 
Astrology. As is known since ancient times, at the beginning and subsequent 
evolution of a determined planetary cycle, a mundane event corresponds to it in the 
sublunary world according to its nature, with its phase and aspect within the cycle: 
at a political, social, economic or cultural level. . 


The Jupiter-Neptune cycle is, within the chapter of planetary cycles, a limited cycle, 
modest in its effects, from a historical point of view. It is not comparable to the great 
cycles, where the slowest planets intervene. However, it is necessary to seriously 
study and consider his contribution to this astrological branch. 


As we have seen throughout this monothematic study, the real effect of the product 
of this planetary pairing can be detected and delimited, in its main lines of action, 
with acceptable precision. It is from the study of the numerous historical examples 
when it is determined in which sections its influence can be revealed as important. In 
the case of the cycle that concerns us, its link with all kinds of peace initiatives, 
treaties, agreements and similar events has been demonstrated. Secondarily, we 
have also seen its connection with certain liberal, democratic or socialist political 
movements and, on the other hand, its relationship with the oil price has also been 
evidenced. We have also been able to verify that the zodiac sign where the cycle 
begins, where the conjunction of the two planets that form the tandem of the 
planetary cycle that is studied takes place, is certainly important, since it contributes 
its characteristics to the idea or physical reality that is being studied. behind the loop 
itself. The sign can be a true background decoration or simply a fine nuance for a 
given cycle. From here, the astrologer can apply in practice what this particular 
cycle can offer on a mundane level, within the context of this astrological branch, as 
we have seen throughout this exposition. 


To conclude, it is to be said that it is to be hoped that this monothematic study, by 
way of a modest contribution, brings with it a greater knowledge about the Jupiter- 
Neptune cycle, at the same time that it serves as a stimulus for other investigations 
to continue delving into this interesting cycle, to benefit of Mundane Astrology.

Introduction 


This year, 2007, marks the 40th anniversary of the death of Che Guevara, the famous 
revolutionary of the 20th century. The human and historical figure of this icon of the 
last century, achieved notoriety in the fifties, when with Fidel and Raul Castro and 
Camilo Cienfuegos, he led the Cuban revolution, which culminated in the overthrow 
of the dictator Fulgencio Batista in 1959 and with the entry triumphant in Havana in 
January of that same year. 


In the sixties, the figure of Che Guevara, as a public figure, was resized by his 
attempt to export the Castro revolution outside the island, trying to get the Ibero- 
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American countries to embrace the Cuban political, economic and social model. In 
that same decade, in the sixties, the Uranus-Pluto cycle was renewed, with its 
conjunction in Virgo, seeing the birth of revolutionary movements, in the political, 
social or cultural sphere. This cycle, renewed in the period 1963-1967, and 
historically attached to revolutions and social mobilizations, coincided in time with 
the maximum projection of the figure of Che Guevara, the man who best embodied 
the revolutionary spirit of these years. 


In this paper, my intention is to highlight the point of intersection, in history, of a 
human life, that of the Argentine guerrilla Che Guevara, and the revolutionary spirit 
of the Urano-Pluto cycle, as an astrological phenomenon of historical interest. 
Ernesto Guevara, popularly called Che Guevara, was born on May 14, 1928 in 
Rosario (Argentina), into a wealthy family. In his youth, he studied medicine and was 
active in leftist movements in his country. Since 1953, he traveled through Peru, 
Ecuador, Venezuela and Guatemala, discovering the prevailing misery in Latin 
America, in contrast to the exploitation of North American imperialism in this part of 
the world. He participated in different protest initiatives and ended up leaning 
towards a Marxist ideology. In 1955 he met Fidel Castro in Mexico, who was 
preparing his guerrilla offensive in Cuba and decided to join this group as a doctor. 
In 1956, he disembarked with the revolutionary movement on the island of Cuba, 
establishing himself in Sierra Maestra and eventually becoming one of the leaders of 
the Cuban revolution. He participated in the decisive battle for the capture of Santa 
Clara, in 1958, and finally entered Havana victorious in 1959, ending the Batista 
dictatorship. 


The new regime granted him Cuban nationality and named him Chief of the Militia 
and director of the Agrarian Reform Institute that same year. In 1960, he was 
appointed president of the National Bank and Minister of Economy. In 1961, he was 
appointed Minister of Industry. In those years, Guevara struggled to achieve 
economic independence for Cuba. Gradually, he left his positions and began to 
establish himself as an international spokesman for the Cuban revolution, attending 
different international forums to defend the revolution against US imperialism. In 
1965, he puts on the revolutionary outfit again and goes to the Congo, where he 
fights in support of the ongoing revolutionary movement. Completely abandoning his 
political responsibilities in Cuba, in 1966 he returned to focus on Latin America, in 
his attempt to promote a generalized revolution on the continent. Choose Bolivia as 
the center of operations, to install a guerrilla that can extend its influence to 
Argentina, Chile, Peru, Brazil and Paraguay. At the head of a small group of 
revolutionaries, he tries to generate a social revolution in Bolivia, although his 
message does not reach the people. Isolated in a jungle region, he falls into an 
ambush by the Bolivian army in the Valle Grande region, being wounded and 
imprisoned. Due to its status as a symbol for world youth, the Bolivian military 
decided to destroy the myth, executing it in 1967.

It is not necessary to study Che Guevara's horoscope every 

227configurations, since we are only interested in those that gave meaning to the 
character, to the historical figure, to the immortal guerrilla fighter, not to an 
individual named Ernesto Guevara. We are not interested here in the son, the 
husband or the father, only Che with a social dimension. 


From your horoscope, the most important configurations at this level are, in order of 
importance: 


-Uranus conjunct the Ascendant. 
-Uranus square Midheaven. 
-Mars conjunct the Ascendant. 
Angular Pluto (4th house). 


Secondarily, they are also important: 


-Sun in sextile to Mars. 

-The Ascendant framed by Mars and Uranus. 
-Sun square Neptune. 

-Jupiter trine Neptune. 


Considering synthetically each of these configurations, we can point out the 
following: 


Uranus conjunct the Ascendant, confers an eccentric, rebellious, revolutionary, 
unconventional, freedom-loving note. 


Uranus square Midheaven shows us the rebel, who rebels against authority, against 
any social or political imposition. Erratic, revolutionary, disruptive. 


Mars conjunct the Ascendant, is the overflowing energy, the fiery being, almost 
aggressive, with a strong combative, competitive spirit, with courage. Note that 
Simon Bolivar and Moshe Dayan, the famous Israeli general, also feared Mars 
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conjunct the Ascendant. 
Angular Pluto (4th house) suggests internal tensions, the will to transform, to 
change, to regenerate the reality that surrounds it. 


The Sun in sextile to Mars, gives strength, energy, combativeness. 


The Ascendant framed by Mars and Uranus, gives quick reactions and decisions, 
great energy and aggressiveness. Alexandre Volguine, author of the work The 
Framings of the Sun, the Moon and the Angles, suggests that with this combination 
there are several examples of accidental or violent deaths, as happened with Che 
himself. 


Obviously, the base or framework that frames Che as a person and character is a 
timely combination of Fire, Earth and Water: 


The Ascendant in the sign of Aries, which gave him initiative, strength, courage. The 
Sun in the sign of Taurus, endowing him with perseverance, rigidity, stubbornness. 
The Moon in the sign of Pisces, giving humanity, sensitivity, compassion. 


The element Fire (4 planets) and Water (3 planets) also predominate in his birth 
theme, being the perfect combination of the hero, the idealist, the one who bravely 
sacrifices himself for a cause. 


The aspects where the planet Neptune intervenes are essential to understand some 
of its personal characteristics and deeper motivations: 


Sun square Neptune: excessively idealistic, possible confusion, self-delusion, 
somewhat utopian and unrealistic. 


Jupiter trine Neptune: your charitable, humanitarian, generous side. 

Other elements of your horoscope are important and can provide us with valuable 
information to understand the person and the character, such as the ruler of the 
Midheaven located in the IX house, or the zodiacal location of Pluto, in the sign of 
Cancer, which gives it a third dimension to their situation at home or at home and 
that helps to understand, even partially, the underlying revolutionary motivation. 


However, the aforementioned elements are those that make up the essential 
structure of that person who, at a given moment in his life, leaves behind the being 
of flesh and blood to become part of the myth, of the character who best embodied 
the spirit. , the perfume, the essence of the revolutionary Uranus-Pluto cycle in the 
sixties. 


planetary cycles 


Before addressing the Uranus-Pluto cycle, it is necessary to explain that it is a 
planetary cycle in world astrology and what role it plays within this section. The 
study of the great planetary cycles, where the slowest planets intervene: Uranus, 
Neptune and Pluto, is one of the fundamental pillars of mundane astrology. As a 
planetary cycle, we understand the route that is established between two planets, 
from the fastest to the slowest, in the interval of two successive encounters of the 
same planets. For example, a cycle between Uranus and Pluto begins when both are 
in conjunction to a certain degree and sign, ending the cycle with the next meeting 
between the two, in the form of a conjunction. 


The interest of the astrologer in relation to the cycle, responds to a reality verified 
since remote times, which tells us that before any movement of a determined 
planetary cycle, there corresponds here on Earth a social fact according to the phase 
and aspect of the cycle itself. : at a political, social, economic or cultural level. 


One of the most accurate parallels, with respect to the planetary cycle itself, is the 
same lunar cycle: New Moon, Crescent Quarter, Full Moon and Waning Quarter, to 
start again, again, with a New Moon. The waxing phase, related to the evolutionary 
phase, the Full Moon, with its equivalent with the opposition, within the cycle, and 
the waning phase, related to the involutionary phase. 


A specific event, capable of evolving and developing, not only responds to a given 
cycle if it begins with the conjunction or beginning of the cycle, but can also be 
adapted to it with another phase or aspect. On the other hand, an event will not 
necessarily be attached to the cycle that begins when the idea or physical reality is 
born. 


The element and the zodiacal sign where the cycle begins, where the conjunction of 
the two planets that form the tandem of the planetary cycle under study takes place, 
is extremely important, since it contributes its characteristics to the idea or physical 
reality that is behind the cycle. cycle itself. 


Astrologically, all cycles are identical in their basic nature, content and form. The 
structure of the cycle is this: a) Evolutionary phase and involutionary phase 


With the conjunction (0°) between two planets, the cycle begins, which will evolve 
(evolutionary phase) until the opposition (180°), where after its culmination, the 
cycle will involute (involutionary phase), until the next conjunction, where the next 
cycle starts. 


The evolutionary phase (0°-180°), is related to the process of growth and 
development, within a phase of clear expansion. The involutionary phase (180°-360°), 
is related to the process of aging and destruction, within a phase of clear involution. 


A perfect example of an evolutionary phase and an involutionary phase is the Cuban 
revolution itself. Thus, during its evolutionary phase (from the Saturn-Neptune cycle, 
started in 1953), the revolution develops, expands, grows outwards, even trying to be 
exported to other Latin American countries, as is the case of Che Guevara, standard- 
bearer of the revolution abroad. In the involutionary phase, the Cuban revolution 
consolidates, closes in on itself, concentrating, coiling up like a snake. The 
evolutionary phase resembles a centrifugal force, in the same way that the 
involutionary phase resembles a centripetal force. 


b) Interplanetary aspects 


From the conjunction (0°), when the cycle begins, interplanetary aspects occur 
between the two planets that form the cycle. The first important aspect is the sextile 
(60°), followed by the square (90°), the trine (120°) and the opposition (180°). 
Afterwards, the same aspects follow, but already in the involutionary phase: the trine 
(240°), the square (270°) and the sextile (300°), before starting the next cycle, with 
the new conjunction (0°). . In practice, some minor aspects can be added, such as the 
semisextile (30°), the semisquare (45°), the sesquisquare (135°) and the quincunx 
(150°), with their respective involutionary phases. 


The different aspects, differentiated in turn by being in the evolutionary or 
involutionary phase of the cycle, have their own characteristics which, synthetically, 
are these: 


Conjunction (0°): Birth of an idea or physical reality. The seed that is planted. The 
cycle begins: evolution, development. Sextile (60°): Growth that materializes. First 
achievement or achievement. 

Square (90°): First evolutionary crisis. Interruption, obstacle to overcome. 
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Trine (120°): Growth that is consolidated. Maximum expansion or flowering. 
Opposition (180 °): Maturity of the idea or physical reality. Confrontation, conflict. 
Trine (240°): Inner growth. concretion. 

Square (270°): Inner crisis. Imbalance. 

Sextile (300°): Inner growth. Chance. 

Conjunction (0°): End of the cycle. The idea or physical reality dies or is transformed. 
Birth or rebirth of an idea or physical reality. 


The maximum orbs admitted should be, approximately, the following: 


Conjunction: 10°. 
Opposition: 8th. 

Sextile, square, trine: 6°. 
Minor aspects: 2nd. 


The Uranus-Pluto Cycle 


Cycle related to revolutions and extensive social mobilizations. Radical changes, 
restructuring or reconstruction of peoples and nations. A disruptive cycle, which 
entails new changes and proposals at a political, social, cultural or scientific level. 
This cycle is present, in the past, in periods such as the IV Crusade and the capture 
of Constantinople, around 1203-1204, with the conjunction of these two planets in an 
orb. The last conjunction between Uranus and Pluto that humanity has experienced 
is that of 1965, although its radius of influence extends to about three years before 
and after. 

The conjunction of Uranus-Pluto in Virgo (1963-1967) 


During the last conjunction between Uranus and Pluto, in the sign of Virgo, the 
revolutionary feelings of society, at a global level, crystallize in France, in the famous 
May of 1968: social dissatisfaction will generate new and different political, social 
and economic proposals. . This period (1963-1967) is also the moment of greatest 
projection of the man who best embodied this conjunction: Che Guevara, the Latin 
American revolutionary, who tried to export the Castro revolution outside its 
borders, trying to spread a political, social and economic project. revolutionary. It is 
the time of The Beatles, who with their music will try to change an out-of-date 
society. Under the shadow of this cycle, we also find new life proposals: the hippy 
movement, pacifism or environmentalism. According to Andre Barbault, the 
conjunction between Uranus and Pluto, in the sign of Virgo brought with it the 
widespread phenomenon of terrorism: violence (Uranus-Pluto) fragmented (Virgo). 
At a scientific and technological level, this cycle has also generated important 
changes in society: in the conjunction of 1965, we witnessed the emergence of 
computers and electronics, in the same way that in the previous conjunction of 1850, 
machinery and the expansion of the telegraph. 


Che Guevara, the Urano-Pluto cycle and the sixties 


To understand what happened in the life of Che Guevara and in the world in the 
sixties, one must first go back to 1953. In that year, transiting Uranus -angular in 
Che's radix- reaches the radical position of Pluto, also angular. That same year, the 
Cuban revolution began, with the assault on the Moncada Barracks. We also find in 
the same period another heavy transit: Pluto reaches the position of radical Neptune. 
Guevara, stimulated by the beginnings of the Castroite revolution, parallel to the 
aforementioned natal transits, feels within himself the need to embrace a movement 
of rebellion, revolutionary, so in tune with his way of being and seeing life, just as he 
saw it. perfectly reflects your own horoscope. The rest, until achieving victory in 


1959, expelling Fulgencio Batista and his corrupt regime from the island of Cuba, is 
history. 


Reviewing Che's biography, we can see that it was in 1965 when this guerrilla 
abandoned all his political posts in Cuba, stopped participating in sterile 
international forums and picked up his rifle again. It is exactly in the year in which 
the partial conjunction of Uranus and Pluto occurs in the sky when Che Guevara puts 
on the guerrilla, revolutionary outfit again. He identifies with a current of thought, 
with a movement of global rebellion in all spheres (political, social or cultural) and he 
embodies and champions it better than anyone else. The world identifies Guevara 
with this movement and he gives himself body and soul to change the political, social 
and economic reality of the world. 


The conjunction between Uranus and Pluto occurs in the VI house of Che Guevara, at 
17 degrees of Virgo, in exact square to the natal Saturn, which is in his IX house. The 
astrologer may be tempted to interpret the conjunction that is formed in his 6th 
house symbolically, as dedication, service, work (6th house) in the form of a 
revolutionary, a standard bearer of a common cause. Correct interpretation or not, 
the truth is that due to the mere transit of Uranus and Pluto through its sector VI, 
separately and working together, the conventional reading to be carried out is in the 
line of pointing out that this social icon of the 20th century felt the need to change, 
regenerate, revolutionize (words attached to the Urano-Pluton binomial) your life in 
terms of work, service, your activity as a leader, of course, serving a lofty cause. And 
so he did. However, his long-awaited revolution, his work (House VI) as a 
revolutionary (Uranus-Pluton), was cut short in 1967, when he was executed in 
Bolivia by the military. 


Shortly after its physical disappearance, the revolutionary Uranus-Pluto conjunction 
also broke up, moving one planet away from another and dissolving that 
extraordinary conjunction that only repeats itself once every 127 years, on average. 
And with it, The Beatles dissolved, the hippie movement lost strength and the youth 
of May 68 melted into anonymity. And a dream left, and a yearning for true freedom, 
for social rebellion. However, his ideas of social justice and brotherhood among 
peoples remain. 


To round off this astro-historical picture, in a poetic key, I want to share with the 
audience, recipient of this presentation, a personal, subjective sensation: when I see 
the image of Che on the five continents, in the form of a photo, drawing or symbol, 
extracted from the famous photograph that the Cuban Alberto Korda took of him in 
1960, and that for decades has been part of the universal iconography of the 20th 
century, I always noticed the star that Che had printed on his hat or cap. And, in 
truth, by way of optical illusion, I no longer see a simple five-pointed star. Actually, I 
see the symbol of Uranus and Pluto, as a symbolic representation of the 
revolutionary movement that was born in the shadow of this great planetary cycle 
and that Che Guevara championed, endorsed and embodied like no one else. 


Conclusion 


Here natal astrology coincides, with the figure of Che Guevara as a person, and 
world astrology, with the Urano-Pluto cycle as the protagonist. The point of 
intersection is located in one of the most interesting decades that the 20th century 
saw: the sixties. Beyond history, astrologically the most interesting is the 
relationship of collective identification that is established between an individual and 
the masses, sensitive, as a whole, to the product of the different planetary cycles. 
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The Neptune-Pluto cycle and the Age of Aquarius. 


The astrological beginning of the New Times. 


Introduction 


For astrologers and non-astrologers, it is evident that we are gradually entering a 
new scenario, a new world order, at a general level. This has been evident for several 
decades. Nothing escapes this climate or background decoration, which involves the 
relationship between the same countries, politics, the economy or culture. 
Astrologically, this reality is justified with the entry into the new Age of Aquarius. 
However, it is interesting to study, with the astro-historical perspective that we now 
have, the insertion of one of the great cycles, the Neptune-Pluto cycle, in the new 
era. This setting is important due to the modulation and rhythm that this great cycle 
has printed in the first bars of the Age of Aquarius. In this paper, I will expose this 
reality that, from my point of view, deserves a reflection and consideration by the 
practitioners of the science-art of Urania. 


At the end of the 19th century, the Neptune-Pluto cycle was renewed in the sign of 
Gemini, the slowest and most important, at the level of general context or 
background decoration, of the planetary cycles. At the same time, the first signs 
announcing a profound change in society, a new paradigm: the Age of Aquarius 
began to wake up, to become evident to humanity. The coincidence in time of this 
cycle and the beginning of the new era represents the starting point of the New 
Times. 


And since the conjunction of the two slowest planets, back in 1891, and throughout 
the following decades, up to the present day, this double astrological reality has 
accompanied humanity in the form of a leitmotiv, a common denominator of all that 
has been done . happened on the blue planet. The dizzying technological 
development and the awakening of a new humanitarian sensibility at a collective 
level are, in fact, the main features of our history in the last hundred and twenty 
years. 


Indeed, this curious astrological overlap, where the renewal of a great planetary 
cycle coincides with the beginning of a new era, has galvanized our collective 
journey ever since. And, furthermore, a certain basic coherence is notorious, as we 
will see later. However, it is necessary to understand how this interaction is carried 
out in practice, correctly inserting one astrological element into the other. Thus, that 
great stage that is the era covers the entire cycle with its influence. Accordingly, the 
Neptune-Pluto cycle is subordinate, conditioned to the new era, which marks the 
master lines in which its effect or influence will move. 


Before addressing what concerns us, the reality of our world under the effect of the 
Neptune-Pluto cycle and the Age of Aquarius, we will study both elements 
separately, in order to be able to interpret them correctly, separately and jointly. 


The Astrological Ages 


In world astrology, the great framework that encompasses all times and civilizations 
is the era. This great period, which is the era, must precede and condition any study 
or analysis of a specific historical moment or event. The era dyes each historical 
period with its color, endowing it with some common characteristics, as a 
background decoration, in accordance with the zodiac note of the same era. Given its 
long cyclical period - about 26,000 years - the longest in this branch of astrology, its 


consideration must necessarily be the most important at a general level. 

That great framework that is the era (2,100 years), means that the great planetary 
cycles do not repeat themselves indefinitely, it means that history is not always the 
same. It is the general context of a civilization and conditions, in a more or less 
evident way, even a simple horoscope, since this would demand a different reading in 
each era. 


In the great cosmic clock of history, the era, as the main hand, indicates the time of 
the times, while the group of celestial bodies of the Solar System, with their cycles, 
incomes and minor configurations, indicate the minutes of our time. history here on 
Earth, as if it were the secondary hand. 


To understand this astrological reality, it is necessary to understand the astronomical 
reality on which it is based: 


astronomical considerations 


The Vernal Point (0° of Aries), the intersection point of the ecliptic and the celestial 
equator, in which the Sun crosses the spring equinox each year, is the beginning of 
the signs of the zodiac, regardless of the background of the constellations. We can 
see it in figure 19. 


Our planet, Earth, has four types of movement: rotation, translation, precession, and 
nutation. And the movement of precession is the displacement of the Vernal Point at 
the rate of 50 seconds of arc per year, in the opposite direction to the natural order 
of the signs of the zodiac. The precession movement is motivated by the attraction 
exerted by the Sun, the Moon and, to a lesser extent, the planets, on the equatorial 
bulge of the Earth, causing a slow rocking. Under the influence of these attractions, 
the axis of the terrestrial pole is describing a cone of 47° opening, whose vertex is in 
the center of the Earth. This movement, which can be compared to the swinging of a 
spinning top, causes its axis to oscillate slowly as it moves through space. Modernly, 
it has been verified and calculated with precise methods, having established the 
precession movement at 50.4 seconds per year. As a consequence of the precession 
movement, and beyond the obvious gap between signs and constellations, the 
moment of the equinox is brought forward, as well as the polar star changes over 
time.

There is a second phenomenon that overlaps with precession: nutation, which 
consists of a small to-and-fro movement of the Earth's axis. As the Earth is not 
spherical, but flattened at the poles, the attraction of the Moon on the equatorial 
bulge of the Earth causes the phenomenon of nutation, a word that means pitching.

Precession and nutation. 


Thus, according to the Precession of the Equinoxes and regardless of the signs of the 
zodiac, the constellation that is behind the Vernal Point changes through the years, 
centuries and millennia, until completing a turn in approximately 26,000 years. This 
long period is called the Great Year and comprises twelve Eras of approximately 
2,100 years each. The movement that is observed is backwards, in the opposite 
direction to that of the signs of the zodiac. Thus, from the constellation of Aries it 
goes to that of Pisces, instead of going to that of Taurus. 2,000 years ago, the Sun 
was projected on March 21 on the constellation of Aries, while today, due to the 
Precession of the Equinoxes, it is projected at the beginning of the constellation of 
Pisces, already close to the final stars of the Aquarius constellation. 

The change of era 


Due to the fact that the Vernal Point is close to the stars of Aquarius, some 
astrologers affirm that we are already in the Age of Aquarius. Other astrologers 
believe that there are decades and even centuries to enter this great astrological 
period. But there must necessarily be an overlap between the two eras, where on the 
border between Pisces and Aquarius, the influences intermingle and the incipient 
signs of the new era gradually erase the signs of the old age. It is not very sensible to 
believe that the transition from one era to another occurs from one day to the next. 
Given the magnitudes of time involved, it is possible to assume an intermediate 
period, where both influences coexist. Therefore, it is not very important to 
determine the exact moment, astronomically speaking, in which an astrological era 
begins. Indirectly, attempts have also been made to obtain the birth date of an era by 
means of a period or event clearly related to the zodiac sign of the era. For example, 
according to some authors, the Age of Aquarius was supposedly born together with 
the French Revolution and the discovery of Uranus. Even more convincing, for 
compelling historical reasons, is to suppose that with the birth of Christ the Age of 
Pisces was born. The history of humanity in the last 20 centuries, in its essence, is 
quite consistent with some of the characteristics of the sign of Pisces. 


In this way, if we accept this fact as the starting point of the Age of Pisces, we can 
delimit the beginning and end of this era with a relatively precise margin. Thus, the 
border of the Age of Aquarius would be located around the year 2100 of our era. 
Accepting the period of mixed influence of two contiguous eras, which we can 
establish around 200 years -before and after the hypothetical change of era-, 


theoretically we are already, since the beginning of the 20th century, in said 
intermediate period. And, in truth, some historical events of the past 20th century 
and of the present 21st century, on the scientific, cultural or social level, already 
denote a change, since they contain fully Aquarian characteristics. 


As a rule, the different eras agree well with the history of the different ancient 
civilizations: religion, culture and other fields fit with the zodiac sign of the era in 
question. For example, if we analyze the period of time that includes the Age of 
Pisces (1 to 2100, approximately), we will observe a clear correspondence with the 
sign of Pisces. Thus, the era begins with the birth of Jesus Christ. Christianity is 
founded and the Christian religion is widely disseminated, represented from the 
beginning by the fish, symbol of Pisces. There are numerous engravings that attest to 
this. The fish appear in different passages of the Bible, such as the multiplication of 
loaves and fish, the dragnet that collects fish of all sorts or the well-known passage 
of miraculous fishing, where Jesus tells Simon: "... henceforth you will be a fisher of 
men." In addition, the characteristics of the sign of Pisces are closely related to the 
spirit of Christianity: kindness, charity, delivery, submission or sacrifice. It is 
notorious that for almost twenty centuries, the West was structured from 
Christianity: state politics, with numerous religious wars, thought and philosophy, 
art or the strong influence in the same society, which will condition the attitude of 
the individual, noble or commoner Christianity was also exported and affected to 
other geographical areas: in the form of warlike adventures, such as the Crusades, or 
in chapters that have marked a deep furrow in entire continents, as in the case of the 
colonization of America. 


From the end of the 19th century, the beginning of the 20th century and up to the 
present moment, in the first years of the 21st century, the Christian movement has 
been slowly losing strength. With the arrival of the first signs of the new era, 
Aquarius, the power and influence of Christianity is gradually reduced: it is the sign 
that a new era is coming. 

For some time now we can point out some of the characteristics of the new era, 
whose threshold we are crossing. Aquarius is perceptible, it is already visible in 
many ways:

Also the overcrowding, community life, in huge blocks of flats, when not in 
skyscrapers or urbanizations, large commercial surfaces, fast food, unified for all in 
ingredients and price or clothing, with the pret-a -porter. Sports events, where in 
large soccer and other sports stadiums, the masses shout in unison, modern musical 
events, where in large venues full of young people, who dress, wear shoes and drink 
the same, electrifying music is played by modern equipment. electronics, hitting 
their ears and making them dance at the same time, the artistic manifestations, 
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where amorphous sculptures and paintings, of indefinite colors, make an abstraction 
of reality. Gastronomy, revolutionized by the "nouvelle cuisine": the Aquarian 
revolution reaches the kitchen stoves of always. Aeronautics, with charter flights, 
where travelers fly together in sophisticated aircraft, the space age, with space 
travel, broadcast live on television to the entire planet, and which reminds us that 
Aquarius is an air sign. . Electricity, with its slaves: all kinds of sophisticated 
domestic and industrial devices. technological sophistication. artificial intelligence. 
Television. The computers. The robots. Internet. And infinite attitudes and facts that, 
although they do not fit here, are present today in our society. All this responds to a 
clear Aquarian motivation, which accelerates and intensifies year after year. Society 
has caught the signal of a new era. 


Sometimes literary, film, or other references to the Age of Aquarius are purely 
gratuitous, and other times they are really the result of genuine insight. From the 
song Aquarius, from the musical magazine Hair, to the book (best seller) The 
Aquarius Conspiracy, by Marilyn Ferguson, we find endless references in all fields. 
Not even Carl Gustav Jung has been able to avoid speaking out on such a juicy 
subject. He wrote in On things that are seen in the heavens: "This transformation (in 
reference to the era) began to take place within the historical tradition and left its 
traces, first in the transition from the Age of Taurus to the Age of Aries, then in the 
transition from the Age of Aries to that of Pisces, whose beginning coincides with the 
birth of Christianity. Now we are approaching the great change that it is legitimate 
to expect to take place with the appearance of the spring equinoctial point in 
Aquarius." 


To round off these lines on the new era, I allow myself to resort to a visionary book: 
La rebellion de las masas, by José Ortega y Gasset. This work, the product of a 
powerful intellect, was written in the first decades of the 20th century and already 
anticipated an imminent reality. Ortega y Gasset says, in a section of his work: "The 
crowd, suddenly, has become visible, has installed itself in the preferential places of 
society. Before, if it existed, it went unnoticed, it occupied the bottom of the social 
scene; now she has gone ahead of the drums, she is the main character. There are no 
more protagonists: there is only a chorus". These words of Ortega have the perfume 
of the Age of Aquarius. 


The Planetary Cycles 


The study of planetary cycles is one of the great pillars of world astrology. For 
centuries, the astrologer has worked with the planetary cycles. However, only after 
the discovery of the slowest planets, Uranus, Neptune and Pluto, have planetary 
cycles been able to play their rightful role in mundane astrology. 


As a planetary cycle we understand the route established between two planets, from 
the fastest to the slowest, in the interval of two successive encounters of the same 
planets. For example: a cycle between Jupiter and Saturn begins when both are in 
conjunction in a certain degree and sign, ending the cycle with the next meeting 
between the two, in the form of a conjunction. 


The astrological interest in relation to the cycle responds to a reality verified since 
remote times, which tells us that before any movement of a determined planetary 
cycle, corresponds to it in the sublunary world, here on Earth, a social fact according 
to the phase and aspect of the cycle itself: at a political, social, economic or cultural 
level.

As is well known, the concept 
of the cycle is consubstantial to the sublunary world: the seasons, the lunation cycle, 
and the day, with its different phases. 


It is important to understand that a specific event, capable of evolving and 
developing, not only responds to a certain cycle if it begins with the conjunction or 
beginning of the cycle, but can also be adapted to it with another phase or aspect. 
On the other hand, an event will not necessarily be attached to the cycle that begins 
when the idea or physical reality is born. 


The element and the zodiacal sign where the cycle begins, where the conjunction of 
the two planets that form the tandem of the planetary cycle under study takes place, 
is extremely important, since it contributes its characteristics to the idea or physical 
reality that is behind the cycle. cycle itself. For the remaining angular aspects, apart 
from the beginning of the cycle that the conjunction represents, it is also worth 
considering the sign from which the planets aspect each other. 


The passage of a planet or the coincidence of a new cycle on a zodiacal point where a 
planetary conjunction took place previously must be considered. It is also important, 
in the study of the great cycles, to consider the "recurrence cycles". These are the 
periods of time in which the conjunction of two planets of a certain cycle, returns to 
occupy approximately the same zodiac degree. 


Each cycle has a certain average duration, according to the participating planets. 
Thus, in the cycle that concerns us, the Neptune-Pluto cycle, we observe an 
approximate average duration of 492 years. 


The product of a certain cycle obeys the influence or effect that is generated from 
the interaction of the participating planets. The characteristics of the Neptune-Pluto 
cycle are evident to all astrologers who have studied mundane astrology: 


Neptune-Pluto Cycle: 


It is a cycle related to great and profound changes at the collective level. New ideas 
and ideals that arise and identify an entire era. This cycle corresponds to the great 
epochs in the history of humanity, since it comprises almost five centuries: it is the 
great framework under which history will be written over almost five hundred years. 
The rest of the cycles will be conditioned to this great planetary cycle. 


In the penultimate cycle, begun in 1398 in the sign of Gemini, Western civilization 
enters the Renaissance. The Renaissance period developed humanism, driven by 
individualism and rationalism. Freed from theological tutelage, this period marks the 
triumph of the secular spirit. It is a time of intellectual, moral and spiritual reform of 
man. With this time, the great development of the arts and literature began. 
Gutenberg, who curiously was born with this Neptune-Pluto conjunction, will create 
the printing press a few years later, a crucial element for the dissemination of 
knowledge for centuries to come. 


The Neptune-Pluto cycle in the Age of Aquarius. 


The Neptune-Pluto cycle was renewed for the last time in August 1891. There began 
a cycle, the slowest of all the great cycles, which would mark the final stretch of the 


19th century with its characteristic seal: framing the society of its time. in a given 
global context. 


From this last cycle, started in 1891, also in the sign of Geminis -something truly 
important, by way of qualitative nuance-, humanity is witnessing a whole series of 
scientific advances that will transform society: the steam turbine, the first gliders 
capable of transporting a man, airships, the diesel engine, radio, cinematography 
and, among others, X-rays, discovered by WK Roentgen. History assigns a place of 
honor to this discovery: the beginning of the "second scientific revolution", 
comparable to the one that began with Copernicus. 
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The word radioactivity, acquires full meaning in this period, from the hand of Marie 
Curie. We even find here one of the first steps in the world of computers: the Spanish 
Leonardo Torres Quevedo, engineer and mathematician, developed calculating 
machines so perfected that they can be considered a protohistoric element of 
cybernetics. In addition, in 1900 the "quantum theory" was born, enunciated by Max 
Planck, giving way to a new concept of Physics, much more perfected, to the point 
that everything that precedes 1900 is called "classical Physics" and everything which 
follows, "Modern Physics". Planck's ideas were fundamental to the further 
development of Albert Einstein's theory of relativity. The applications of the results 
of these studies have transformed society in a very important way. In this way, 
nuclear energy has developed from that seed. And so the atomic age was born, a 
period of history marked by the development of atomic and nuclear physics. It began 
in 1942, when the physicist Enrico Fermi first carried out a controlled fission 
reaction. Although the peaceful applications of atomic energy are undeniable, the 
warlike applications are a threat to the future of the planet. Here comes the echo of 
the beginning of the Neptune-Pluto cycle. 


And not only at a scientific or technological level we find important events, but also 
at other levels: Sigmund Freud, creator of Psychoanalysis, published The 
Interpretation of Dreams in 1900 and revolutionized society with his theories about 
the unconscious and others. We are also witnessing a spiritual renewal: theosophism, 
an esoteric element of ancient occult doctrines, is brought to the fore by HP 
Blavatsky. And even astrology is reborn in this period, by the hand of Alan Leo, Paul 
Choisnard and other authors. 


Placing ourselves in the final stretch of the 19th century, it is not always easy to 
discern where the influence of the Neptune-Pluto cycle begins and ends in the 
already incipient Age of Aquarius. Establishing here a delimitation in the effects of 
the cycle that concerns us is difficult, because in some points it seems to merge and 
be confused with the signals of the new era. In any case, it is not important to 
classify the double product that we are studying here (cycle and era) as a synergistic 
or simply simultaneous effect. The fact is that we are witnessing an influence that, in 
some of its elements, points in the same direction. Especially with regard to 
technology and scientific discoveries or advances. Cycle (Geminis) and new era 
(Aquarius) also coincide in the element (Air) and, therefore, in some of its 
manifestations. 


It is true that any new cycle of Neptune-Pluto can be ascribed to the word 
"progress", or advance or, at least, change. And, for this reason, we could accept that 
in the final stretch of the 19th century and at the turn of the century it would be 
possible to expect to find the whole series of inventions and advances that we have 
detailed. However, for this last cycle of the two slowest planets, this progress seems 
to obey a higher order, a conditioning element that we did not find in the previous 
renewals of the cycle. The technological leap seems to be increasing to an extreme 
degree, in geometric progression, on a scale or level greater than what could be 
expected. This is obviously due to the linkage of the cycle in question with the new 
Age of Aquarius, which entails, like no other -although always adding to the 
accumulated progress of civilization itself-, technological, scientific, advanced 
characteristics or properties, in sum , in everything that has to do with the technique 
and the maximum development of the scientific aspect, of the knowledge of the 
reality that surrounds us. Here, then, we are witnessing a multiplier effect, whose 
maximum influence is observed in the final stretch of the 19th century and the 
beginning of the new century. 


As the effect of the cycle itself loses strength, as both planets move away from the 
conjunction in the first decades of the 20th century, the fertile scientific and 
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technological current does not dry up, being compensated by the growing effect of 
the new era. Thus, as the years go by, this effect gains in intensity, especially from 
the middle of the last 20th century, already with the important help of the first 
sextile, in a growing phase, which enters the world around 1941. 


But first, we find ourselves with a first setback in the development of the cycle we 
are dealing with: it occurred around 1929 1932, with the semi-square (45°) between 
both planets. It is a minor aspect but, without a doubt, we can refer to this period as 
a small crisis of the product of the cycle in question. Thus, the model or society 
derived from the last renewal of the cycle, which had been set in motion four 
decades ago, was being reconsidered, momentarily questioned by circumstances. 
The circumstances, the environment, was none other than the "Great Depression." 
But we must not be confused: this minor aspect was a simple and modest element 
within the critical sky of the moment. It was not for nothing that really difficult 
configurations were observed then, such as the square between Uranus and Pluto. 
This last cycle is clearly related to the deep economic crisis of the 1930s. 


Later, since 1941, approximately, and practically up to the present day, the Neptune- 
Pluto cycle is connected again; this time, through a sextile that was formed around 
those dates and that will accompany humanity in the following decades, until the 
middle of the 21st century. This harmonious aspect of the cycle, in a growing or 
evolutionary phase, will favor the development of the idea, of the main product of the 
cycle. Take an example: in 1942, under the sextile, the atomic age was officially born, 
as we have already pointed out previously; and the seed that allowed the 
development of atomic and nuclear physics was planted by Planck and other 
physicists precisely under the conjunction of Neptune and Pluto, in the last decade of 
the 19th century. 


As of the second half of our 21st century, the sextile that has been accompanying us 
will disappear, but the growing effect of the new era, each time stronger, will make 
us forget that we are immersed in a cycle that has brought us a new global 
framework, blurring its effect and claiming for itself all the prominence of the new 
era: they are the New Times, which are making their way with force. 


It should be noted that in our analysis, for the subject at hand, we partially isolate 
this double reality (cycle and era) from the rest of the astrological conditions: other 
major cycles, slow planets in the signs and other important configurations. 


A look to the future 


As I have already pointed out, the sextile between Neptune and Pluto, in orb until 
practically the middle of our 21st century, will continue to develop the cycle that 
concerns us. Its harmonious and positive effect will be added, in parallel, to the 
transition between the two eras, within that pivotal period in which we find 
ourselves, prior to the entry of Aquarius. In accordance with this, and ignoring other 
astrological elements that could condition, in part, the reading that we make of all 
this, we will be able to attend a constructive stage for humanity, which will facilitate 
the profound change that necessarily occurs when moving to a new era. . Particularly 
interesting will be to observe the effect of the exact sextile, which will occur around 
2026, with Neptune in Aries and Pluto in Aquarius. Its effects, deep and subtle, will 
surely condition the terrestrial reality of the moment, at a qualitative level. Nor 
should we forget that when crossing the middle of the 21st century, around 2060- 
2065, a square between the two planets will be a moment of tension, critical, but 
within a context of development and evolution of that seed that was sown at the end 
of the XIX century. 


Subsequently, in the last years of the 21st century, a trigon will be formed between 
Neptune and Pluto, also within the evolutionary phase, which will allow greater 
fluidity and expansion, if possible, of the product of both planets, according to their 
particular content for this time we live in. And, beyond the 22nd century, we can 
ignore the rest of the aspects and the involutionary phase of the cycle that concerns 
us, making, perhaps, a caveat: the opposition between the two slow planets, which 
will take place around 2140, approximately. This opposition could well mark a 
turning point, a moment of maturity, of expansion, of maximum development of this 
cyclical process, with all that it entails, although not exempt from a deep-seated, 
critical rethinking as well. In the previous oppositions of the cycle that we are 
considering, this effect was observed, as is natural. For example, with the opposition 
that occurred around the year 1647 we observe a moment of high tide of the 
Scientific Revolution, connected, in its essence, with the conjunction that occurred in 
the sign of Geminis, around 1399. But let's go back to the moment present: the next 
conjunction, in which the renewal of the Neptune-Pluto cycle will take place, will 
take place around 2385. A date that is still a long way off, but by then, we will find 
ourselves fully within the kingdom of Aquarius. .

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What can we expect from the new era? In my opinion, for the next 20 
centuries we can expect something more coherent and serious than the 
idealistic visions of some astrologers, who have freely and generically 
interpreted an era that, for many, is the great hope of humanity, a future 
perfect in an ideal world. And it cannot be so, because human nature is far 
from perfection, regardless of the era in which it is found. The master lines 
of the new era could be, synthetically, these: on the material level, science 
and accelerated progress can transport future generations to a highly 
sophisticated life, from a technological point of view. The planet, a true 
global village, can reach the highest levels of well-being and comfort. 
However, this life so far removed from true human nature, can lead to a 
certain existential contradiction, where the machine replaces man, turning 
the future civilization into a denatured and soulless life. However, on a 
spiritual level, the man of the future will have a strong humanistic vocation. 
Future generations can certainly achieve a more just world, where words like 
solidarity, cooperation or freedom really mean something. Actually, it is not 
necessary to get ahead of ourselves in the description of the next era, since 
many of its signs are already perceived by today's man and many of its 
physical manifestations are evident. As humanity fully enters the new era, 
leaving behind the terrain where Piscean and Aquarian influences mix, the 
characteristics of the new Aquarius era will be accentuated, perceiving its 
notes more clearly and sharply, purer. and crystal clear its effects.258 The 
Astrological Elections 
By JB Morin de Villefranche 


I have thought it opportune to include in this work a very interesting part of Gallic 
Astrology, referring to astrological choices. It is a Morin classic. I have synthesized 
and adapted the famous 30 rules, but always with fidelity to the original text. 


1. An election is only legitimate if the natal chart, the revolutions, the directions and 
the transits of the moment are taken into consideration, coordinating and 
accommodating all this to the theme of the election. 


2. You have to consider the house of the letter related to the objective of the election. 
For example, the X house for honors, the VII for marriage or the IX for travel. If the 
election seeks to obtain dignities or honors, determine the dates in which the 
directions of the main radical factors are congruent with it, especially in relation to 
the natal X house. Then, once the ideal date has been found, we must select the most 
appropriate time, choosing the theme of choice so that it harmonizes with the 
desired objective, but without neglecting to also take into account the natal chart. 


3. In the matter of the election, it is essential, first of all, to consider the Ascendant, 
significator of the person, the Midheaven, significator of his acts and companies, the 
house related to the objective of the election, and finally the Moon, which he 
possesses in these matters of great importance. All these points should be well 
arranged in the letter of the election, as well as with respect to the radical factors. 


4. Select a time in which the house related to the object of the choice is lucky. It will 
be especially favorable if it is already in the natal chart and in the current solar and 
lunar revolutions. Preferably, the election will be favored by the presence or regency 
of the benefic planets, especially if they are already in the radix and in the 
revolutions, and particularly with respect to the object of the election. In the case of 
honors or dignities, the election will be more effective if the sign that culminates in 
the theme of the election already culminated in the radical and revolutionary themes, 


or else the sign that contained its regent. Also avoid that any malefic planet or 
contrary to the pursued objective, by its own nature or by radical determination, is in 
the house directly related to the theme of the election. Try that there is in it a 
beneficent planet or its well-disposed ruler, this being in good relationship with the 
Ascendant, with the Midheaven or with its rulers. 


5. In personal matters or in those that one must carry out oneself, it is preferable to 
choose the radical Ascendant as the Ascendant of the election. If they are not strictly 
personal matters and the help of friends is needed, it is advisable to choose the XI 
house or the V natal house as the Ascendant of the election. Or at least, that there is 
a harmonious or favorable link with the ruler of the 11th house. 


6. The Ascendant of the theme of the election must harmonize or be in relation with 
the nature of the objective of the same election. In this way, if it is a trip, you have to 
choose a mutable sign and not a fixed one such as Ascendant. On the contrary, if the 
event must have continuity over time or endure, such as a marriage or the 
construction of a house, it is better to opt for a fixed sign. Likewise, it is necessary to 
avoid that the ruler of the Ascendant of the election is slow, retrograde or in an 
inharmonious aspect with the malefics. 


7. By day, you have to place the Ascendant and the Sun in day signs and at night the 
Ascendant and the Moon in night signs. And the ruler of the Ascendant should be 
well related to the 

Sun or Moon, according to it. The choice will be better if the day planets are on the 
horizon, in masculine and eastern signs to the Sun by day, and if the night planets 
are on the horizon, in feminine and western signs to the Moon by night. 


8. It is favorable that the ruler of the Ascendant of the election is also the ruler of the 
Ascendant of the natal theme or of the current revolutions and that, in addition, he is 
beneficent by nature, or well disposed in the radical or revolution theme. 


9. If the objective of the election is a petition to the king, the queen, a prince or some 
important personage, it is necessary to adjust the Ascendant of the election and its 
ruler to the ruler of the radical Midheaven and of the revolution, and also to the 
planets significators that correspond by analogy: the Sun for the king, the Moon for 
the queen, Jupiter for a president or bishop or Mars for a military commander. And if 
the signifying planet were at the same time ruler of the Midheaven of the election, 
the effectiveness would be greater. However, care must be taken that said planet is 
not badly disposed either in the radix or in the current revolution. An analogous 
procedure must be followed when the persons in question belong to houses III, IV, V, 
VII and XI. 


10. The Moon is a very important factor in an election. However, it must not only be 
taken into account in the issue of choice, but also in the radical issue, since we 
cannot take it as a signifier of life if in the radical issue it is a signifier of death. This 
is extensible to the rest of the planets. 


11. The native should not start anything new when the Moon is in the radical 
positions of Saturn and Mars or in their bad aspects, in an unfavorable location in 
the natal chart or in the VI, VIII and XII houses, both of the radix and in the issue of 
the election. It is also necessary to avoid that in the subject of the election it is in 
conjunction or in an inharmonious aspect with Mars or Saturn. 


12. It is necessary to avoid that in the subject of the election there is any aspect of 
the Moon towards Mars that comes from the domiciles of Venus. And towards Jupiter 
from the domiciles of Mercury. Or towards the Sun from the domiciles of Saturn. 


13. It is favorable for the Moon to join Jupiter or Saturn when it is increased in light, 
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but if it is decreased it will be unfavorable. And just the opposite with respect to 
Venus or Mars. 


14. Observe well the position of the Moon in the subject of the election: if it is in trine 
or sextile with any radical planet, it will be favorable to relate or deal with the people 
represented by their own symbolism or by their radical determination. But if it were 
in opposition or square, it will be just the opposite. Thus, if the Moon were in trine to 
radical Mars in VII or that it was regent of VII in the radix, and well disposed, it 
would mean success in relation to disputes, lawsuits or the favor of people related to 
it, especially if they are military matters or Similar. However, if the Moon were in 
square or opposition, it will predispose to the opposite. 


15. It is favorable that the Moon is well placed in the house relative to the object of 
choice. For example, if the choice is for a trip, in the IX house, but on the condition 
that she is well disposed in her radical position. And if this radical position were also 
determined by the object of the choice, if the Moon were related to the matter in 
question and if it were also in good aspect to a lucky Ascendant, it would be even 
better. 


16. It is necessary to avoid that the Moon is in conjunction or aspects a retrograde 
planet, as this would impede the object of the election. 

17. If it is not possible for the Moon and the Ascendant to be well disposed at the 
same time, during the day it is convenient to be more fortunate to the Ascendant and 
at night to the Moon. Also , it will be better for the Moon to be below the horizon by 
day and above the horizon at night. 


18. It is necessary to take into consideration the conjunction or opposition of the Sun 
and the Moon previous to the theme of the election, in order that said point or 
position is lucky and in a suitable house in the election card. 


19. When the Moon separates from a conjunction or an opposition to the Sun and 
looks, especially by square or opposition, to a malefic planet, it is necessary to avoid 
initiating or undertaking something. Especially if said malefic planet is badly 
disposed or determined in the radical chart. 


20. The result of the election may depend on the good or bad state of the ecliptic 
point of the conjunction or opposition of the luminaries prior to the election, as well 
as the benefic or malefic planet to which the Moon immediately aspects. If said point 
is well disposed and if the planet is beneficial, everything will develop satisfactorily. 
If it is badly disposed and if the planet is malefic, the result will be contrary to the 
objectives set. But if said point were well disposed and if the planet were malefic, the 
matter in question would start well but end badly. And if said point was badly 
arranged but the planet was beneficial, the matter would start badly but finally end 
well. 


21. If an election must be made and there is not time to adapt all its elements in a 
suitable or harmonious way, it is preferable that, at least, the ruler of the Ascendant 
is well disposed and that there is a beneficent planet at an angle, in good aspect with 
the ruler. of the Ascendant. 


22. In any urgent choice, if it is impossible for the Moon to be well disposed, it is 
convenient to place Jupiter or Venus in the 

Ascendant or in the Midheaven, as well as the Moon in a cadent house. It is 
necessary to avoid that the Moon, if unfortunate, aspects the Ascendant, especially if 
it is an inharmonious aspect. Or that it aspects the planet that by its own symbolism 
or determination in the election card is directly related to the object of the same 
election. This extends to your dispositor and to the ruler of the house related to the 


main issue. 


23. If for an election there is no time to arrange everything adequately, at least it is 
necessary to adapt in a harmonious and beneficial way to the Ascendant and the 
Midheaven. It is also convenient to place the beneficial planets in the angles, 
preferably harmonically aspecting the Ascendant, the Midheaven or their rulers. It is 
very difficult for everything to be ideally arranged in an election, but we must try to 
ensure that everything we select is arranged for the purpose we are looking for, as 
well as being consistent with the radical theme of the person. Thus, we should 
always try to do as much as possible, but acting prudently. We must not forget the 
possibilities of man's cooperation with the stars: the more diligent, determined and 
shrewd we are, the more right we will have to expect success or improvement. And 
backwards. 


24. In every election, it is necessary to avoid that the malefic planets are in the 
angles, especially in the Ascendant and in the Midheaven. The only exception is if 
they were very well disposed in the radical theme, by celestial state and by 
determination. We must not forget that in certain matters malefic planets can be 
useful, like Mars in confrontations, wars or hunting. Saturn in the construction of 
houses or in agriculture, for example. And especially if in the radical theme they 
were already determined towards these questions. 


25. The action of the fixed stars must not be neglected in the elections, especially the 
most important ones, because in the angles or in conjunction with the main 
significators, their effect can be important. Especially if there is already a 
determination to that effect in the radix. 


26. It is not advisable to perform a surgical operation on a part of the body related to 
the sign in which the Moon is at the time of the intervention. 


27. For purges, it is convenient to take advantage when the Moon is in a Water sign, 
preferably in Scorpio or Pisces, just as it is desirable that the ruler of the Ascendant 
is connected to a planet located below the horizon. 


28. For a trip, it is necessary to avoid that the house VIII and its ruler are afflicted. A 
Fixed sign should not ascend, nor should a malefic planet rule the Ascendant. Nor 
should said ruling planet be retrograde, nor should the Moon be ill-disposed. 


29. It is not necessary to initiate a combat or confrontation when the ruler of the 
Ascendant, being weak or unfortunate, goes towards the ruler of the VII, especially if 
he is strong and lucky, or if he is in the VIII house. Nor when the Moon is badly 
disposed. 


When something is requested from the king, the queen or any important 
position, the Sun or the Moon must be placed in conjunction with Jupiter or 
Venus, well disposed in the X house, and in harmonious aspect the ruler of 

the Ascendant and the initiative will have success.266 Epilogue 


As an epilogue to this work, number fourteen of my journey as an astrologer-writer, 
and which many would describe as a minor work, I want to put some ideas and 
anecdotes in black on white. What is astrology for? Although in one of my latest 
books, Astrology within your reach, by Ediciones Indigo, which I highly recommend, I 
already give an answer to this and many other questions, while I include all kinds of 
endorsements and endless anecdotes about this ancient discipline. , I want to 
mention two real facts, which somehow give an answer to the raison d'étre of 
astrology. The first is a situation that refers to one of my trips around the world, 
spreading astrology. It was there in November 2010, when I was preparing my trip 
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to Moscow (Russia) for the month of January 2011. I had to give a seminar at an 
astrological center in that city and, as always, and among other techniques, I decided 
the exact days for the trip and my stay in Moscow depending on the planetary 
transits. I had a certain margin of maneuver to travel and give the seminar, a few 
days before or after, but always within the month of January. Well then, one of my 
first considerations was to match the transit of Venus over my natal Midheaven for 
the day of the seminar, something that happened exactly between the 24th and 25th 
of January. This would have meant traveling and arriving in Moscow on the 24th, 
giving the astrological seminar on the 25th, with Venus just a few arc minutes from 
my Midheaven. As experienced astrologers will know, fast planets often coincide 
with events, one way or another, with an orb close to a degree of arc. However, I 
sacrificed this planetary step and delayed my trip one day and the seminar another 
day to give more time for another almost simultaneous transit of the Sun and Mars 
on the cusp of my 12th house to leave the orb, or at least to leave the planet. it 
wasn't so exact. So, finally in November 2010 I bought a plane ticket from Barcelona 
to Zurich and another for flight LX1324 with Swiss International Air 

Lines for January 25, from Zurich to Moscow. My arrival airport was Domodedovo 
Airport, in Moscow. And there I arrived, on Tuesday, January 25, 2011. It was a wise 
decision, based exclusively on astrology, because if I had flown on the 24th, as was 
my first intention, I would have found myself at the airport on Monday, January 24, 
2011, when a suicide terrorist attack was perpetrated, killing 35 people and injuring 
more than 100. In addition, the attack was precisely in the international arrivals area 
and several foreigners died. I know positively, through astrology too, that with this 
decision I did not save my life. A few minor transits are not enough to determine it, 
since they depend on other major transits, directions and progressions, the solar 
revolution and the natal theme itself. But maybe I will avoid finding myself in the 
middle of a gruesome chaos, a sure delay in my trip and a major scare for my family 
and friends, who knew about my trip. After all, the next day there were hardly any 
signs of what had happened at the airport, as I was able to verify. 


The second anecdote has nothing to do with death or with avoiding death, but with 
life. Indeed, in 2011 a friend of a client of mine from Guayaquil (Ecuador) gave me a 
curious assignment: she had just gotten pregnant and wanted to know if I could, 
astrologically, select the best date for the child to be born, by means of a caesarean 
section. , of course. Within the limitations of time, since the pregnancy was already 
underway, select the possible days and hours for delivery, according to a list of 
characteristics that the mother wanted for her baby. It seems like a naive 
commission, but I can assure you that it is a really intelligent, useful and possible 
commission, even with some _ spatio-temporal limitations. I will ignore the 
development of the intermediate process until the moment of birth, but finally the 
doctor who attended her during the delivery, with the prior reservation of the clinic 
and the medical team, faithfully complied with my instructions and calculated the 
caesarean section so that the child could breathe for the first time in the time I 
indicate, with a difference of just a few minutes. The child was born well, in perfect 
condition and at the scheduled time, on February 28, 2012, in Guayaquil. Today, 
almost in the middle of 2013, the child is very healthy and his character and 
development are in line with what was expected at the time. Perhaps one day, with 
the mother's permission, he will divulge more precise information about this curious 
experience. How many cases like this does the reader know? 


Beyond anecdotes and personal issues, I want to close this work with a reflection and 
recommendation for all readers: if we want astrology to be in the place it deserves, 
we must be more demanding, we must work harder to make it advance further. 
Often, we take everything for granted and mechanically, routinely repeat techniques 
and procedures without studying their effectiveness. And not infrequently we handle 


words and concepts that may not be correct. An example: many astrologers, 
including myself, use the word horoscope almost daily to refer to a natal chart. 
However, this is incorrect, as Cyril Fagan demonstrates in Astrological origins. This 
word comes from the Greek horoskopos, which literally means "an observation of the 
degree of the zodiac that crosses the eastern horizon at a given moment." It is dedr, 
that horoscope is equal to Ascendant, but not to natal chart. This is just a curiosity, 
yes, but it is necessary to be more rigorous. For example, the topic of research, in 
astrology, is very important. It is not enough to consult, to give classes and to attend 
astrology congresses. It is necessary that there is a true legion of astrologers who 
investigate in our field, and that if they do and deserve it, they publish the results of 
their studies in specialized magazines that collect the advances in this matter: new 
concepts and perspectives, new interpretation techniques. or prediction or many 
other contributions to astrological methodology. It is necessary, essential for the 
evolution of this discipline, to promote this type of astrological publications. This is 
the case in other scientific disciplines : the articles that are submitted for publication 
must pass a selection, a filter or control that examines their quality. There is what is 
known as "peer review", where those who direct the magazine or publication send 
the article or research to other experts, who evaluate the need and relevance or not 
of its publication according to its importance, innovations that it presents or its 
quality. This filters wrong, poorly focused or erroneous studies, making quality 
products reach astrologers, which will improve their level and, incidentally, will raise 
the level of astrology itself. This should also occur in astrological congresses with the 
papers that are presented, since bland and grey, irrelevant or repetitive 
presentations often abound. And that makes the average astrologer lose interest in 
attending this type of event, fundamental in other disciplines. Yes, excellence, in this 
section, must also reach astrology. 
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
